WARRANT. 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
Norfolk, ss. 


To any Constable of the Town of Brookline, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Brookline, 
qualified to vote in elections, to meet at the Town Hall, in the said town, 
on Thursday, the fourth day of March, 1915, at six o’clock in the forenoon, 
for the following purposes, to wit: 


First, To choose a Moderator. 


Second, To choose by ballot the following Town Officers: One Town 
Clerk, for one year; five Selectmen, for one year; one Collector of Taxes, 
for one year; one Treasurer, for one year; one Assessor, for three years; 
three members of the School Committee, for three years; four Trustees 
of the Public Library, for three years; two Trustees of Walnut Hills 
Cemetery, for three years; one Park Commissioner for three years; one 
member of the Water Board, for three years; three Auditors, for one 
year; three members of the Committee on Planting Trees, for one year; 
one member of the Planning Board, for three years; two Fence Viewers, 
for one year; five Constables, for one year; also upon the same ballot, 
to vote “Yes” or “‘No’”’ upon the following question: ‘“‘Shall licenses be 
granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this town?’ For these 
purposes the polls will be opened at a quarter after six o’clock in the fore- 
noon and may be closed at six o’clock in the afternoon. Also to choose 
or appoint all other usual town officers in such manner as the town may 
determine. 


Third, To see if the town will vote to authorize the Treasurer, with 
the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in anticipation of the 
revenue of the current financial year. 


Fourth, To act upon the appropriations asked for or proposed in the 
annual town reports by the Selectmen or by any town officers or com- 
mittees. 


Fifth, To vote that on all taxes and sewer assessments remaining unpaid 
after a certain time, interest shall be paid at a specified rate not exceeding 
six per cent per annum. 
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Sixth, To authorize the School Committee to provide additional ac- 
commodations for the High School by the construction of additions or 
otherwise, to appropriate the sum of two hundred and ten thousand dol- 
lars ($210,000.00) for such purpose and to authorize the Treasurer to 
borrow the same, 


Seventh, To appropriate ninety-five hundred dollars ($9500.00) for the 
purchase of a lot of land belonging to Frances G. Blake containing about 
fourteen thousand seven hundred and fifteen (14,715) square feet of land 
situate in the rear of land now owned by the town on Gorham Avenue 
adjoining the High School to be used for an addition to the High School 
and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same. 


Eighth, To authorize the Selectmen to sell the dwelling house and stable 
on the land on Gorham Avenue, owned by the town and adjoining the 
High School which it is proposed to use for furnishing additional accom- 
modations for the High School. 


Ninth, To authorize the School Committee to enlarge the Manual 
Training Building on Tappan Street by the construction of additions 
or otherwise, to appropriate forty-one thousand dollars ($41,000.00) 
therefor and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same. 


Tenth, To see if the town will appropriate the sum of two hundred 
thousand dollars ($200,000.00) for the construction of a covered filter and 
basin with the necessary equipment for improving the town water supply 
and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same. 


Eleventh, To see if the town will authorize the Water Board to lease to 
the Highland Co-operative Ice Company of Boston the right to cut and 
remove ice in the bays of the Charles River adjacent to the town land 
for a term of years, in consideration of a money rental and the conveyance 
to the town by the said Ice Company of a parcel of land adjoining the 
Low Service Pumping Station grounds of the town, subject to the right 
to cut ice in front of the same. 


Twelfth, To appropriate one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) to continue the 
improvements of the grounds of Walnut Hills Cemetery. 


Thirteenth, To appropriate twelve thousand dollars ($12,000.00) for 
the construction of a sewer for surface drainage purposes through Reser- 
voir Park and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same. 


Fourteenth, To appropriate sixteen thousand dollars ($16,000.00) for 
motor-driven apparatus for the Fire Department. 


Fifteenth, To appropriate four thousand dollars ($4,000.00) for alter- 
ations and improvements in Fire Station G on Washington Street. 


Sixteenth, To amend the building law of the town so as to provide that 
no tenement house hereafter erected shall be a building of the third class 
or of wooden construction. 


Seventeenth, To appropriate sixty-two hundred and fifty dollars ($6250.- 
00) for the construction of a new bridge over the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road at Cypress Street. 
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Eighteenth, To appropriate sixty-seven hundred and fifty dollars ($6750.- 
00) for the construction of a new bridge over the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road at Aspinwall Avenue. 


Nineteenth, To see if the town will vote to change the name of Devon 
Street to Devon Road. 


Twentieth, To accept and allow School Street from Washington Street 
to Harvard Street as laid out, altered and widened by the Selectmen and 
reported to the town at this meeting and to appropriate the sum of twelve 
thousand eight hundred and three dollars ($12,803.00) to pay for land 
damages and the cost of construction and to authorize the Treasurer to 
borrow the same. 


Twenty-first, To accept and allow the extension of Clinton Road from 
that portion accepted by the town April 11, 1900, to the proposed new 
line of Buckminster Road, as laid out by the Selectmen and reported 
to the town at this meeting, together with the discontinuance of a portion 
of said Buckminster Road and‘ to appropriate sixty-five hundred dollars 
($6500.00) for the cost of construction of the same. 


Twenty-second, To accept and allow the building lines on both sides of 
the extension of Clinton Road presented to the town for acceptance in 
the preceding article, as laid out and established by the Selectmen and 
reported to the town at this meeting. 


Twenty-third, To see if the town will release the conditions imposed 
by the City of Boston in its deed to Charles Heath, dated April 30, 1855, 
and recorded with Norfolk Deeds, Book 235, Page 252, on certain lands 
on the westerly side of Lee Street, part of which are now owned by Ellen 
F. Atkinson and a part by Edward W. Atkinson and others and will author- 
ize the Selectmen to execute, acknowledge and deliver on behalf of the 
town the necessary deed or deeds to release the same. 


Twenty-fourth, To hear and act upon reports of town officers and com- 
mittees. 


Twenty-fifth, To appropriate and raise by borrowing or otherwise such 
sums of money as may be necessary for all or any of the purposes men- 
tioned in the foregoing articles. + 


Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, with your doings 
thereon, to the Selectmen, seven days at least before the day of the said 
meeting.

The Town Hall had been fitted up as a polling place, a 
space railed off, and one hundred and twenty compartments 
provided for the convenience of voters in examining and 
marking their ballots, and each compartment was supplied

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with cards of instruction and other necessary facilities. Cards 
of instruction and specimen ballots were also posted in dif- 
ferent parts of the building outside of the rail; all in 
accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts governing elections. 

The arrangement of the railing was such that six entrances 
were provided for voters to enter the space inside the rail for 
the purpose of marking their ballots, with six ballot-boxes 
to correspond, one for each entrance. The Ballot Clerks 
were provided with duplicate sets of the list of registered 
voters of the town, one for men voters and one for women 
voters, as prepared by the Registrars of Voters for use at 
this election. These alphabetical lists of voters were divided — 
to correspond with the six entrances and six ballot-boxes as 
follows: 


Entrance No. 1—A, B, C. Entrance No. 4—L, M, Mc. 
Entrance No. 2—D, E, F, G. Entrance No. 5—N, O, P, Q, R. 
Entrance No. 3—H, I, J, K. Entrance No. 6—S to Z inclusive. 


The Moderator appointed Police Sergeant James Gleason 
to‘have charge of the ballot-boxes and the space inside of 
the railing. 

The Town Clerk delivered to the Moderator, Fred H. 
Williams, five (5) sealed packages containing ballots, and 
took his receipt for the same. Such packages were marked, — 
(1) ‘1200 Official Ballots, Brookline, Mass., March 4, 1915.” 

(2) ‘1500 Official Ballots, Brookline, Mass., March 4, 1915.” 
(3) “1500 Official Ballots, Brookline, Mass., March 4, 1915.” 
(4) “1544 Official Ballots, Brookline, Mass., March 4, 1915.” 


(5) ‘1000 Official Ballots for School Committee only, Brookline, Mass., 
March 4, 1915.” 


The election officers stationed at the six entrances were 
supplied with the lists of voters, and with the official ballots 
taken from the packages received from the Town Clerk, with 
instructions to deliver such ballots only to voters whose 
names were found and checked on the lists. 

The six ballot-boxes—as inspected and approved by the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth to be used at elections— 
were then opened in public meeting, examined by the Mod- 
erator and other election officers, and found to be empty. 
The register of each box was set at zero (0), the boxes locked, 
and the keys delivered to Police Sergeant James Gleason, 
appointed in charge of the ballot-boxes. 
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At eighteen minutes after six o’clock the polls were 
declared open for the reception of votes for town officers, and 
were kept open until fifteen minutes after five o’clock in the 
afternoon, when, after due notice, they were declared closed. 

By consent of the Moderator and Town Clerk, the ballot- 
boxes were opened several times during the day for the pur- 
pose of removing the ballots to be counted. 

The total number of ballots cast as indicated by the reg- 
isters of the six boxes, was thirty-six hundred and thirty (3630). 

The names checked on the voting lists by the Ballot Clerks 
at the entrances to the polling place, and by the checkers at 
the ballot-boxes, were counted up, compared, and found to 
agree and the total number of names so checked was thirty- 
six hundred and thirty (3630), as follows: Men, thirty-one 
hundred and ninety-six (3196); Women, four hundred and 
thirty-four (434). 

The number of names checked agreed with the number 
indicated by the ballot-boxes. 

The Moderator, Town Clerk and Tellers then canvassed 
the ballots, and the whole number was thirty-six hundred 
and thirty (3630), of which number four hundred and thirty- 
four (434) were the votes of women for School Committee 
only, which were sorted, counted, and declaration thereof 
made in open town-meeting, at thirty-one minutes after 
seven o'clock, as follows:

Tenth Article,—‘“‘To see if the town will appropriate the sum of two 
hundred thousand dollars ($200,000.00) for the construction of a covered 
filter and basin with the necessary equipment for improving the town 
water supply and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same.”’ 


On motion of Nathaniel U. Walker, amended by William 
H. Walsh,— 


Voted, That the sum of two hundred thousand dollars 
($200,000.00) be appropriated for the construction of a covered 
filter and basins with the necessary equipment for improving 
the town water supply, and that in the employment of mechan- 
ics and laborers in the said construction, preference shall be 
given to citizens of the town, where practicable, and if they 
cannot be obtained in sufficient numbers, then that preference 
be given to citizens of the United States.

In pursuance of the foregoing warrant, the inhabitants of 
the town of Brookline qualified to vote in elections met at 
the Town Hall in said town on Tuesday, the second day of 
November, in the year of our Lord one thousand nine hun- 
dred and fifteen, and were called to order at six o’clock in 
the morning by Philip S. Parker, Esq., the Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen. The Town Clerk read the warrant 
calling the meeting, and the return thereon of the constable 
who served the same upon the inhabitants. 

Philip S. Parker, Esq., Chairman of the Board of Select- 
men, took charge of the meeting after the reading of the 
warrant, and acted as presiding election officer. 

The Town Hall had been fitted up as a polling place, a 
space railed off, and one hundred and twenty compartments 
provided for the convenience of voters in examining and 
marking their ballots, and each compartment was supplied 
with cards of instruction and other necessary facilities. 
Cards of instruction and specimen ballots were also posted 
in different parts of the building outside of the rail; all in 
accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts governing elections. 

The arrangement of the railing was such that six entrances 
were provided for voters to enter the space inside the rail 
for the purpose of marking their ballots, with six ballot-boxes 
to correspond, one for each entrance. The ballot clerks were

The Town Clerk delivered to the presiding election officer 
a box as received by him from the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth, containing seven sealed packages marked ‘‘Official 
Ballot, Brookline, Tuesday November 2, 1915, 6700,’’ to- 
gether with specimen ballots and cards of instruction, and took 
his receipt therefor in conformity with law. The presiding 
election officer publicly broke the seals on the packages and 
delivered the ballots to Robert A. Smiley and Francis F. 
Muldowney, the ballot clerks. 
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The election officers stationed at the six entrances and 
six ballot-boxes were supplied with the list of voters, and 
with the official ballots, with instructions to deliver such ballots 
only to voters whose names were found and checked on the 
lists at the entrances, and to allow no voter to deposit his ballot 
until his name was found and checked on the lists at the ballot- 
boxes. 

.The six ballot-boxes, as inspected and approved by the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth to be used at elections, 
were then opened in public meeting, examined by the elec- 
tion officers and found to be empty. The register of each 
box was set at zero (0), the boxes locked, and the keys were 
retained by James Gleason, the Sergeant of Police at the 
polling place. 

At eight minutes past six o’clock in the forenoon the polls 
were declared open for the reception of ballots, and were 
kept open until six o’clock in the afternoon, when, after due 
notice, they were declared closed.

Such tax may be at different rates upon 
income derived from different classes of property, but shall be levied at 
a uniform rate throughout the Commonwealth upon incomes derived from 
the same class of property. The general court may tax income not derived 
from property at a lower rate than income derived from property, and 
may grant reasonable exemptions and abatements. Any class of property, 
the income from which is taxed under the provisions of this article, may be 
exempted from the imposition and levying of proportional and reasonable 
assessments, rates and taxes, as at present authorized by the constitution. 
This article shall not be construed to limit the power of the general court 
to impose and levy reasonable duties and excises.

SPECIAL ACTS OF 1915, CHAP. 250. 


AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR PRECINCT VOTING, LIMITED TOWN-MEET- 
INGS, TOWN-MEETING MEMBERS, A REFERENDUM AND AN ANNUAL 
MODERATOR IN THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. Upon the acceptance of this act by the town of Brookline, 
as hereinafter provided, the selectmen of that town shall forthwith divide 
the territory thereof into, and there shall thereby be established therein, 
not less than eight nor more than twelve voting precincts, to be designated 
by numbers or letters and to contain approximately an equal number of 
registered male voters, but not less than six hundred in any precinct. Such 
precincts shall be so established as to consist of compact and contiguous 
territory, to be bounded, as far as possible, by the center line of known 
streets and ways or by other well-defined limits. The boundaries of all of 
such precincts shall be reviewed and, if need be, shall be in part or wholly 
revised, and the number of the same may be increased within the limit of 
twelve by the selectmen in the month of January, once in every five years, 
so as to maintain approximately an equal number of registered voters in 
each precinct. The selectmen shall, within ten days after any and every 
establishment of such precincts or revision thereof, file a report of their 
doings with the town clerk, and also with the registrars of voters and with 
the assessors, with a map or maps or description of such precincts and with 
the names and residences of the registered voters therein. The selectmen 
shall also cause to be posted in the town hall a map or maps or description of 
the precincts as established from time to time, with the names and residences 
of the registered voters therein; and they shall also cause to be posted 
in at least three public places in each precinct a map or description of 
that precinct, with the names and residences of the registered voters therein. 
The division of the town into voting precincts and any revision of such 
precincts shall take effect, respectively, upon the date of the filing of the 
report thereof by the selectmen with the town clerk. Whenever such 
‘precincts are established or revised, the town clerk shall forthwith give 
notice thereof in writing to the secretary of the commonwealth, stating 
the number and designation of such precincts. The provisions of chapter 
eight hundred and thirty-five of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and 
thirteen and any amendments thereof relating to precinct voting at all 
elections, so far as the same are not inconsistent with this act, shall apply 
to the town of Brookline, at all elections and primaries preliminary thereto, 
upon the establishment of voting precincts as hereinbefore provided. 


Section 2. The registered male voters in each of such precincts shall, 
at the first annual town election held after the establishment of such pre- 
cincts and conformably to the laws relative to elections not inconsistent 
with this act, elect by ballot twenty-seven of such voters in such precinct 
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other than those officials hereinafter designated in section three as town- 
meeting members as at large, such elected voters to be town-meeting mem- 
bers of the town, one third of which number shall be elected for the term 
of one year, one third for the term of two years and one third for the term 
of three years; and thereafter, except as hereinafter provided, at each 
annual town election the said voters of each precinct in the town shall, in 
like manner, elect nine of their number to be town-meeting members of 
the town for the term of three years, and shall at such election fill for the 
unexpired term or terms any vacancies then existing in the number of 
town-meeting members in their respective precincts. Upon every revision 
of the precincts or of any of them the term or terms of office of all town- 
meeting members within each and every such revised precinct shall there- 
upon cease, and there shall be at the first ensuing annual town election an 
entirely new election of town-meeting members in each and every precinct 
so revised, as well as in any new precinct or precincts established. The 
town clerk shall, after every election of town-meeting members forthwith 
notify each member by mail of his election, with instructions to signify in 
writing to the town clerk within seven days from the receipt of such notice 
his acceptance or refusal of such membership. 


Section 3. The town-meetings of Brookline, except as otherwise pro- 
vided for in section five of this act shall, at and after the first annual election 
under this act, be limited to, or composed each year of, the registered voters © 
elected under sections two and seven of this act, together with the follow- 
ing, designated as town-meeting members as at large, namely:— (1) the 
members from Brookline in the general court of the commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, (2) the moderator, (8) the town clerk, (4) the selectmen, 
(5) the town treasurer, the chairman of each of the following boards:— 
(6) of the assessors, (7) of the school committee, (8) of the trustees of the 
public library, (9) of the trustees of the Walnut Hills cemetery, (10) of the 
water board, (11) of the park commissioners, (12) of the planning board, 
(13) of the committee for planting trees, (14) of the gymnasium and baths 
committee, and (15) of the registrars of voters. The town clerk shall notify 
the town-meeting members of the time when and place where town-meetings 
are to be held, such notices, when practicable, to be sent by mail at least 
four days before any such meeting. The town-meeting members, as afore- 
said, shall be the judges of the elections and qualifications of their own 
members. Not less than one half of all of the town-meeting members, as 
aforesaid, of any such limited town-meeting must be present thereat to 
constitute a quorum for doing business; but a less number may organize 
temporarily and may adjourn from time to time. All town-meetings shall 
be held with open doors. The town-meeting members shall receive no 
compensation for their services as such. Subject to such conditions as 
may be determined from time to time by its members at any such limited 
town-meeting any registered voter of the town who is not a town-meeting 
member may speak, but not vote, at such a meeting. Any town-meeting 
member may resign as such member by filing a written notice to that effect 
with the town clerk, such resignation to take effect on the date of such filing; 
and any town-meeting member who removes from Brookline shall cease 
to be a town-meeting member. 
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Section 4. Nominations of candidates for town-meeting members to 
be elected under section two of this act shall be made by nomination papers 
signed in no case by less than thirty registered male voters of the precinct 
in which the candidate or candidates reside and filed with the town clerk at 
least ten days before election. No nomination paper shall be valid in re- 
spect to any candidate whose written acceptance is not thereon or attached 
thereto: provided, however, that any town-meeting member may become a 
candidate for re-election by giving written notice thereof to the town clerk 
at least twenty days before such election. 


Section 5. The articles in the warrant for every town-meeting in Brook- 
line, so far as they relate to the election of the moderator, town officers, 
town-meeting members, as hereinbefore provided, granting licenses for the 
sale of intoxicating liquors, to referenda, and to all matters to be acted upon 
and be determined by ballot by the registered voters of the town in their 
respective precincts, shall be so acted upon and be determined. All other 
articles in the warrant for any town-meeting in Brookline shall be acted 
upon and be determined exclusively by the town-meeting members at a 
meeting to be held at such time and place as shall be set forth by the select- 
men in the warrant for such meeting and subject to the referendum under 
section eight. 

Section 6. A moderator shall be elected by ballot at each annual town- 
meeting and shall serve as the moderator of all town-meetings until his 
successor is elected and qualified. Nominations for moderator and his 
election shall be as in the case of other elective town officers. If a vacancy 
in the said office occurs during any term it may be filled by the town-meeting 
members at a meeting held for that purpose. If a moderator is absent, a 
moderator pro tempore may be elected by the town-meeting members. 

Section 7. Any vacancy or vacancies in the full number of twenty- 
seven town-meeting members from any precinct may be filled by the re- 
maining members from such precinct from among the registered male voters 
of the precinct for and during the unexpired term of the year and until the 
next annual town election. Upon a petition therefor, signed by not less 
than ten town-meeting members from such precinct, notices thereof shall 
be promptly given by the town clerk to the remaining members from the 
precinct in which such vacancy or vacancies exist, and he shall call a special 
meeting of such members for the purpose of filling such vacancy or vacan- 
cies. He shall cause to be mailed to each of such members, not less than 
four days before the time set for such meeting, a notice thereof, specifying 
the object, the time and the place therefor. At such meeting a majority of 
such members shall constitute a quorum, and they shall elect from their 
own number a chairman and aclerk, The choice to fill any such vacancy 
or vacancies shall be by ballot and a majority of the votes cast shall be 
required to choose. The chairman and clerk shall make a certificate of 
such choice and forthwith file the same with the town clerk, together with 
a written acceptance of the office by the member or members so chosen, 
which filing shall constitute an election of, and give to such member or 
members the full powers of a town-meeting members or members under this 
act, subject to the right to judge of the election and qualification of members 
as set forth in section three. 
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Section 8. If at any limited town-meeting in Brookline, a vote is passed 
that authorizes an expenditure of twenty-five thousand dollars or more for 
a special appropriation, such vote shall not become operative until after 
the expiration of a period of five days, exclusive of Sundays and holidays, 
from the day of the dissolution of such meeting. If, within the said period 
of five days a petition is addressed to and filed with the selectmen, and is 
signed by not less than twenty registered male voters of Brookline from 
each precinct therein, giving their street addresses, asking that the question 
or questions involved in such vote be submitted to the registered male 
voters at large of the town, the selectmen and the moderator shall, within 
fourteen days after the filing of the said petition, frame and present the 
question or questions so involved to a special town-meeting of the registered 
male voters at large of the town, to be held for that purpose, at which meet- 
ing the ballot and the check lists shall be used in the respective precincts, 
and such question or questions shall be determined by the vote of a majority 
of such voters at large of the town voting thereon at such special town- 
meeting. If such petition be not filed within the said period of five days, 
the vote authorizing an expenditure of twenty-five thousand dollars or more 
for a special appropriation shall become operative upon the expiration of 
the said period. 

Section 9. The municipal corporation of the town of Brookline, after 
its acceptance of this act, shall be capable of acting and of being bound 
by its said elected and its said designated town-meeting members as afore- 
said, who shall, when convened from time to time as hereinunder provided, 
constitute limited town-meetings; such limited town-meetings shall exercise 
exclusively, so far as shall conform to the provisions of this act, all powers 
vested in the municipal corporation of Brookline. All provisions of law 
now or hereafter applicable to the transaction of town affairs in town-meet- 
ings and to the effect thereof, and now or hereafter applicable to town 
officers shall, when not inconsistent with the provisions of this act or any 
amendment or amendments thereof, be hereby extended in their application 
and effect to the transaction of town affairs in the Brookline limited town- 
meetings, to the members thereof, and to the town of Brookline as affected 
by the action of such meetings. Lawful action upon any and all articles 
in the warrant determined by any limited town-meeting in Brookline, or 
as herein provided by the registered voters at large of that town, either 
under a warrant for an annual town-meeting or under a warrant for a special 
meeting, shall have the same legal effect upon the town of Brookline and its 
citizens as heretofore under the law and practice binding upon that town 
and its citizens in town-meetings. 

Section 10. This act shall not abridge the right of the citizens of Brook- 
line to hold general meetings, according to any right secured to its voters 
or to the people by the constitution of this commonwealth; nor shall this 
act confer upon any limited town-meeting in Brookline the power finally to 
commit that town to any proposition affecting its municipal existence or 
change in the form of its government, without action thereon by the quali- 
fied voters of the town at large, using the ballot and the check list therefor. 

Section 11. The question of the acceptance of this act by the town of 
Brookline shall be submitted to the registered male voters of that town at 
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the state election in the year nineteen hundred and fifteen. At such elec- 
tion the vote shall be taken by ballot in accordance with the provisions 
of chapter eight hundred and thirty-five of the acts of the year nineteen 
hundred and thirteen and any amendments thereof, so far as the same 
shall be applicable, in answer to the question: ‘‘Shall an act passed by the 
general court in the year nineteen hundred and fifteen, entitled ‘An Act to 
provide for precinct voting, limited town-meetings, town-meeting members, 
a referendum and an annual moderator in the town of Brookline,’ be ac- 
cepted by this town?”, and the affirmative votes of a majority of the regis- 
tered male voters of that town present and voting thereon shall be required 
for and shall determine its acceptance by that town. The acceptance of 
this act, as herein provided, shall repeal chapter two hundred and one of 
the acts of the year nineteen hundred and one, being an act relative to town- 
meetings in the town of Brookline. 


Section 12. So much of this act as authorizes its submission to the 
registered male voters of the town of Brookline shall take effect upon its 
passage, but this act shall not take further effect unless and until accepted 
by the town of Brookline as herein provided. [Approved A pril 3, 1916.

ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year 
ending December 31, 1915: 

The town is passing through an important period of its 
political history, for we are in the midst of a change in our 
form of government. There has been little to cause concern 
in the past in the fabric of our local municipal procedure, but 
the belief has been growing for some years that the annual 
town-meetings were becoming too unwieldy for the proper 
discharge of business. The present change, with which most 
of our citizens are now familiar, simply regulates the size of 
the town-meeting. The introduction of precinct voting is an 
incident which necessarily goes along with the election of 
town-meeting members. We feel that with this change the 
town can retain its present form of government for many 
years to come, possibly improving it in details, but keeping 
its democratic spirit and openness of procedure, both of 
which make for the common advantage of all. We are glad 
to note the great interest that is being manifested in the 
working of the new scheme, practically assuring its success. 
Maps of the different precincts are appended to this report. 

The paving of Washington Street with wooden blocks 
between Harvard Square and Park Street has been success- 
fully completed. The remainder of the street should event- 
ually be treated in the same way, but we have delayed any 
recommendation as the present surface will stand for a while 
longer. 

The widening of School Street has been completed and has 
proved a decided improvement. 

A thorough investigation of the causes producing noise by 
the operation of electric cars has been made during the past 
few months, but there is little that the Selectmen can do in 
the matter, the cure lying almost entirely in the hands of the 
operating company. The problem is beset with difficulties, 
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but we wish that the officials of the company would take 
hold of the matter more seriously and endeavor to lessen this 
great annoyance to our citizens. 

The completion and dedication of the Soldiers’ Monument 
was one of the pleasant features of last autumn, the incidents 
of which are still fresh in the minds of our citizens. 

In closing these preliminary remarks, we wish to pay our 
tribute to Mr. Alexis H. French, connected with the Engineer- 
ing Department of the town for many years. Always cour- 
teous and zealous in his work, his example stands out as one 
that may well be followed by those in the employment of the 
town. 

Valuation and Tax Rate. 

The valuation of land in the town increased from $34,428,- 
300.00 in 1914 to $34,741,000.00 in 1915, the increase being 
$312,700.00. The valuation of buildings increased from 
$41,117,500.00 in 1914 to $43,086,300.00 in 1915, an increase 
of $1,968,800.00, or a total increase in real estate values of : 
$2,281,500.00. The total valuation of real estate for 1915 is 
'$77,827,300.00. The valuation of personal property increased 
from $45,980,300.00 in 1914 to $46,174,600.00 in 1915, an 
increase of $194,300.00. The total valuation of real and 
personal property for 1915 is $124,001,900.00. The tax rate 
for 1915 was $14.10 per thousand, a decrease of forty cents 
from that in 1914,— the decrease being made possible by 
reason of a fairly large balance of free cash on hand, by 
economy in appropriations, and by the increase in valuation. 


Finances. 

The balance of free cash remaining unexpended at the end 
of the year and available for the current expenses of the 
coming year, amounted to $51,935.41. At the end of 1914 
the corresponding balance was $44,074.35. The compilation 
producing this balance of $51,935.41 showed that the taxes 
collected exceeded the amount that it was estimated would 
be collected by $40,948.26; there was a balance of the annual 
appropriations unexpended amounting to $61,444.18; and 
the balance of unexpended special appropriations, which 
have been closed, amounted to $3,480.63. The total of these 
three items was $105,868.07. The usual receipts outside of 
the tax levy fell short of the estimate by $1,117.64, and there 
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has also been taken from the above total for additional appro- 
priations under authority of town votes or otherwise the sum 
of $52,815.02, leaving the balance of $51,935.41 above 
mentioned. 

Permanent loansamounting to $280,100.00, being $190,000.00 
for the covered filter and basin of the water works, $36,900.00 
for paving Washington Street, and $53,200.00 for the construc- 
tion of sewer and surface-water drains, have been placed 
since our last report. Payments of existing debt during the 
year amounted to $188,901.00. The total direct debt of the 
town at the end of the year was $1,620,993.00, being $91,199.00 
more than the debt at the end of the year 1914. Of this total 
debt, $380,433.00 was for water supply, $15,000.00 for the 
separation of sewer and surface-water drains, and $285,960.00 
for public playgrounds, the sum of these three being $681,- 
393.00, and being debt existing by authority of law outside 
of the limit of indebtedness under the Municipal Indebtedness 
Act. The total debt which the town could incur under the 
act for general purposes was three per cent of the average 
valuation of taxable property in Brookline for the years 
1913, 1914 and 1915. The indebtedness at the end of the 
year, therefore, which was covered by this act was $939,600.00 
(i. e., $1,620,993.00 less $681,393.00, the amount mentioned 
above), or $876,653.50 less than one-half the amount which 
the town was authorized to borrow under the act. The sum 
of $800,000.00 was borrowed during the year in anticipation 
of taxes, and was paid off.- The year closed with outstanding 
authority, which had not been exercised, to borrow $12,000.00 
for paving at Coolidge Corner, $7,500.00 for the extension 
of the driven well system, $21,600.00 for the Tuberculosis 
Hospital, $11,520.00 for the widening of School Street, 
$11,400.00 for the Reservoir Park sewer and drain, $42,750.00 
for the construction of sewers and surface-water drains, 
$16,625.00 for the purchase of the Brett property and 
$57,000.00 for additions to the High School. The funded debt 
which will mature during the coming year to be raised by taxa- 
tion amounts to $188,901.00, and the instalments coming due 
January 1, 1917, on the above-mentioned loans which have 
‘not yet been placed, amounting to $13,705.00, will also have 
to be raised by taxation. Payments for these amounts are 
provided for in detail as follows:

for overdue coupons not yet presented. 
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Metropolitan Taxes. 

The preceding table shows the amount of Brookline’s net 
contingent debt for metropolitan parks and sewers. As 
stated in our last report, the basis for ascertaining the taxes 
for metropolitan parks and boulevards, including the Charles 
River Basin, is determined every five years by Commissioners 
appointed in accordance with Chapter 419 of the Acts of 
1899. The last award was made in 1910. In 1915 Commis- 
sioners were appointed by the Supreme Judicial Court to 
make a new apportionment, they being Hon. Robert O. 
Harris, George S. Taft and James H. P. Dyer. The Com- 
mission has not yet reported and therefore the town’s share 
will have to be determined according to the last apportion- 
ment, and when the new apportionment becomes operative 
an adjustment will be made. The basis upon which the town’s 
share of the metropolitan sewer tax is determined is fixed 
by law. 

State Tax. 

The State Tax in 1915 was $9,750,000.00, which was one 
million dollars more than in 1914 and the largest State Tax 
on record. Brookline’s proportion of this tax was $286,650.00. 
While we very much hope that the State Tax will be reduced 
this year we have included in the annual appropriations the 
same amount paid in 1915, together with $1,023.00 to pay our 
tax under the Smoke Nuisance Act. 


County Tax. 

The County Tax for the coming year will be $295,000.00, 
which is an increase of $35,000.00 over the tax for 1915. 
Brookline’s proportion will be fixed by a new basis of appor- 
tionment to be adopted by the Legislature this year according 
to law. We have included in the annual appropriations to 
pay the County Tax, $116,260.00, being the amount which 
we would have to pay under the old apportionment. It is 
expected that the new apportionment will not vary very 
much from the old one. As shown by the following table, 
the increase appears to be necessary in order to pay for the 
new Agricultural School, which was voted by the county at 
the last state election, and for slight increases in the other 
appropriations, the increase in the item for highways, bridges 
and land damages being the largest. This latter increase was 
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due to the fact that the work on state highways charged to 
the county was greatly in excess of that in previous years.

There is nothing further to be done and the appropriations 
will be closed in the following matters, namely: Construc- 
tion of University Road, Boylston Street Widening, Improve- 
ments Fire Station D (1913), Plans High School Addition 
(1914), Plans Manual Training School Addition (1914), Im- 
provements Fire Station D (1914), Construction Edwin and 
Mulford Streets. 

The balance of $3,830.99 of the annual appropriation of 
1914 for the construction of surface-water drains was all 
expended. 

The balance on hand at the beginning of the year of 
$5,329.48 for the widening of Boylston Street was expended, 
together with $11,532.49 additional to pay the damages to 
Guild Block awarded by the jury. 

The sum of $550.70 has been spent out of the balance of 
$747.44 for the New Devotion School, and the remainder of — 
the balance, $196.74, will be carried forward at the request 
of the School Committee. 

The sum of $587.41 has been spent out of the balance of 
&6,087.08 standing to the credit of the Extension of Filtering 
Galleries, and the balance of $5,499.67 will be carried forward 
at the request of the Water Board. 

The sum of $29,053.52 has been spent out of the balance of 
$29,851.55 on account of the Soldiers’ Monument, and the 
balance of the appropriation, $798.03, will be carried forward, 
as there are a few outstanding matters unsettled. 

Land has been purchased for public playgrounds to the 
extent of $17,500.00, leaving a balance in the present appro- 
priation available for that purpose of $19,329.07, which will 
be carried forward at the request of the Park Commissioners: 

Nothing has been expended this year out of the balance of 
$22,768.57 for Washington, Walnut and High Streets and 
Improvements in Village Square, and that amount will be 
carried forward. 

The sum of $1,956.27 was spent out of the balance of 
$3,072.57 for furnishing the new Devotion School, and the 
balance of $1,116.30 will be carried forward at the request of 
the School Committee. 
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There is $13,075.01 remaining out of the appropriation for 
the new Tuberculosis Hospital and Heating Plant, and this 
will be carried forward, as all bills have not been settled. 

The same is true of the balance of $10,249.95 for paving 
Washington Street, and of the balance of $978.46 for the con- 
struction of Parkman Street. 


Special Appropriations for 1915. 

The sum of $1,102.54 was spent out of the appropriation 
of $2,000.00 made at the annual town-meeting of 1915 for 
Plans for the High and Manual Training School, and the 
appropriations has been closed. 

Out of the appropriation of $16,000.00 for Motor-Driven 
Fire Apparatus, the sum of $14,300.00 has been expended, 
and the appropriation will be closed. 

The appropriations of $1,000.00 for Walnut Hills Cemetery 
Grounds, $12,000.00 for Reservoir Park Sewer and Drains, 
$17,500.00 for the purchase of the Brett property and $5,000.00 
for the purchase of the Kingman property, have all been 
expended. 7 

Of the other special appropriations made during the year 
1915, there are balances of $105,556.83 for the Covered Filter

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The total amount appropriated the past year for general 
expenses, including State, County and Metropolitan taxes, 
and payments of funded debt and interest, was $2,144,962.15, 
of which $2,064,754.36 was spent. Of the total amount of 
$612,018.48 carried on the books for special appropriations, 
the sum of $313,023.73, including $11,532.49 for Boylston 
Street widening, was expended. 

As stated above, in addition to the balance of $5,329.48 
on hand, there was also paid for damage to the Guild property 
on Boylston Street, $11,532.49. The total spent by the town 
for all purposes during the fiscal year, was $2,377,778.09. 
The corresponding amount spent in 1912 was $2,036,169.40; 
in 1913, $2,180,391.93, and in 1914, $2,388,110.58. 


Annual Appropriations for 1916. 


The amount recommended for general expenses and those 
amounts proposed for new special appropriations are given 
in the following tables. The amounts asked for the general 
expenses for Public Schools, Public Library, Water Supply, 
Public Parks and Grounds, comprising headings A, B and C, 
and the first two items of D in Table II below, have been 
recommended by the different boards having those matters 
in charge. Reference is made to the reports of those boards 
for information in regard to these appropriations. All other 
amounts included in the tables are recommended by the 
Selectmen. The total amount proposed for general expenses 
for the current year 1916, including State, County and 
Metropolitan taxes, and payment of funded debt and interest, 
is $2,180,924.21, as appears in the following tables. The 
total of all the proposed new special appropriations included 
in the warrant for the annual meeting is $244,685.50, of 
which it is recommended that $203,500.00 be borrowed. The 
balance of special appropriations not to be borrowed, namely, 
$41,185.50, makes the sum of $2,222,109.71 to be included in 
the tax levy.

Highway Department. 


The proper upkeep of the town highways is a matter of 
considerable pride to the Selectmen. The method of surfacing 
these highways, and even of constructing them, has changed 
materially in the last few years, to meet the new conditions 
and the ever increasing travel. Bituminous or bitulithic con- 
struction has taken the palce of macadam, and costs from 15 
cents to $1.06 per yard more than the old macadam, which 
made such a splendid road before the days of motors. 

For the year 1914 the appropriation for highways was in- 
creased nearly $20,000.00 to allow the Superintendent of 
Streets to resurface a portion of the most traveled streets 
with these more durable materials, and for the year 1915 he 
asked for an amount almost equal to the sum appropriated 
in 1914, to continue this work. 

These large appropriations have accomplished much to- 
wards the desired end, namely, resurfacing all the highways 
with a material fit to stand up under the travel they have to 
bear. The work is not complete, and should be continued 
through 1916, though there is less to do and the appropriation 
is decreased accordingly. 

The question of maintenance of these more durable surfaces 
naturally arises, and is an interesting one. The bituminous 
surfaces have been in use too short a time to give a very 
accurate idea of what they will cost to maintain, but some 
idea can be gained from the section of Beacon Street from 
St. Mary’s to Pleasant. This was laid in 1908, and has cost 
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almost nothing since; in fact there has been so little patching 
necessary on this whole section, that the cost is negligible. 
A fine piece of water-bound macadam, also on Beacon Street, 
lasted only six months before it was full of pot-holes, and had 
to be relaid. 

‘Keep to the right’’ signs have been placed in the middle 
of Davis Avenue near Washington Street, in Kent Street 
near Harvard Street, and in High Street where it crosses 
Walnut Street, and a white stripe has been painted on the 
roads from the sign to the corner. 

At another dangerous corner, where Westbourne Terrace 
enters Beacon Street, a white stripe has been painted along 
the middle of Beacon Street from Washington Street to a 
point about one hundred and fifty feet beyond Westbourne 
Terrace, and for one hundred and fifty feet along the middle 
of Westbourne Terrace. This has been tried as an experiment 
and, as it has worked well, more corners will be safeguarded in 
the same way during the coming year. 

It is hoped that these ‘‘Keep to the right’’ signs, silent 
policemen, will, in time, suggest to the motorists and drivers 
of all vehicles the necessity of keeping to the right and driving 
slowly, at street corners especially, and that in time the white 
stripe in the middle of the road will be sufficient warning. 

Good roads may mean faster and more reckless driving, 
which is bad for the roads and dangerous to all. These motor 
signs are an appeal to all, to observe care and to co-operate 
with the town and with each other for safety.

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Street Lighting. 

The amount appropriated for street lighting for the year 
1915 was $62,700.00, of which $59,126.47 was spent. 

The most notable piece of construction work was the 
installation of new magnetite lights on Washington Street 
between Harvard Square and Park Street. The old lights 
were removed, and new locations and additional lights were 
added for the entire distance. 

On account of the heavy automobile traffic in Brookline, 
the department is at present making a study of traffic lights 
to be installed in the streets at crossings and corners. Several 
experiments have been tried so far, but no definite type has 
yet been adopted. It is hoped that within a short time we 
shall accomplish satisfactory results in this direction. 

Citizens are reminded that requests from them for needed 
lights in any section of the town will always receive careful 
consideration and prompt attention.

Police Department. 

This department continues to perform its duties in a most 
efficient and satisfactory manner. Reference is made to the 
report of the Chief of Police for the work done during the 
past year. There are in the department at present, eighty- 
five officers and patrolmen, also a chauffeur and a steno- 
grapher. During the past year four additional patrolmen 
were appointed, and it appearing that the work of the depart- 
ment necessitated the appointment of another sergeant, and 
an extra man in the detective bureau, Patrolman John T. 
Connor was promoted to the rank of sergeant, and Patrolman 
John Carmody was assigned for duty in the detective bureau. 
No addition to the force is recommended for the coming year. 
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The matter of increase in salaries for the Police Depart- 
ment has been agitated and under consideration for the past 
three years, and the Board now feels that the time has arrived 
when the members of the department should receive an in- 
crease in salaries, and recommends the following increases: 


Lieutenants $1,600 to $1,800 
Sergeants $1,400 to $1,550 
Patrolmen (over 5 years) $1,200 to $1,300 


The Health ambulance during the past year has responded 
to one hundred and fifty calls, with a total mileage of ten 
hundred and thirty-one. The police patrol wagon during 
the past year has made two hundred and twenty-four trips. 
The present patrol wagon is a horse-drawn vehicle. The 
horse is boarded in a livery stable near the Police Station, so 
that it is necessary to send patrolmen from the station house, 
who are obliged to wait until the horse is harnessed, and 
much delay ensues before the patrol reaches its destination. 
The introduction of motor-driven apparatus into the fire and 
other departments of the town has greatly increased the 
efficiency of these departments, and the Board has felt for 
some time that the horse-driven patrol wagon should be 
supplanted by a motor-driven patrol. The estimated cost 
of such a patrol is $3,650, and the Board recommends its 
purchase. The Chief of Police recommends a small motor 
vehicle for patroling the part of the town now covered by 
mounted police, and we have included in the appropriation 
a sum to cover a Ford runabout, to be used in this service. 
The Board considers that the part of the town which is to be 
covered by the automobile can be much better patrolled, and 
a Ford car maintained at much less expense than a riding 
horse. The new patrol and runabout will be stored in the 
present town garage until other arrangements are made. 

The increased automobile traffic has made it necessary to 
station patrolmen at certain important and dangerous cross- 
ings, and there are at present four patrolmen employed in 
this service. The handling of traffic at these congested points 
has been commended, not only by our citizens, but by other 
persons passing through the town. 

The Board considered the use of motor cycles in the de- 
partment, but after investigation does not think it expedient 
to recommend their adoption at this time.

Department of Wires and Lights. 


Now that the Kingman lot has been purchased by the town, 
it affords us a location for the construction of a fireproof 
building for the installation of fire alarm and police apparatus 
systems. It is a long-felt need, and we anticipate an appro- 
priation for this purpose will probably be recommended 
within the year. | 

A considerable amount of underground work by the various 
public service corporations doing business in Brookline has 
been constructed this year, although not as much as during 
the year 1914. It is our hope and expectation that within a 
few years all overhead construction work will be taken care 
of by the underground conduit system.

Sewers and Drains. 


Reference is made to the report of the Town Engineer for 
information as to the sewers and surface-water drains con- 
structed during the year. 

The sum of $25,000.00 was appropriated for the construc- 
tion of sewers, of which $19,010.36 was spent. The balance 
has been carried forward and an additional appropriation of 
$15,000.00 is recommended this year to provide for possible 
sewers in Sears Road, Clyde Street, Dummer and Essex Streets, 
Houlihan Avenue and unforeseen work. 

The sum of $20,000.00 was appropriated for surface-water 
drains, of which amount $7,493.50, together with the balance 
of the 1914 appropriation, amounting to $3,830.99, was spent. 
There is now a balance of $12,506.50, and we recommend an 
additional appropriation of $13,000.00 to provide for possible 
drains in Stearns Road district, Drummer and Essex Streets, 
Beacon Street and Harvard Street, Houlihan Avenue, Sears 
Road, and for unforseen work. 


Garage and Automobiles. 


The appropriation for this department for 1915 was $14,000, 
one thousand dollars of which was to be used by the Water 
Department in maintaining their automobiles, so that the 
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actual amount spent by this departmnet directly was only 
$13,000.00. 

During the year nine new automobiles have been purchased 
by the department, so that we are now maintaining the total 
number of nineteen instead of ten, as in the year 1914. 

Owing to this increase in number, and the expiration of our 
old lease, we were obliged to find a new location for the depart- 
ment, which we secured on Boylston Street near the junction 
of Cypress Street. Here we have ample accommodations 
and better facilities for our work. 

Previous to the time of our removal to our new location, 
the item of cleaning, for which we had appropriated the sum 
of $1,980.00 for the year 1915, was done by contract. Since 
May, however, we have hired two extra men to do our clean- 
ing, and have not exceeded the sum of $1,980 in the amount 
expended for their wages. In addition to this fact, and also 
to the fact that the work has been more thoroughly and care- 
fully done by hiring these extra men, who are all licensed 
operators, we have saved the Health Department the sum 
of $800.00 which was appropriated for an ambulance driver, 
his services being no longer necessary owing to the fact that 
we have operated the ambulance with our men.

Exterior Repairs and Alterations of Town Buildings. 
Reference is again made to the Accountant’s Report for 
a detailed statement of exterior repairs to town buildings 
made during the past year. The sum of $6,000.00 was appro- 
priated at the annual meeting for this purpose, of which 
$4,478.02 was spent. An appropriation of $6,000.00 is recom- 
mended for 1916. 


Suppression of Insect Pests. 
Gypsy and Browntail Moth, Tent Caterpillar, Elm Beetle, 
Leopard Moth and Canker Worm all receive attention, and

have to be fought with the appropriation originally meant 
for the Gypsy and Browntail only. 

The Tent Caterpillar has been particularly abundant the 
last two years, and early spraying has been necessary to rid 
our roadside trees of this pest. The expense is principally in 
labor, as very little arsenate of lead is used. 

The Browntail is not numerous in the town. 

The Gypsy Moth is not exterminated, and probably never 
will be. The department having this work in charge holds 
this pest in check and has decreased it materially. 

The Elm Beetle and the Canker Worm appear in cycles; 
in some years they are plentiful, and scarce in other years. 

The Leopard Moth is a borer, is hard to get at, and there- 
fore difficult to exterminate. 


Suits Against the Town. 

The Institution for Savings in Newburyport vs. Brookline. 
The Supreme Judicial Court sustained the exceptions of the 
petitioner in this case, and ordered a new trial, which has not 
vet been held. 

Frances A. Kerr vs. John A. Curtin, et al.; Vernon C. Kerr 
vs. Same. These cases are still before the Norfolk Superior 
Court awaiting trial. 

Margaret F. G. Whitney vs. Brookline. This petition, 
brought for damages on account of the establishment of a 
building line on Pleasant Street, is still pending. 

John P. C. Batchelder vs. Brookline. This action, brought 
by the plaintiff for alleged injuries recerved while proceeding 
down the walk leading from the Town Hall to Washington 
Street, is still pending for trial. 

Mary K. Magaw vs. Brookline. This case, brought for 
alleged injuries to furniture damaged by the backing up of 
sewage in the basement of a building on Beacon Street, is still 
pending. 

Thomas J. Kelley vs. Brookline. ‘This case is still before an 
auditor, Samuel K. Hamilton, Esq., and hearings are at the 
present time proceeding. 

Margaret Curtin vs. Town of Brookline. This action of tort, 
brought for injuries received on account of an alleged defect 
on the steps near 1514 Beacon Street, is still pending for trial. 
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Town of Brookline vs. Joseph Marcus. A verdict for $150.00 
in favor of the town was recently returned in this case. It 
has not been finally disposed of. 


Town of Brookline vs. Renton Whidden. ‘The evidence in 
this equity suit has all been introduced before the Master, 
Henry A. Wyman, Esq., and arguments have been made. 
Franklin T. Hammond, Esq., referred to in our last report, 
declined to serve as master. No report has yet been filed. 


Town of Brookline vs. Atherton Loring. ‘This case is similar 
to the preceding and stands in the same way. 


Frances Lyons vs. Town of Brookline. This is an action of 
tort brought in the Norfolk Superior Court for injury claimed 
to have been received because of an alleged defect in White 
Place. 


Mary G. and Frances P. Healey vs. Town of Brookline. This 
suit was brought against the town because of the overflow of 
a sewer into the cellar of the plaintiffs’ house on Boylston - 
Street. 


Thomas J. Kelley vs. Town of Brookline. The plaintiff in 
this case claims that he was injured by reason of an alleged 
defect in the sidewalk on Lee Street. Suit was brought in 
the Superior Court, Norfolk County, and is pending for trial. 


Mary Ball vs. Town of Brookline; John Ball vs. Same. The 
first of these cases is an action of tort brought for injuries 
recetved on account of an alleged defect in Washington 
Street. The second case was brought by the husband of the 
injured person for loss of her services. Both cases are return- 
able the first Monday in March, 1916, in the Norfolk Superior 
Court. 


Cases Settled and Disposed of. 


Margaret T. Kinnon vs. Brookline. This was an action of 
tort brought for an injury because of an alleged defect in 
Morss Avenue and was settled by the payment to the plain- 
tiff of $200.00. 

Sarah E. M. Guild vs. Brookline. A trial was held in this 
case in the fall, the jury returning a verdict which, together 


with costs and interest, amounted to $16,861.97. This amount 
has been paid. 
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Town of Brookline vs. Hannah Greenhood; Hannah Green- 
hood vs. Town of Brookline. The first case was settled by the 
payment to the town by the defendant of $50.00, and the 
second case has been abandoned. 


George A. Frost, Trustee, vs. Town of Brookline. This was a 
petition for land damages arising out of the widening of 
School Street. The case was entered in the Norfolk Superior 
Court, but finally settled by the plaintiff’s taking the award 
with interest and costs. 


Marion T. Boudrot vs. Brookline. This action of tort 
brought for injuries received by a fall on the sidewalk on 
Linden Street, was settled by payment to the plaintiff of 
$50.00. 


A number of claims have been settled by the payment of 
small amounts, which it is not necessary to enumerate here.

Police Signal System (Gamewell). 


The police signal system has given excellent service during 
the past year. Every officer on patrol duty is required to 
report to the officer in charge at the Police Station from the 
signal boxes on their respective routes as often as once an 
hour, and on some routes more frequently. There are forty- 
eight stations or boxes.

I recommend that one additional box be installed this year, 
to be placed on Jamaica Road. 


Ambulance Service. 


During the year the automobile ambulance has responded 
to one hundred and forty-seven calls; the horse-drawn am- 
bulance to three calls; in all one hundred and fifty calls, of 
which sixty-four were for accidents and eighty-six for sick 
calls. The number of miles run was 1,031%. 

The police automobile has been in constant use throughout 
the year, responding to emergency calls and performing 
general patrol work. The number of miles run was 18,000. 

I beg to renew my recommendation as contained in my 
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annual report for the year ending January 31, 1907. ‘‘In 
order to further increase the efficiency of this department, 
respond more expeditiously to calls from officers who have 
made arrests or are in need of assistance, render prompter 
service to citizens in any emergency, particularly in cases of 
burglary or accident, I beg to recommend the purchase of a 
motor patrol wagon, also a smaller motor vehicle, to be used 
in place of horses, for patrolling that portion of the town now 
covered by mounted men. Under the present system, if a call 
is received at the Police Station from an officer or citizen, 
in some sections of the town a period of from twenty minutes 
to half an hour will elapse before the patrol wagon can arrive 
at the place from whence the call came, whereas a motor 
wagon could reach the farthest parts of the town in not to 
exceed ten minutes.” 


The Force. | 


During the year one patrolman was promoted to the rank 
of sergeant, one was assigned for duty in the detective bureau, 
one died and one was discharged for violation of the rules. 
There were six patrolmen appointed. 

The discipline in the main has been excellent and much 
good work has been performed. 

The following-named patrolmen are entitled to especial 
mention: 

Patrolman McCracken, for the arrest of one Walter Carter, 
alias John M. Harwood, on March 18, 1915, for burglarizing 
one house and attempting to burglarize another. Carter, 
who was on parole from Clinton Prison, New York, is now 
undergoing sentence in our State Prison. 

Patrolman O’Day, for the arrest of one Frank Morton, 
with many aliases, on May 30, 1915. Morton, who is a 
notorious pickpocket, was held for the Grand Jury and fur- 
nished bonds in the sum of four thousand dollars; he defaulted 
at the Superior Court. 

Patrolmen McCracken and Killion, for the capture of one 
Phillips, alias Brown, on July 8, 1915. Phillips had broken 
and entered two stores at Coolidge Corner; he is now serving 
a term in the House of Correction. 

Patrolman Pinner, for the capture, on September 10, 1915, 
by a very clever ruse, of three men who had burglarized a 
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store in Needham and who were making their way to Boston 
with their loot when intercepted by the officer. 


Crime. 


In the early part of the year, second-story thieves or 
porch-climbers operated in several places in the metropolitan 
district and succeeded in entering three houses in Brookline, 
from one of which property of the value of twelve hundred 
dollars was stolen; in the other two instances the losses were 
small. A thief who had been released from prison but a few 
weeks previous was arrested for committing one of the jobs, 
and is now undergoing sentence at State Prison. 

On December 18, two highwaymen held up and robbed two 
citizens of a small amount of property. Both of these robbers 
were arrested and are now at the county jail in Dedham 
under bonds of twenty-five hundred dollars each, to await 
the action of the Grand Jury in April next. 

With the above exceptions, no serious crimes have been 
committed. : 


Conclusion. 

My thanks are due, and are hereby tendered, to the Jus- 
tices, Clerk and Probation Officer of the Municipal Court of 
Brookline, for valuable advice and assistance rendered, to 
the Committee on Police for their co-operation, also to the 
officers and patrolmen of the department for their vigilant 
and energetic discharge of duty.

Gentlemen: —I herewith submit the annual report of the 
Fire Department for the year ending December 31, 1915. 

The number of bell alarms are three less than last year, but 
still alarms have an increase by twenty-two. The fire losses 
are less than one-third of what they were last year. 

The apparatus is in good condition. 

The stations are in fair repair. We now have three stations 
equipped with automobile apparatus and buildings changed 
to meet the requirements of the Fire Prevention Commissioner. 

I would recommend that sufficient money be appropriated 
to allow an increase of pay for the members of the depart- 
ment according to the following schedule: 


Members who have been in the service of the department 
five years or more, as follows: 


Deputy Chief at the rate of $250.00 per year. 

Captains at the rate of $200.00 per year. 

Lieutenants at the rate of $150.00 per year. 

Engineer at the rate of $125.00 per year. 

Privates at the rate of $100.00 per year. 

This increase to date from April 1st to December 31st, 1916.

Arc Lights. 

During the year thirteen new lights were added and were 
located as follows: 

One on Harvard Street opposite Webster Street, one at 
the corner of Clinton Road and Cotswold Road, one on 
Allerton Street and Hawthorn Road, one on Highland Road 
opposite Jamaica Road, one on Aspinwall Avenue opposite 
Netherlands Road, one on Chestnut Hill Avenue and Ackers 
Avenue, two on Clinton Road between Buckminster Road 
and Cotswold Road. November 13 two lights were added 
on Washington Street and six were changed from the mast 
arm to the boulevard type and connected with the under- 
ground wires between Holden Street and Park Street. One 
light was set and connected on Fuller Street at the junction 
of Edgefield Road, one on High Street opposite Cumberland 
Avenue, and one on Pleasant Street opposite Waldo Street. 

The change of lights on Washington Street has added to the 
appearance, but to receive the proper illumination four more 
lights should be added between Holden Street and Park Street. 

One new light should be added on Harvard Street opposite 
Longwood Avenue. If one is driving up Harvard Street 
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it appears much darker at this corner owing to the bright 
lights in the store windows on the north side of Beacon Street 
which shine directly in one’s eyes. 


Tungsten Lights. 

Six of these lights were installed during the year; two on 
Summit Path between Mason Path and York Terrace, two 
on Addington Path between Winthrop Road and Addington 
Road, and two on Willard Road between Penniman Road and 
Taylor Crossway. 

Welsbach Gaslights. 

The number of gaslights installed this year was thirty-three, 
which were placed in the following locations: 

Irving Street near High Street, Jamaica Road between High- 
land Road and Pond Avenue, White Place first from Washing- 
ton Street, one on Columbia Street north of Kenwood Street, 
one on Adams between Crowninshield Road and Pleasant 
Street, one on Buckminster Road near Seaver Street, one on 
Clinton Road just east of Cotswold Road, two on Cotswold 
Road between Buckminster Road and Clinton Road, two on 
Fisher Avenue between Buckminster and Dean and Clinton 
Roads, four on Holland Road between Buckminster Road 
and Hyslop Road, one in St. Mary’s Court, one on Cir- 
cuit Road near Middlesex Road, one on Wolcott Road the 
second last light, three on Chatham Street between Hawes 
Street and Borland Street, one on Fuller Street between 
Abbottsford Road and Edgefield Road, one on Edgefield Road 
between Abbottsford Road and Fuller Street, two on Cumber- 
land Road between Hawthorn Road and High Street, two 
~ on Clark Road near No. 227, one on Mason Terrace North, 
and one on Kent Street near Harvard Street. 


Welsbach Gaslights Discontinued During the Year. 

Six gaslights were discontinued during the year from the 
following streets: One on Harvard Street opposite Webster 
Street, one on Clinton Road at the corner of Cotswold Road, 
one on Reservoir Road opposite Spooner Road, one on Aspin- 
wall Avenue at the corner of Netherlands Road, one on 
Chestnut Hill Avenue corner of Ackers Avenue and one on 
High Street at the corner of Cumberland Road. 

One double burner gaslight was added on Reservoir Road 
opposite Spooner Road. 
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Fire Alarm. 

This system has received the same careful attention this 
year as in the past. No additional work was done on wiring 
this year. 

One new box was installed on Emerald Street near Brookline 
Avenue on June 10. Two more were ordered and were not 
received until after January 1, 1916. One of these, No. 113, 
will be located on Jamaica Road midway between Highland 
Road and Pond Avenue. This box was petitioned for by the 
abutters owing to the number of new houses built during the 
last year. One new box, No. 311, will be installed on Coolidge 
Street at the corner of Gibbs Street. This section has built 
up very rapidly and within the next few months will be ready 
to accommodate sixty-three new families besides those living 
in single houses. The nearest box at present is at the corner 
of Naples and Abbottsford Roads. It has been suggested 
that a new box be placed on the north or upper road- 
way of Beacon Street at or near Lancaster Terrace. The 
reason stated for this request was, should the alarm be given 
for a fire in the north roadway, box No. 331 being now 
located on the south roadway nearly midway between Marion 
Street and Washington Street, and the drivers instructed 
to go to this box, it would cause considerable delay as 
the apparatus would have to return either to Marion Street 
or Washington Street in order to reach the upper roadway. 
I would recommend that a new box be purchased for this 
location. 

Box No. 24, formerly located on Chestnut Hill Avenue and 
Clinton Road, was changed to Chestnut Hill Avenue and 
Willard Road, as it seemed to be a more central location to 
the number of new houses built during the past year. 

Two fire-box posts were knocked over this year, one on July 
29 on Walnut Street and Cypress Street, being struck by a 
large automobile truck. Box No. 214 on Kilsyth Road was 
struck December 9 by a milk wagon, the horse having 
become frightened and run while the driver was away from 
the wagon. No damage except broken bolts at base. 

The demand for a separate fireproof building seems to be 
more in evidence than ever. The increase in the Police 
Department would call for more sleeping accommodations and 
the rooms, if vacated by the Wire Department, would give 
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them accommodations for at least six men. The increase 
of boxes will call for an increase in wires and batteries. We 
are now up to the limit on the battery racks and a new rack 
will be needed soon. I would recommend that your honorable 
Board give this some thought and consideration this year, 
as we will need time to plan a place suitable for apparatus 
of this kind. 
Police Signal. 

With the usual supervision, this system has given very little 
trouble during the year. Box No. 141 was changed from 
Norfolk Road to Reservoir Road near Middlesex Road and 
a new box No. 144 was installed at Norfolk Road and Middle- 
sex Road. Box No. 213, Chestnut Hill Avenue and Clinton 
Road, was changed to Chestnut Hill Avenue and Penniman 
Road as the conduit and manhole were near this side and 
made better pipe connections from the box to the manhole. 
Box No. 37 on Harvard Street opposite Babcock Street was 
struck, knocked over, and badly broken by an automobile. 
The expense of repairs was paid by the owner of the car.. The 
Chief of Police has suggested that a police box be placed on 
Jamaica Road. I would recommend that a new box be pur- 
chased for this location. 


Fire and Police Telegraph (Underground). 

The underground conduits installed by the telephone com- 
pany this year were a great help to the town, enabling this 
Department to connect the boxes on Chestnut Hill Avenue 
without passing through territory of the city of Boston. 
New wire was installed in Dean Road from Beacon Street to 
Chestnut Hill Avenue and Chestnut Hill Avenue from Dean 
Road to Penniman Road. The total amount of wire for fire 
alarm and police circuits was 3,534 feet. New wire to replace 
old wire was used on Washington Street from Prospect Street 
to Walter Avenue, the total number of feet being 2,518; new 
wire on Boylston Street from Warren Street to Hammond 
Street, the total number of feet used being 5,465. Two places 
where wire was defective were replaced by new wire and 576 
feet were used. 


Overhead Wires — Fire Alarm. 


The wiring to reach police box No. 144 was run on poles 
on Middlesex Road and private property. One thousand 
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nine hundred and twenty-eight feet of circular loom cable 
was used for this, and was taken from stock. This loom had 
been removed from places where underground wires had 
replaced the overhead. 


-New England Telephone & Telegraph Company (Underground). 

The total amount of underground conduit installed by the 
New England Telephone & Telegraph Company during the 
year was 4,582.5 feet. This was distributed through twelve 
streets, the distances varying from 107.5 feet to 426 feet, and 
the construction is of hollow brick. The number of feet of 
ducts is 9,982.6, and thirteen manholes were built for new work 
with two manholes for existing conduits. 

The company has tried and is trying to comply with the 
town’s request in the removal of all overhead wires. This isa 
long process as it requires time to secure the right of way over 
private property. 

There have been installed this year six building connections 
and eighty-one pole or what is termed rear lot pole connec- 
tions, and the amount of pipe used was 11,362 feet. 

The amount of work reported by the engineers for the under- 
ground does not include the work of setting poles and running 
wires to connect subscribers with this method of construction. 
This work is going on constantly and is gradually but surely 
working out the problem of clearing the streets of the un- 
sightly overhead wires. 

The connections to six poles have been abandoned, as the 
wires have been run to other points, thus leaving 309 feet 
of pipe in the street for which there is no use. The amount 
of cable installed during the year was 25,177 feet, the amount 
removed 11,469 feet, leaving a net amount of 13,708 feet, 
running in sizes from two pair to nine hundred pair. 


Edison Electric Illuminating Company (Underground). 

The Edison Electric Iluminating Company during the year 
has placed conduits, manholes and building connections in 
forty-six streets with a total of 10,804.8 feet of conduit and 
13,732.3 feet of ducts. The amount of new conduit work this 
year was very little, the total being 2,523.4 feet, and twenty- 
one manholes were built for this work. The company sent 
a request for permission to try a new method for underground 
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wires, known as the split fiber solid main, and 2,466 feet was 
placed in the following streets: Beacon Street, Coolidge 
Street, Copley Street, Elba Street, Euston Street, Gibbs 
Street, Jamaica Road and Monmouth Court. 

The number of building connections run this year was 119, 
with a total of 7,672.8 feet of conduit, the size running from 
21% to 3% iron and fiber pipe. 

Eleven connections were made from poles to the houses. 
The number of feet of pipe used for ten of these was 7,951. 
One was figured in with connections from manholes to the 
buildings, so the number of feet could not be ascertained. 

The number of arc light poles connected with underground 
wires other than Washington Street was five, and 104.3 feet 
of conduit was used. 


Boston Elevated Railway Company (Underground). 

This company constructed no underground conduits, ducts, 
manholes or pole connections in Brookline during the year 
1915. | 

The cables installed were 135 feet of 500,000 C.M. and 
5,824 feet of 1,000,000 C.M. in existing ducts. 

Overhead wires were run on the existing span wires for 
signaling purposes from the transfer station on Harvard 
Street to a point near Green Street and on Harvard Street 
to near Longwood Avenue. 


Overhead Wires and Poles. 

The only new locations for poles granted to the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company were for twelve arc light 
poles and changing the location of one. 

The eight boulevard pattern magnetite lamps set on 
Washington Street were changed to new locations with the 
exception of two, one of which was at Greenough Street and 
one opposite Park Street. The Edison Electric Hluminating 
Company were granted permits for the replacing of forty- 
seven old poles either broken off or found to be defective. 

The New England Telephone & Telegraph Company have 
replaced twenty-five poles in the various streets of the town. 

The Boston Elevated Street Railway Company have re- 
placed eighteen wooden poles with iron poles on Harvard Street 
between Homer Street and the town line at Allston. 
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Interior Wiring of Buildings. 

The work for the inspection of wiring in buildings has been 
more than ever this year. The class of buildings has changed 
and electricity is used exclusively in all of the first class build- 
ings, while gas is used for cooking only, with a few gas fixtures 
in places that do not require much light. 

Many new devices have been invented and developed to be 
operated by electricity and a great many are being used in this 
town. One of the largest buildings erected this year is equipped 
with electric ranges only, while a few single dwellings have 
had a range, hot-water heater and heaters for chambers and 
bathrooms installed. 

During the year 1,489 notices were received and 21,942 
new lights were reported to be installed. Sixty buildings 
were reported where changes were made. 

New buildings wired for two thousand three hundred ninety- 
six lights were not finished and cannot be reported under this 
year’s business. 

The Edison Electric Illuminating Company are installing 
a large lamp in front of stores for advertising purposes and 
twenty-five of these have been placed in different parts of the 
town. 

Quite a number of motors have been installed this year, 
ranging from 1-15 to 21 horse power. The total number 
installed was eighty-three. 


Inspection of Gas Piping and Gas Fixtures. 

The number of applications received this year was nine 
hundred and seventy-two. 

Nearly all wooden three-flat houses are piped throughout 
for gas lighting, while the brick apartment houses have been 
piped for ranges and hot-water heaters, with one or two lights 
in back halls and basements. The number of gas meters 
installed was 681. The number of ranges connected was 861. 
The total number of inspections made was 1,952.

REPORT. 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1915. 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen :—I respectfully submit the twenty-sixth annual 
report of the Building Department for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1915. 

The building operations for the past year are noted chiefly 
for the tremendous increase over any previous year, both in 
brick and wooden construction, principally apartment houses. 
While there has been a larger number of single dwellings 
erected in 1915 than in the average year, the great incréase 
was, and will continue to be in the future, a steady increase 
in speculative building of apartments, of both the two-family 
wooden buildings and the second-class three-apartment 
buildings. 

I believe we shall have during the next few years an increas- 
ing number of large apartment buildings of first-class or fire- 
proof construction. This will mean the coming into Brook- 
line of the small suites of two or three rooms and bath which 
are so plentiful in the Allston and Back Bay districts of Boston. 
The building law, fortunately, is quite rigid in regard to the 
building of apartment houses, now that the third class has 
been prohibited, which was certainly a step forward. The 
next step I believe will be, in the not far future, the pro- 
hibiting of the erection of any building for more than two 
families except of first-class construction. 

The law in regard to school buildings should be changed. 
The first floor should be of fireproof construction throughout 
and the basement stairs surrounded with fireproof walls with 
fire doors. The Brookline schools have been declared by the 
State Inspector to be in exceptionally good condition in regard 
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to fire exits, but that would not prevent a bad scare and 
possible loss of life by fires starting in basements, where they 
almost invariably start, and the smoke filling the stairways 
and causing a panic among the children. 

The hotels and lodging houses have been inspected and are 
in good condition. Brookline is fortunate in this class of 
buildings. 

Elevator inspections have been made constantly during 
the year, but the state law is so far reaching and strict and 
is also amended so often that it will be some time before all 
the elevators conform to its requirements. 

In closing, I would say that the inspections have been made 
faithfully, that no building is lathed or work covered up until 
all work done previous to that time has been made to conform 
strictly to the law, especially firestopping, which, when well 
done, is a great asset and of great help to the firemen in stop- 
ping the rapid spread of fire. It has been found this year, 
more often than ever before, necessary to compel the builders, 
at their own expense, to pay for additional inspection on 
foundations and reinforced concrete work. These inspectors 
must be satisfactory to this department, and have been usually 
from the office of Henry F. Bryant and have proved to be very 
efficient and conscientious.

Plumbing. 
The report of the Plumbing Inspector is as follows:

Mr. Ernest Lyon, Building Commissioner: 


Dear Sir:—I hereby submit my twenty-third report for 
the year ending December 31, 1915. 

The whole number of permits issued to do plumbing was 
350. Of this number 103 were for new wood and frame 
buildings, 88 were for new brick and stone buildings, 141 were 
for repairs and additions to existing plumbing and 18 were for 
improving the drainage. 

The total cost of the above plumbing was $286,118, a gain 
of $88,886 over last year.

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As may be seen from the above showing the closing year 
has been an extraordinary one. The grand total of costs and 
installations has risen to proportions unprecedented in the 
history of this division, the nearest approach to the present 
high-water mark being the active year 1913. The chief factors 
in this unexampled activity were, as has been the case in 
recent years, the brick apartment house and the wooden three- 
decker. As the erection of buildings of the latter class was 
prohibited by vote of the town during the past, summer, we 
may reasonably look for more or less of a falling off in the 
footings for the coming year. It is expected, however, that 
the two-family house, so much in vogue just now, will go far 
toward lessening possible loss in this direction. 

There has been some diminution in the number of pressure 
boilers installed as compared with last year. This falling 
off, however, was not as marked as we should have liked to 
have seen it. Early in the spring one of these contrivances, 
although provided with all the safeguards that the law requires, | 
exploded from overheating or some unknown cause, in an 
apartment house in the westerly part of the town. No one 
was injured but considerable damage was done to the lower 
part of the house and the belongings of one of the occupants. 
One of the chief hindrances to a more general adoption of the 
open or tank-fed boiler in the flat roof apartment house is to 
be found in the average builder’s disinclination to build a 
frost-proof pent house on the roof. This is no perplexing 
problem — the situation has been repeatedly met and over- 
come. Several of the large insurance companies have done 
much during the year to minimize the danger from the close 
boiler by refusing to insure such vessels unless the pressure 
was cut down to a degree satisfactory to their inspectors. The 
allowable pressure was, in the case of light copper boilers, 
35 pounds to the square inch, and in the case of stronger ones 
60 pounds to the square inch. The district police are also 
deserving of mention for their helpful advice to owners, 
especially in regard to the danger of the continued use of 
boilers found to be structurally weak. 

The work of the year has been of the same superior kind 
and quality as that of the last three or four years, or since 
the new regulations went into effect. Notwithstanding the 
increased activity of the year no part of the work has been

neglected. All work has been frequently and systematically 
inspected and water and other tests made where found neces- 
sary and required. 

The laws have been generally well observed; some friction 
has developed at times, but this is to be expected, as the con- 
tractor’s interest is not always identical with that of the prop- 
erty owner and some few are always to be found who are ever 
ready to save their pocket at the expense of the job. Not- 
withstanding what occasionally happens it gives the writer 
much pleasure to testify to the good intentions and willingness 
to observe the rules of the great majority of those engaged 
in this branch of the building industry.

Sewers and Drains. 

The tables on pages 202 and 204 give the data relating to 
the sewers and drains constructed or purchased during the 
year. 

In the heavy rain storm of July 1, a section of the 30-inch 
trunk sewer in the meadow near Newton Street collapsed, 
allowing a large proportion of the water in Saw Mill Brook 
to flow into the sewer. The brook was diverted as soon as 
possible, and the break repaired. 

An examination of the sewer from this point to Newton 
Street showed that a large part of the pipe was cracked, so 
badly in some places, that it seemed advisable to relay it at 
- once, and accordingly a contract for the work was let and 
373 feet rebuilt. There still remains about 500 feet which 
is badly cracked and portions may have to be rebuilt within 
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a short time. All the pipe relaid has been enclosed in con- 
crete and should give no further trouble. The remainder 
of this trunk line, running northerly to Woodland Road, has 
been carefully examined and found to be in perfect condition, 
except for a few small leaks. 

A covered concrete channel, 54% feet by 6 feet, and 1648 
feet in length, has been constructed for the brook in Reservoir 
Park. Near the lower end of the park a 24-inch connection 
was made between the new channel and the reservoir, and a 
manhole built containing stop-planks which automatically 
regulate the water in the reservoir to any desired level. The 
manhole also contains a gate by which the connection can be 
entirely closed if necessary. 

At the upper end of the reservoir, a 10-inch pipe has been 
laid to enable the water in the brook to be diverted into the 
reservoir if, at any time, it becomes necessary to raise the 
water level. A stop-plank manhole and gate to regulate 
the flow is provided here also. ! 

In connection with this contract, a large amount of grading 
was done along the entire length of the brook, as it was con- 
sidered that such work could be done much more economically 
at that time than by a separate contract later on. Asa result, 
no grading remains to be done except to supply what loam 
may. be thought necessary, and to seed and rake the graded 
portion, which was not done last fall on account of the cold 
weather. 

The drain with which this new work connects was laid 
when the reservoir was built in 1848. It is only 36 inches by 
48 inches in diameter, and probably will have to be enlarged 
before the watershed is fully developed. 

Estimates have been made for the construction of a concrete 
channel for Hall’s Pond brook, extending from the present 
culvert in Commonwealth Avenue, following the line of the 
proposed extension of Amory Street to Freeman Street, and 
the extension of Freeman Street to a point near Hall’s Pond 
where a small connection with a gate can be laid to control 
the height of the water in the pond. The estimate includes 
the cost of a sewer to be laid directly above and in connection 
with the drain. This method of construction will greatly 
reduce the amount of foundation from that which would be 
required if the two structures were built separately, and also 
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utilize the space beneath the street surface to the best advan- 
tage. The present brook has been inspected weekly to 
prevent its becoming entirely choked with rubbish, which is 
constantly being deposited in every open section. 

Plans and estimates for the improvement of Village Brook 
from Sumner Road to the Beaconsfield garage are being made. 
Serious washouts have occurred in this section several times 
during the past season, and the repair shop at the Beaconsfield 
garage has been flooded repeatedly. By relocating and cover- 
ing the brook, the abutting land would be made more avail- 
able for development, several bad railroad crossings eliminated, 
no more washouts or floods would occur in this section, and 
the trouble mentioned in last year’s report would be greatly 
diminished. 

During the past year two hundred and eighty-six buildings 
have been connected with the public sewer and one hundred 
and seventy-two drain connections made, an increase of more 
than one hundred over the previous year. As each connection 
necessitates at least three visits of an inspector, in addition 
to the time spent on the inspection of the pipe laying which 
usually requires about one day, the above figures will give some 
idea of the time which has to be devoted to this work. If the 
coming season proves to be as busy as the past year the chief 
inspector will have to be provided with a motor car for at least 
a portion of each day. Under the present conditions, as 
many as four men often have to be taken from other duties, 
which means discontinuing the work of a field party. 

Sixty-eight new sewer plans have been completed during 
the year. 

A change should be made in the present rule of allowing 
property owners to construct sewers and drains in private 
ways and connecting with the public sewers and drains with- 
out charge. To require the owner to pay a charge for con- 
necting with the public sewer equal to a regular sewer assess- 
ment is not just, as that would require an outlay on his part 
of practically double the cost of the sewer, and to make any 
charge less than the total amount of the sewer assessment 
would complicate matters greatly. Under the present con- 
dition it is possible for property to be sold several times before 
the sewer is acquired by the town, and the assessments levied. 
The average owner is usually unaware of the possibility of 
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such assessment as there is no lien on the property until the 
assessment is levied. In cases where the sewer has been con- 
structed for some length of time before being acquired by the 
town, it is sometimes difficult to ascertain from whom the 
sewer should be purchased. Private parties are not able 
to construct sewers any more economically than the town; 
in fact usually the inspection, which the town pays for in 
either case, costs much less on town work. 

It is recommended that all sewer construction be done by 
the town by their usual contract method. In private streets 
where surface water drains are required, a portion of that 
cost could be paid by the owner to cover interest charges until 
the street becomes a public way. 


Streets. 


The tables on page 203 show the data relating to streets 
and building lines accepted by the town in 1915. 

The alteration and widening of School Street was com+- 
pleted by the Street Department; the nature and extent of 
the work being such that it could not be done to advantage 
by contract. 

Washington Street, from Harvard Square to Park Street, 
was paved with wood blocks on a concrete base, under a con- 
tract with Simpson Bros. Corporation. This contract included 
redressing and resetting the curbstones on both sides of the 
roadway, as most of the stones were very rough and uneven 
on the face, and it was necessary to readjust the grade the 
entire length of the work. This necessitated resurfacing 
the sidewalks, which was done under a separate contract. 
The plans and specifications were made and the work carried 
out under the supervision of this Department. 

This type of pavement is durable, clean and quieter than 
any other permanent pavement, and the work should be 
completed to Washington Square; and Harvard Street from 
Kent Street to School Street should also be improved in this 
manner. 

Plans and estimates for the construction of Lee Street, 
from Warren Street to Clyde Street, are being prepared. 

Attention is again called to the necessity of making official 
the plan and profile of Chestnut Hill Avenue adopted by this 
department, and in addition to the other streets mentioned 
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in last year’s report, the relocation of Lagrange Street near 
the Newton line should be considered, as several accidents 
have recently occurred because of the sharp reverse curve 
at this point. 

The question of the relocation of Heath Street should be 
considered at once, as the street is very narrow and at points 
so crooked as to be dangerous. The lines in places are in- 
definite, especially between Woodland Road and the town 
line. The town has recently laid a sewer in this section and 
it is probable that the abutting property will be rapidly 
improved. Several houses have already been built, the owners 
placing their buildings with reference to a line suggested by 
this Department, but as this line has not been adopted by 
the town, it is possible for other builders to disregard any 
suggestions. If building lines were established where improve- 
ments are not necessary, it would allow the greater part of 
the street to remain in its present condition for several years 
without danger of adding to the ultimate cost of construction. 
It is suggested that this method be adopted on all streets 
where it is evident that widenings must eventually be made. 

Eighty-two stone monuments have been set to mark street 
lines and seven have been reset where sidewalk improve- 
ments have made changes necessary. 

More than the usual amount of street line and grade work 
has been done, both for the Street Department and for prop- 
erty owners. One field party has not been able to meet the 
demands at times, there having been a total of 248 requests 
for this class of work alone. 


Bridges. 

The St. Mary’s Street Bridge has been rebuilt by the Boston 
& Albany Railroad Co. As most of the steel in this structure 
is encased in concrete and the roadway paved with wood 
blocks, there should be no occasion for repairs for many years. 

Plans and specifications for the reconstruction of the 
bridges over the railroad at Aspinwall Avenue and Cypress 
Street have been prepared, but as it has not been possible as 
yet to come to an agreement with the railroad company 
in regard to the division of the cost of the proposed structures, 
nothing has been done towards actual reconstruction. It 
has been found necessary to limit the weight of teams on 
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these bridges to eight tons and in addition to this restriction, 
the roadway at Cypress Street has been fenced to prevent the 
passage of more than one vehicle at a time. With these 
precautions the bridges can be used for a short time, but some 
agreement must be reached whereby the work may be started 
as soon as the weather will permit, and it is advisable that the 
steel beams be ordered at once so that there will be no further 
delays. 

At Washington Street bridge, the iron fence which has been 
in a dilapidated condition for several years has been replaced 
by a new type of fence, which, it is hoped, will prove more 
permanent than the ordinary iron fence. 


Parks. 


Plans and estimates were made for a locker building and 
sanitary at Beacon Street Playground, but no appropriation 
was made for construction. The plans are now being redrawn 
for a smaller building containing sanitaries, lockers, storage, 
and a heating system. 

Plans and specifications were made for a building 20 feet 
by 40 feet containing sanitaries, playroom, dressing rooms 
and storage. This building was erected on the Lowell Play- 
ground under the direction of this department. Through the 
generosity of Mr. Geo. S. Baldwin, a chimney was built in 
the playroom, making it possible to use the building in winter. 

Plans are being prepared for a similar building to be erected 
on Clark Playground. 

Several studies for the development of Brookline Field 
have been made. A plan has recently been completed for 
publication in the Park Commissioners’ report, showing a 
suggestion for the final development of the entire field, which 
might be carried out by sections as more play space becomes 
necessary. 

At the Devotion School grounds a granite coping and fence 
were constructed on the retaining wall in the rear of the new 
school building. Along the Stedman Street frontage of this 
playground, a granolithic curb has been laid, which will greatly 
improve conditions when a concrete sidewalk is completed 
on the street side of the curb. 

At the Brookline Avenue Playground, a concrete wading 
pool has been built under the direction of this Department. 
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A plan and estimate of cost was-made for grading the addition 
to this playground and a chain link fence 10 feet in height 
erected around the portion adjacent to the pipe yard of the 
Water Department. About 270 feet of wire fence with 
kyanized spruce posts 8 feet in height was also constructed 
on these grounds. 

Numerous other plans, estimates and surveys have been 
made during the year for the Park Department. 


Miscellaneous. 


The boundary line between Brookline and Newton was 
perambulated August 4, 1915, and all monuments marking 
the line found to be in good condition. A large amount of 
work was done by this Department in connection with the 
division of the town into precincts, both in preparing data 
for the use of the committee on precincts, and in drawing the 
final plans. 

A field party has been required most of the past season on 
the construction of the new filters at Cow Bay, all the lines 
and grades having been given by this Department and con- 
siderable time also spent on the preliminary design under the 
direction of the superintendent, Mr. F. F. Forbes. 

A large number of blue prints have been taken for different 
town departments. In one instance fifteen sets of plans and 
specifications were printed, each set consisting of ninety- 
three sheets of various sizes. An electric printing outfit 
would be a great convenience as no prints over forty inches 
in length can be taken with the present equipment. 

About 25 large scale drawings and maps have been made 
for town-meetings, hearings, lawsuits, etc. Much time has 
been spent in preparing plans and data for suits brought 
against the town; one case alone taking the entire time of 
two men for several weeks. 

A new town map is being compiled for publication, as the 
last edition was issued in 1911 and there is now much demand 
for an up-to-date map. 

Plans for a small combustible refuse incinerator were made 
for the Street Department early in the season. The question 
of the proper disposal of the garbage, ashes and combustible 
waste of the town is being considered, and several plants of 
different types in Canada, New York and Pennsylvania have 
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been investigated. A report has been filed with the chairman 
of the committee which made the investigation. In connection 
with this report an estimate of the amount of garbage collected 
in this town was made with the assistance of Mr. T. J. Riley, 
the measurements being taken daily for a period of one week. 

Considerable work was done in connection with the con- 
struction of the new Tuberculosis Hospital on Newton Street. 
Plans and estimates for grading these grounds and for a new 
drive to the coal pocket in the rear of the high service pumping 
station have been made. 

A set of plans showing all roadside trees in the Fisher Hill 
district has been made for the Tree Planting Committee. 

The Planning Board has been furnished with plans, esti- 
mates and data for various projects. A study for the improve- 
ment of the entrance to Brookline Village was made under 
the direction of one of the members of the Board, and a plan 
for the improvement of the Houlihan Avenue and North 
Avenue district drawn, together with an approximate estimate _ 
of the cost of the project. 

On May 3, Mr. Alexis H. French, Town Engineer for many 
years, passed away. Mr. French had been ill for over a year, 
and since October, 1914, unable to visit his office, although 
keeping in touch with the work of the Department to the last. 

He was appointed Town Engineer in 1894 when the Depart- 
ment was established, holding the position continuously until 
his death. 

Previous to the establishment of the Department he did 
most of the engineering and surveying for the town, so that 
since 1875 practically all the engineering work has been under 
his direction. He took an active interest in all public matters 
and his death is a great loss to Brookline. His former assis- 
tants feel his death most keenly and will always remember his 
unfailing courtesy and consideration under all circumstances. 

On the 10th of May the writer, who had been First Assistant 
in this Department for several years, was appointed Town 
Engineer and Mr. Frederick A. Leavitt, formerly Second 
Assistant, appointed First Assistant. No addition was made 
to the staff of assistants except the usual inspectors and rod- 
men required during the summer season, but of late so many 
demands have been made upon the Department for plans, 
estimates and data of every description, that it has been found 
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necessary to retain some of the men who otherwise would have 
been discharged at the close of their inspection work. The 
large amount of work performed by the Department during 
this season has been made possible only by the hearty co-opera- 
tion of every member, and the writer takes this opportunity 
to express his sincere appreciation. 

An inventory of the property of the town in possession of 
this Department is being made.

An adequate sum was set aside to be used for snow removal 
in December. Fortunately most of the precipitation during 
this month was in the form of rain, and only a small amount 
of money was needed for snow work.

As a result of the liberal appropriations granted the depart- 
ment for two years past the general condition of the streets 
throughout the town has been materially improved. Much 
remains to be done, however, before all our streets will have 
reached the high standard of excellence which has been set. 
Many streets still remain to be resurfaced, and it is only by 
constant care and unremitting attention that those already 
treated can be maintained in their present good condition. 

Practically all the patching of the roadways was done with 
some kind of bituminous material and many streets have 
been put in fairly good condition by this method alone, with- 
out complete resurfacing. | 

In resurfacing, particularly where only a small amount of 
new material is needed to restore the proper cross-section, it 
is necessary to scarify the old surface so that the new material 
may bond properly with the old. Hand-picking is slow and 
expensive work, and the roller picks frequently penetrate 
too deeply, thus destroying or at least injuring the bond of the 
road. Steam rollers are now made with an attachment to 
the rear wheels by means of which the road may be picked 
up to any required depth, rapidly and economically, and | 
recommend the purchase of one of these rollers. 

I recommend also the purchase of a small heater and pres- 
sure distributor for the application of bituminous material 
in places where the use of the larger type of machine would 
not be warranted. 
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My observation during the past year leads me to renew 
my recommendation of last year that the extra width of the 
tree lawn on the northerly roadway of Beacon Street between 
Harvard and Pleasant Streets be eliminated and the space 
thus provided be thrown into the roadway where it is very 
much needed. 

On Lagrange Street, near the town line, a dangerous con- 
dition exists by reason of both line and grade. The curves 
should be flattened, which may involve a relocation of the road 
for a short distance, and the grade could be greatly improved 
by filling at the lower end. Accidents have already happened 
here, and there is constant danger of something more serious 
happening. 

On Goddard Avenue, west of Rockwood Street, is another 
place where the line and grade are bad, and the safety of the 
public would seem to demand a change. There is also a par- 
ticularly bad curve on the steep-hill on Cottage Street, at 
about the southerly line of the estate of Mrs. Cox; the street 
should be widened at this point, even if nowhere else. 

The curves on Heath Street at the easterly corner of Warren 
Street, and opposite Pound Lane, should be improved. I would 
suggest also that definite lines be established for Heath Street 
west of Holyhood Cemetery drive. New houses are building 
near Woodland Road, and it is important that they be kept back 
far enough to provide for a widening to at least forty feet. 

A bitulithic pavement was laid in the southerly roadway of 
Beacon Street, from the granite block pavement at Webster 
Street to Washington Street. On account of the large amount 
of foot travel across Beacon Street, the pavement was laid the 
entire width between curbs from Webster Street to a point 
opposite the westerly line of Winchester Street. From this 
point to Washington Street, the pavement was laid twenty- 
five feet wide in the middle of the street, leaving twelve and 
one-half feet on either side for the horse-drawn traffic. The 
old macadam after being shaped and thoroughly rolled served 
for a foundation; 11,240 square yards were laid and the cost 
was as follows:

Signs warning against the passage of loads weighing more 
than eight tons are maintained at both places, and the bridge 
on Cypress Street has lately been fenced off so as to prevent 
the passage of more than one vehicle at a time. 

A new bridge has been built by the- Boston & Albany 
Railroad over its tracks at St. Mary’s Street. 

New iron fences have been erected on the railroad bridge 
at Washington Street.

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Special Appropriations. 

Paving Washington Street. This work, for which a special 
appropriation of $41,000.00 was made at the annual meeting 
in 1914, was completed this year. The contract was awarded 
to the Simpson Brothers Corporation of Boston, and included 
the sub-grading, concrete base, and paving with Barber wood 
blocks, and recutting and resetting the edgestones. A sand 
filler was used and an expansion joint was laid along the curb- 
ing. The coal tar concrete walks were either relaid or resur- 
faced under the contract for similar work throughout the town. 
The work was done under the direction of the Engineering 
Department, and cost $35,502.44. This paving is one of the 
best improvements in our road system for many years, and I 
earnestly recommend its extension to the granite block pave- 
ment near Beacon Street, for your serious consideration. 

Widening School Street. At the annual meeting a widening 
of School Street sufficient to make its width uniformly fifty 
feet was allowed, and $12,803.00 was appropriated, of which 
$9,403.00 was to pay for land and other damages, and $3,400.00 
for construction. All the edgestones on the northerly side, 
and some on the southerly side, were reset and new coal tar 
concrete sidewalks were laid. A tarvia macadam roadway 
was built, as much as possible of the old surface being saved, 
after which the entire roadway was treated with a flush coat 
of tarvia. The work was done by the Street Department 
and cost $3,116.45. 


New Streets. 

Clinton Road. An extension of Clinton Road, from that 
part east of Cotswold Road accepted as a public way April 11, 
1900, to Buckminster Road, was accepted as a public way 
at the annual meeting, and $6,500.00 was appropriated for 
its construction. The petitioners for its acceptance agreed 
to pay one-third of the cost of construction, not exceeding 
$2,000.00. The street had already been constructed, but 
needed underdraining, resurfacing, etc.; and it was necessary 
also to lower a portion of the forty-eight-inch water pipe of 
the Metropolitan Water Works. Fourteen hundred dollars 
was the estimated cost of lowering the water pipe, but this 
sum was found insufficient and $1,504.79 was expended, 
leaving $4,995.21 for the construction of the road. The sum

of $5,034.24 was expended and the work is practically com- 
pleted. Some portions of the original construction were left 
undisturbed; these may require some expenditure in the spring, 
and I therefore recommend that the account be kept open 
for the coming year. 

Edwin and Mulford Streets. Both these streets, which 
were accepted as public ways December 16, 1914, have been 
thoroughly constructed with tarite macadam_ roadways, 
edgestones, and coal tar concrete sidewalks on one side. 
Twenty-five hundred dollars was appropriated for both streets, 
and the cost was $1,789.56. 

Linden Court, running between Linden Street and Linden 
Place, was accepted as a public way at the town-meeting 
held May 27, 1915. It is about 100 feet long and 20 feet 
wide, and has been provided with edgestones and a coal tar 
concrete sidewalk on the easterly side where there are two 
houses. The land on the westerly side is owned by the town 
and is known as Linden Park. 

Hyslop Road. An extension of Hyslop Road from a point 
on Fisher Avenue, opposite the part of Hyslop Road accepted 
April 11, 1900, to Chestnut Hill Avenue, was accepted as a 
public way by the town at the town-meeting held July 29, 
1915. Itis about 1,363 feet long, and 40 feet wide, and is fin- 
ished with a cinder sidewalk 5 feet wide and a tree lawn 3 feet 
wide on the northerly side, and a tree lawn 8 feet wide on the 
southerly side, no sidewalk being provided on this side of the 
street. The roadway is water-bound macadam 24 feet wide. 
The street was thoroughly well built by the owners, the trees 
planted, and the whole was given to the town free of cost. 

Parkman Street. No part of the unexpended balance of 
the appropriation for this street ($978.46) was used, chiefly 
because the street was occupied for'the greater part of the 
season by building operations. I recommend that this account 
be kept open. 

Fuller Street. An extension of Fuller Street, from Abbotts- 
ford Road northerly to the boundary line between Brookline 
and Boston, was accepted as a public way at the town-meeting 
held December 15, 1915. This street is about 500 feet long, 
and 40 feet wide, except for a short distance near the town line, 
where it is 50 feet wide. It is finished with a macadam road- 
way 24 feet wide, tree lawns 3 feet wide, and sidewalks 5 feet 
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wide. It is in good condition and was given by the owners 
to the town free of cost. 

Edgefield Road. Edgefield Road, between Thorndike Street 
and that part of Fuller Street just mentioned, was accepted 
as a public way at the town-meeting held December 15, 
1915. It is about 410 feet long, 40 feet wide, and is finished 
with a macadam roadway, sidewalks and tree lawns in the 
same manner as Fuller Street immediately adjoining, is in 
good condition, and was given free of cost to the town. One 
catch-basin is needed at the corner of Abbottsford Road. 


Building Lines. | 

Building lines were established on the following streets: 

Hyslop Road, from Fisher Avenue to Chestnut Hill Avenue 
on both sides, 10 feet. 

Fuller Street, from Abbottsford Road to the town line, on 
the easterly side, 10 feet; and on the westerly side from 
Abbottsford Road to Edgefield Road, 5 feet. 

Edgefield Road, on the northwesterly side, 10 feet, and on 
the southeasterly side, 5 feet.

Fifteen double teams were employed in watering streets 
in the early part of the season. As the oiling and resurfacing 
of the roads progressed, the number of teams was lessened, 
until only six were necessary. The expenditure for this class 
of work was reduced from $15,022.50 in 1914 to $9,348.00 
this season. 
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The use of calcium chloride in granulated form was discon- 
tinued, and oil was substituted. It is still used with gratifying 
results in solution on the stone and brick pavements, and 
96,680 pounds were used, as against 196,700 pounds in 1914. 

Eight different varieties of light oils were used, and three 
of the heavy asphaltic oils. The heavier oils are more effi- 
cient both in laying the dust and preserving the road surface, 
but the lighter oils are less offensive in application and seldom 
require a covering of sand, as do all the heavier grades; 
115,035 gallons of light oils were used as against 131,112 in 
1914, and 41,795 gallons of the heavier grades as against 23,741 
gallons in 1914. 

Less oiled sand was used than in 1914 as it was found that 
practically the same results could be obtained by the use of 
a heavy asphaltic oil with a generous covering of sand. 

The price of oil was from one to two cents per gallon less 
than in 19t4, which resulted in a saving of nearly $2,500.00. 
Present indications are that the former prices will prevail this 
coming season.

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For the first time in many years, the balance unexpended 
is very large, which can be accounted for in part by the fact 
that the cost of coal tar concrete was much lower this season 
than ever before, and that the contractor for this class of work 
was engaged on work paid for out of special appropriations 
at the season when repairs are generally made. The amount 
expended for plank walks was also much less than usual. 
All orders of your board for new construction were carried 
out except three small matters, and practically all petitions 
received were granted. Notwithstanding this large balance, 
the appropriation for sidewalks for the coming season should 
not be less than the usual sum of $20,000.00.

The work of cleaning one of the twin channels at the lower . 
end of Village Brook and repairing the sewer and surface- 
water drain in Griggs Road is not yet done. The estimated 
cost of these two items was included in the $3,000.00 added 
to the appropriation at the July meeting. 


Surface Drainage. 

Practically all the work of constructing new drains and 
catch-basins, as well as sewers, is done by contract under the 
direction of the Town Engineer. Seven new catch-basins 
and connections were built by this department. 
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Collecting Ashes and Rubbish. 

The cost of collecting ashes and refuse matter was $41,720.83, 
which sum includes $5,501.50 credited to the Highway Depart- 
ment for use of horses.

Twenty-eight thousand, six hundred and eighty-one loads 
of ashes and 11,858 loads of waste paper and other rubbish 
were collected. These figures mean very little, however, as 
the wagons and carts vary in capacity. The account will 
be kept hereafter in tons. 

The automobile used for hauling the loaded paper carts 
from the place of collection to the place of disposal is in need 
of a general overhauling, and it may develop that a new truck 
will be more economical. Much consideration has been given 
to the subject of using a large motor truck in collecting the 
ashes from those sections most remote from the dumps. A 
final conclusion has not yet been reached, but a sufficient 
sum for its purchase will be included in the estimates for the 
current year. 

Dumping places for clean ashes are still available, but they 
are few in number and widely separated. 

By vote of the Park Commissioners, who control the land, — 
passed May 7, 1915, we were notified to discontinue the use 
of the land on Hammond Street, near the stone crusher, for 
the purpose of sorting and burning the combustible waste. 
This action was taken in view of the risk from fire. No 
other suitable place could be found, and as the whole subject 
of the disposal of this class of waste was under consideration 
by a committee of your board, we were given permission 
to continue to use the land, provided a watchman was em- 
ployed. Such employment began July 8, and is still continued.

The work of this department has been conducted economi- 
cally in connection with other branches of the town’s service. 
As mentioned in my last year’s report, new legislation has 
greatly increased the work and commodities over which 
sealers now have supervision. To meet this contingency, 
the office apparatus has been added to and suitable provision 
made for precision testing of apothecaries’ scales, weights, and 
graduates. 

The latter work requires a great deal of time and has been 
assigned to Mr. R. A. Smiley, Deputy Sealer. This first year’s 
testing of such weights resulted in the condemning of nearly 
30% of those examined. Considering the fact that powerful 
drugs and posions are compounded by such weights, it is 
evident that their accuracy should be absolute. 

During a recent sojourn in Washington, D. C., I spent con- 
siderable time at the National Bureau of Standards. The 
Director and his assistants gave me valuable information 
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and suggestions upon several intricate problems connected 
with the work, and I was enabled to verify atmospheric varia- 
tions in precision-testing through recent experiments made 
at the Bureau. 


Inspections. 

There has been a noticeable absence of complaints of short 
weight the past year, due no doubt to the fact that more or 
less constant inspection of stores and weighed-out products 
has been maintained, as much of this work is done in con- 
nection with the inspection of milk and provisions. 


Peddlers. 

The methods employed by peddlers in their dealings with 
citizens were closely watched throughout the year. I found 
it necessary to bring one out-of-town dealer before the Court 
upon two charges, on each of which I secured conviction; 
in addition, the Chief of Police revoked his permit. This 
had so salutary an effect upon others that one or two, 
against whom I had hoped to obtain sufficient evidence for 
prosecution, have discontinued doing business in the town. 
In this work I have had the coGperation of the Police Depart-: 
ment. As it is usually the poor who are taken advantage 
of by such dealers, I intend to see that adequate protection 
is afforded them and shall not hesitate to make further prose- 
cutions in future when necessary. 


Legislation. 

The codification of the present conflicting Weights and 
Measures Laws, which Chapter 94 of the Resolves authorized 
the Commissioner of Weights and Measures to submit to 
the Legislature last year, was referred to the next General 
Court. Without prejudice to the present Commissioner, 
who did excellent work on this revision, there is little likeli- 
hood of this important matter being favorably acted upon 
as long as it contains clauses which give such absolute 
power to the State Commissioner over local sealers, thereby 
militating against the fundamental principle of local govern- 
ment. It is hoped that this matter will be satisfactorily - 
cleared up by the present Legislature. 

Chapter 653, requiring that all packages containing food 
for man or beast shall have the contents plainly marked 
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thereon, became effective September 3, 1915, and consequently 
has not been in force long enough to warrant extensive com- 
ment. It is very evident, however, that this will make im- 
possible certain sharp practices and various forms of deception 
which have long been indulged in by some manufacturers. 


Miscellaneous. 

The weight of ice, the proper filling of milk and cream jars, 
berry baskets and ice-cream boxes; the proper weight of print 
butter, and the net weight of all commodities in packages, 
have been given careful attention. Letters of advice and 
instruction, and warning notices, have been sent to merchants 
and peddlers when occasions arose. All complaints have been 
investigated, verifications and re-weighings certified to, and 
attention given to such other matters as have come before me. 


_ Coal Inspection. 

Mr. R. A. Smiley has had charge of the inspection of coal 
delivered to citizens and has discharged his duties in a most 
thorough manner. Of the 242 loads examined for certification 
of weight there were but two which were not accompanied by 
sworn certificates, as required by law. These were re-weighed 
and found to be correct. The dealers were warned that the 
law must be observed or prosecution would follow. Of twelve 
other loads re-weighed, there was one which was so nearly 
below the allowable tolerance as to call for a sharp warning, 
while each of the other eleven exceeded the weight called for. 
There was little discrepancy found in bag coal and charcoal. 


Coal Furnished the Town. 

The anthracite coal, while averaging a normal ash content, 
did not develop as satisfactory results under mechanicalanalysis 
as could be desired. While it was free from undesirable pro- 
portions of silica and lime, the disintegration of fixed carbon 
was so uneven under different degrees of heat as to somewhat 
decrease the ratio of heat units to the amount consumed. 
Coal of this nature requires little attention in burning, which 
is to some extent an asset, but it is not the most economical 
when slow combustion is desirable. 

The mechanical analysis of bituminous coal showed a too 
rapid generation of heat, but when such coal is mixed with 
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the proper proportion of buckwheat for burning, as it is at 
the Heating and Lighting Plant, this is not undesirable. 

The buckwheat coal this year for the first time came under 
the terms of the contract as regards correction in price for 
ash values, and I regret to report that it was of a very unsatis- 
factory quality. If it were not for the rapid heat developed by 
the bituminous with which it is used, I would have felt justified 
in refusing to accept it, for the records show that dealers 
under previous contracts have been able to furnish coal very 
close to, and in some cases much lower than the ash standard 
established in the contract. 

The records, covering the past six years since the town 
has purchased coal under the present form of contract, show 
that a better quality of coal has been furnished each succeed- 
ing year. Of approximately the same amount of coal ana- 
lyzed, there were only 532 tons which came below the 
established standard this year, against 1,480 last year. It is 
therefore evident that the pecuniary benefit exceeds the cost 
of enforcement besides the greater satisfaction afforded to engi- 
neers and occupants of the town buildings. 

In addition to the sampling and analytical work, other 
conditions of the coal contracts have been given proper atten- 
tion. The delivery of bituminous coal from the railroad 
siding to the new heating plant was arranged for by com- 
petitive bids, the town to be absolved from demurrage charges 
in case deliveries were not made within the time allowed by 
the railroad for unloading. Other matters of detail have 
been looked after carefully, so as to insure a satisfactory coal. 
supply for the town. 


Inspection of Petroleum. 
I have had four samples of gasoline and three of kerosene 
tested, resulting in a correction in favor of the purchaser of 
one shipment of kerosene. 


Measurer of Wood and Bark. 

I have measured seven lots of kindling wood, two lots of 
sawed wood, one lot of cord wood, four lots of manure and 
five coalbins, resulting in corrections upon three lots of kin- 
dling, one of cord wood and one of manure. I have also made 
determinations upon other articles to ascertain if sufficient 
measure was being given. 
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Conclusion. 

The moral effect of the work of this department is appar- 
ent, but like other work of this nature it calls for co-operation 
on the part of citizens. I have endeavored to make this 
branch of the public service a valuable asset to the town, 
feeling that the elimination of careless and dishonest methods 
of selling merchandise is an essential factor in the proper 
growth of the community.

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REPORT. 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1915. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — The Gymnasium and Baths Commission 
respectfully submit their nineteenth annual report for the year 
ending December 31, 1915. 

The total number of baths taken at the bath house was 
82,870. For the previous year it was 79,834, showing a gain 
of 3,036. 

The attendance at the swimming pool was 65,073. For 
the previous year it was 59,783, showing a gain of 5,290. 

There were 17,797 free shower baths taken. These figures 
do not include the shower baths taken by the members of the 
Gymnasium classes or the High School classes. 

From definite reports from the laundry there were 115,188 
baths taken in this department during the year 1915. 

The total attendance of those in regular class work at the 
main gymnasium was 30,505. For the previous year the 
attendance was 23,448, showing an increase.of 7,057. This 
attendance does not include the large number of residents who 
take exercise outside of class periods, estimated at about 
7,500, or the High School pupils, estimated at 49,000. It is 
certainly a conservative estimate to say that the total attend- 
ance at the main department is 166,000 for the year 1915. 

The attendance at the Heath School Gymnasium was 879 
women and 804 men, making a total of 1,683. For the pre- 
vious year it was 1,636, showing an increase of 47. 

The total number of shower baths taken at this branch for 
the year was 871, 147 in the women’s department and 724 
in the men’s department. 

The laundry report shows that 215,224 pieces passed 
through the laundry during the year. Of this amount 187,725 
pieces were for this department and 27,499 pieces for the 
several town departments. 

The receipts of the department for the year were $7,229.85. 
For the previous year they were $6,647.52, showing an 
increase of $582.33.

REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., January 1, 1916. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — The Board of Playground Commissioners beg 
to submit their fourth annual report. 

We are pleased to advise you that the year 1915 showed 
the greatest progress that has been made in the Brookline 
playground system. 

There were some 2,718 children registered at the various 
playgrounds with an average daily attendance of 1,830. The 
details of the work you will find more fully described in the 
report of the Executive Secretary, Mr. Nason, which we sub- 
mit herewith. 

We feel that with the exception of the district in which 
the small Brook Street playground is situated, the needs of 
the town are well cared for for some years to come. 

The policy of equipping the playgrounds with steel and 
permanent apparatus, which was started two years ago, is 
now nearly completed, which will greatly reduce the annual 
expenses for repairs and maintenance. 

Beside the summer playgrounds the Commission also 
conducted during the winter months a recreation center at 
the Sewall School, which has been of value to that section 
of the town in providing a place for good, wholesome recrea- 
tion for the young people of that neighborhood, thus keeping 
them off the street at night. 

The Commission believes that money spent for these 
recreation centers brings large returns, in helping to shape 
the life of those who attend them and to raise the standard 
of morality in the community. 

We would especially call your attention to the results of 
the pageant given at the closing of the season, which event 
gave great pleasure to the children taking part as well as to 
about 7,000 of our citizens who witnessed it. 

The plans and supervision of all the activities have been 
in direct charge of Mr. Samuel K. Nason, Secretary of the

Commission. To him your Commission and the citizens of 
Brookline are greatly indebted for his untiring energy and the 
most satisfactory results obtained. 

Your Board would suggest that you give serious considera- 
tion for some closer co-ordination between the departments 
serving the town in the recreation work. We believe a more 
efficient service would result if the grounds used by this Com- 
mission were placed under their charge.

REPORT OF EXECUTIVE SECRETARY OF PLAY- 
GROUNDS, SEASON OF 1915. 


To the Brookline Playground Commission: 


I beg leave to submit to you my third annual report of the 
work which has been carried on during the year 1915. It 
has been the aim of your supervisor to organize a system of 
activities upon the playgrounds during the summer months 
which would appeal to the children and secure their support 
and attendance. 

In order to secure the best results, the policy of employ- 
ing only experienced instructors has been strictly adhered to. 
To do this has been quite a problem as the season is short, 
but we have been fortunate in securing physical directors of 
schools and graduates of physical training schools. 

The results, which have been accomplished this season, 
show a distinct advance over former years. As the years pass 
the children become more acquainted with the work and enter 
into it with more enthusiasm and interest. To one who 
believes that the playground is simply a loafing place for 
children, a visit to one of the grounds would be a revelation 
and an education. 

Supervised play was conducted from June Ist to September

It has been the desire to interest the parents of the children 
to visit the grounds and become acquainted with what is 
being done, and so Mothers’ Day has been inaugurated and 
a full day’s program has been presented to awaken the interest 
and support of the parents. That we are succeeding more 
and more each year is evident by the increase in the number 
of mothers who spend their afternoons upon the grounds and 
render valuable aid to the instructors by their interest and 
attendance. | 

In order to bring the work before the fathers of the children 
and the residents of the town in a more extended manner 
than ever before, a radical change from the customary closing 
demonstration was made this year. 

The Commission felt that if the demonstration could be 
held in the evening a larger number of the residents of the 
town would be present. That they were justified in their 
idea was demonstrated by the results of the demonstration 
which was held on the evening of September Ist, 1915, when the 
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“Pageant of Nations” and Play Festival were presented to 
show some of the results of the season’s work. This demon- 
stration was the first one ever given in the evening in the 
country. 

The program as presented was participated in by 1,317 
children and was witnessed by one of the largest audiences 
ever brought together in Brookline, estimated to be in the 
vicinity of 7,000 people. 

The outline of the pageant was written by Town Clerk 
Edward W. Baker, and represented in dances the settlement 
in the town of the different nationalities from the time of the 
Indians to the present. 

That the Commission succeeded in its object has been 
borne out by the widespread friendly comment which has 
been heard of the work performed by the children. It was 
also an education to the residents of the town. 

Notwithstanding that the past season has been an extremely 
wet one and that the work has been interrupted frequently 
by the closing of the playgrounds on account of rain, the 
attendance has shown a remarkable growth over the preced- 
ing years, reaching the total of 132,076, made up in the 
following manner:

The registration last year was 2,487, showing a gain of 281. 
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Interground leagues of baseball, volley ball, playground 
ball and croquet have been conducted with a total of 305 boys 
and 215 girls taking part. 

Interground athletic meets, both for boys and girls, have 
been held, and at the end of the season a final athletic meet 
was held, at which each ground was permitted to enter its 
best athlete in each event. These final meets have been 
the only contests in which the individual boy or girl has 
secured a prize; in all other contests players have taken part 
as a team and not as individuals. 

These competitive games and athletics have been a great 
help in fostering community spirit and in teaching the children 
clean sport. To teach the children to be good losers as well 
as winners, to carry on their games in a sportsmanlike manner, 
to treat the visiting teams as guests, has been the goal set by 
the instructors. j

One of the new things this year was the “Playground 
Picnic.”’ Although in the past individual grounds and 
occasionally playgrounds from one section of the town united 
in excursions and picnics, there has never been a picnic by 
all the children of the entire system. 

This year through the courtesy of the Park and Recreation 
Department of Boston a union picnic was held at Franklin 
Park and was attended by 766 mothers and children. Special 
cars were used to carry the children to and from the park. 
The program for the day consisted of interground races, an 
exhibition by the elephants and an afternoon at the Franklin 
Park Theatre through the courtesy of the manager. Ice-cream 
was furnished each child through the generosity of a friend. 
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This picnic was such a decided success and was so much 
enjoyed by the children that it will become an annual event. 

Excursions were made to several points of interest by the 
children from the different grounds and have proven very 
helpful. 


Recommendations. 

The success of the experiment of placing a male instructor. 
this season on one of the grounds, which has a baseball diamond, 
has warranted the recommendation that our. playgrounds 
be opened earlier than has been the custom of the past years. 
I recommend that some of the playgrounds be opened on 
May 1 and continued until October 1. The need of super- 
vised playgrounds, where the children can play under good 
influences and without the danger of being killed or injured 
by the automobile or trolley car, is as necessary during the 
afternoons of May and September as during June. 

That some of the grounds be kept open during the early 
part of the evening and provision made for both the older 
boys and girls who are at work during the day. This would 
afford an opportunity for these young men and women to take 
part in games and sports during the late afternoon and early 
evening. The success of our twilight baseball league for the 
young men over seventeen years of age has demonstrated 
that the older boys would use the playgrounds if given an 
opportunity. 

The need of a recreation center near Brookline Village is 
apparent to anyone who has cause to visit that section on an 
evening, from the large number of young men and women who 
are on the streets. Some convenient building, which would 
furnish a place for a large percentage of these young people 
to obtain some recreation under good influence, would help 
to solve the problem of keeping them off the streets. 

I recommend that some steps be taken to secure a place 
which can be used for this purpose and that an appropriation 
be asked for to carry on this work. 

Brookline Avenue. The securing of the additional land for 
the girls and small children has greatly added to the efficiency 
of the playground, and this section of the ground will be a 
well laid-out ground, containing twelve large swings, six 
kindergarten swings, six baby swings, teeters, two slides, 
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merry-go-round, a wading pool, sand boxes, volley and play- 
ground bal] courts, and a space for small children’s games. 

The need of a fence on the Brookline Avenue side of this 
ground, which will greatly aid in keeping non-residents from 
availing themselves of the use of the ball diamonds and will 
prevent the small boys from running out into the paths of 
automobiles and getting injured, is apparent. 

Parsons. Some decided change must be made in this 
ground, as in its present condition, although it has the second 
largest attendance of children, it is very poor. It should be 
~ enclosed by a wire fence and resurfaced. 

This ground should be closed to boys over ten years of age, 
and steps should be taken to put Brookline Field in condition 
to take care of the older boys from this and the Sewall 
district, which will greatly aid in solving the problem in this 
section. 

Clark. The new Clark playground on Cypress Street will 
be ready for use next season and will fill a long-felt want in 
that section of the town. It is an ideal ground for girls and 
small children and will be greatly appreciated by the residents 
of this section. 

It has both space for the girls in their games and shade 
for the mothers and children. It will have the following 
equipment: eight large swings, six kindergarten swings, six 
baby swings, teeters, merry-go-rounds, slides, sand boxes 
volley and playground nets and croquet courts. 

A field house similar to the one on the Lowell playground 
should be placed on this ground this year and complete the 
equipment. 

Beacon. A field house should be placed upon this ground, 
as it is used by a large number of adult residents, and a place 
should be provided with lockers and sanitary arrangements. 

There is an average of one hundred adults a day who use 
this ground, and with the children who use the playground, 
the need of a field house is very apparent for the convenience 
and health of all. 


There are 1,285 residents of the town who are registered 
to use the tennis courts of the town. The new plan of having 
the players register at the Park Department office has proven 
very satisfactory. y 
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The need of more courts is evident from the fact that the 
courts at Beacon and Lawrence playgrounds are continually 
overcrowded during the summer. Some courts near the 
gymnasium building would help relieve the overcrowding 
at these courts and be more accessible to the residents of that 
section. The courts at Brookline field should also be placed 
in condition and be available for next season. 

We should replace all of our wooden sand boxes with cement 
ones and thereby save expense of installing and repairs each 
year. 

The town is to be congratulated upon having such a large 
number of playgrounds for its children and is deeply indebted 
to those who had the foresight to look forward far enough 
to see the needs in this important part of its development. 

I want to extend my sincere thanks to the members of the 
Park Department and its employees, to the members of the 
Playground Commission for their help and co-operation, to 
the supervisors and instructors for their willingness to carry out 
the plans for the development of the work, and to the public 
press for their generosity in giving space in which to bring 
these plans before the public.

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There were no serious outbreaks of disease in the town 
during the past year, and on the whole conditions relative 
to the health of the community were satisfactory. The mor- 
tality rate was 11.16 per 1000 inhabitants. The reports of 
the Agent and of the various departments explain in detail 
the activities pursued in the several branches of the work, 
and the attention of citizens is called to the recommenda- 
tions made therein. The report of the Bacteriologist is in- 
teresting and important. Definite recommendations are 
there made to physicians practising in the town relative to 
the diagnosis of diphtheria cases and to the giving of anti- 
toxin. The clinical signs in such cases should be relied upon 
more than at present. Also more frequent cultures should 
be taken from inflamed throats. By following these recom- 
mendations the spread of this disease may be checked. The 
Board of Health urges co-operation with its efforts on the 
part of all citizens in enforcing health regulations and in the 
abatement of nuisances which may occur. Much more can , 
be accomplished in this way than by prosecution in court. 
We have a healthy town—let us keep it so. 

We are all especially interested in the new Tuberculosis 
Hospital, was formally opened on Saturday, February 5, 
1916. It is a fine building, constructed within the appro- 
priation of $24,000.00, with facilities for taking care of 
fourteen patients, well situated and attractive in its finishing 
and appointments. <A suitable place is now available for 
caring for tubercular patients who should be removed from 
their homes, and the hospital will also accommodate those 
who are waiting to go to the State or other Sanatoria. It is 
expected that it will relieve the State Institutions by pro- 
viding hospital accommodations for Brookline cases. The 
hospital will be maintained in connection with the adminis- 
tration of the Contagious Hospital. The exact cost of main- 
taining this tuberculosis ward is difficult to estimate, but an 
allowance has been made in the appropriation which it is 
expected will meet the requirements for the balance of this 
year. 

The new central heating plant in the High Service Pump- 
ing Station on Newton Street has been completed and 
now provides heat and power for the Contagious Hospital 
and the new Tuberculosis building. It is also intended to 
connect this plant with the Almshouse, so that the whole 
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group of buildings will be furnished heat and power from this 
central plant. The old boilers in the Contagious Hospital 
have been disconnected. While the new system may be more 
expensive than the old or individual type, it is really very 
much better, as it removes from the hospital buildings the 
dust, excessive heat and other annoyances resulting from the 
operation of boilers. One of the old buildings that was on 
the site of the new hospital has been moved some distance 
to another part of the town’s land, and it is contemplated to 
put in a heater and plumbing facilities so that the building 
can be used for smallpox cases, if any should occur. At 
present there is no place in the town where such cases can be 
properly cared for and when they occur provision for them 
has to be made quickly. This building will afford a most 
suitable place for the treatment of smallpox cases and an 
article will be inserted in the warrant of the Annual Town- 
Meeting asking for an appropriation for these improvements, 

The contract for collecting and removing garbage expires 
on April 30 of this year. In anticipation of this fact, the whole 
subject of the disposition of municipal waste, including ashes, 
paper and other combustible material and garbage, has been 
thoroughly investigated by sub-committees appointed by 
the Board of Health. These committees have furnished the 
Board with much valuable information acquired by the study 
of conditions in other localities and the different methods 
employed in the disposition of these materials. It is really a 
question of public sanitation. The money necessary to pay 
for the removal of ashes, combustible waste and garbage has 
always been included in the Health appropriation. It might 
well be taken out of that and a separate item for sanitation 
established in the annual appropriation vote, but the Board 
does not this year recommend any change in this regard. 

The ashes and combustible waste are now collected by the 
town in its own teams. The garbage is at present collected 
and removed from the town by contract. The ashes are 
_ disposed of by means of dumping in low places and this 
method can be pursued for some years to come, as there are 
suitable dumps available. Other methods of disposition of 
ashes have been investigated to a certain extent, such as 
transporting them out of town by rail or burning them in 
an incinerator, and while it is not necessary to go into par- 
ticulars regarding them, it can be said that these methods 
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are expensive and not feasible or necessary at the present 
time. The combustible waste which is collected by the town 
is now carried to land on Hammond Street owned by the 
town and under the charge of the Park Department. It is 
there sorted and the salable part baled and removed by a 
contractor, and that which remains is burned in the open 
air. The whole lot presents an unsightly and disagreeable 
appearance, and the Park Commissioners have notified us 
that the plant will have to be moved. The best method 
of disposing of this class of waste is by burning, and the in- 
cinerators that are on the market are well designed for the 
purpose. 

The methods employed for the disposition of garbage are 
reduction plants, incineration, or the feeding of it to swine. 
The garbage of Brookline is all fed to swine, mostly in 
other localities, although the present contractor has a place 
on Newton Street where some of it is disposed of in this 
way. Reduction plants, by which grease, oil and fertilizer. 
are obtained from the garbage, are expensive to construct, 
expensive to operate, and do not pay unless a much larger 
amount of garbage is available than we have in Brookline. 
We collect about twenty-three tons of garbage daily, about 
one-half of the town being covered at each collection, and it 
has been pretty conclusively shown that unless eighty or one 
hundred tons be collected a day there is no profit in a reduc- 
tion plant. Such a plant is also more or less of a nuisance 
and there is no part of the town in which one could be erected 
without causing much annoyance to the residents. The 
best way of disposing of garbage is by burning in a high 
temperature incineration plant, and this is the method which 
is gradually being adopted by municipalities, and the one 
which Brookline will sometime use. Such a plant as would 
take care of all our garbage in connection with the combus- 
tible waste would not cost over $35,000 or $40,000, and 
could be made attractive in design and reliable in every 
way. There is no odor arising from it, the smoke and gases 
being taken care of by a separate furnace, and such a plant 
is inexpensive to operate. The chief expense, however, comes 
from the collection. Unless a contractor can realize the 
profit available from maintaining a piggery, the cost of col- 
lection is large. If the town should maintain an incineration 
plant for garbage, we figure that it would cost over $25,000.00 
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a year to collect the garbage if done by motor trucks, and 
over $35,000 if done by horses. Yet this is the process that 
will eventually be adopted. 

As stated above, the present contractor maintains a lot 
on Newton Street where some of the garbage is transferred 
to the teams of farmers who call for it and some is fed to the 
swine kept on the lot. Part of the garbage is transferred out 
of town in the teams in which it is collected. Our recommen- 
dation is that the garbage be collected as at present by con- 
tract, under a specification which will require that it all be 
removed out of the town in the same teams in which it is 
collected. At the same time we believe that an incinerator 
should be erected which will take care of all the combustible 
waste, including much material which is now brought to 
dumps by private persons, such as boxes, excelsior, tree 
prunings, grass and vegetable refuse. But this incinerator | 
should also have facilities to take care of the garbage in case 
the town should find itself instantly forced to abandon its 
removal out of the town limits. 

There is always danger that a contractor will find himself 
prohibited from maintaining a piggery in other municipali- 
ties, in which case the town might find itself with no place to 
send its garbage. Such an incinerator need only have one 
furnace for the burning of waste and garbage, thus reducing 
the present cost of construction below that named above, 
but space could be provided for the installation of a second 
furnace, should it be necessary, and the chimney could be 
made large enough to accommodate two other furnaces, if 
an addition to the building should have to be erected to take 
care of an increased amount of garbage resulting from an 
increase. in population. Until the town has to burn its gar- 
bage, however, a contract:could be made for the sorting and 
baling of paper, to be done inside the walls of the incinerator, 
and for the burning of what is left after sorting, thus reducing 
the cost of its operation to a minimum. This incinerator 
should be located more in the centre of the town and for that 
purpose we have recommended a purchase of a lot on Reser- 
voir Lane, known as the McGrady lot. This lot contains 
about seven acres and bounds on one side on the railroad. 
Such an incinerator will not be a nuisance to the locality in 
which it is located, as the disposition of all the waste takes 
place within the building, with the exception of the ashes, 
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which can probably be taken care of so as not to be a 
nuisance. To sum up, therefore, the Board recommends 
that it be given authority to make a contract for a 
term of years for the removal of all the garbage out of 
town, that the lot above mentioned be purchased by the town 
and a high temperature incineration plant with one furnace 
be erected thereon; that a contract be made for sorting and 
baling the marketable waste and that the rest be burned 
up, the same to be collected by the town as at present; that 
the ashes be collected by the town and disposed of in dumping 
places as they now are. 

At the request of the School Committee, an item of $1,500 
has been included in the Health appropriation for the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of a Dental Dispensary for school 
children, the town acting under authority conferred by Chap- 
ter 677 of the Acts of the Legislature for 1914. 

Attention is particularly called to the health regulations 
and list of notifiable diseases appended hereto, as well as to 
the classification of vital statistics.

HEALTH REGULATIONS. 


The Board of Health of the Town of Brookline, in the County of Nor- 
folk, by virtue of the provisions of Chapter 75 of the Revised Laws and 
amendments thereto, and any other power it thereto enabling, doth hereby 
ordain and enact the following regulations: 


Article I. Communicable Diseases. 


Section 1. SCARLET FEVER. a. All persons ill with SCARLET 
FEVER shall be isolated for a period of at least five weeks and until all 
abnormal discharges from ear, nose or lesions of the skin shall have ceased. 


b. No child who has been ill with SCARLET FEVER shall return 
to school within one week of being released from quarantine and not until 
a certificate from the attending physician, the Board of Health or its 
Agent has been presented, stating that all danger of conveying the disease 
by such child is passed. 

c. No well child from a household in which there is or has been a case 
of SCARLET FEVER shall attend school until the patient is released from 
quarantine or until a week has elapsed after the removal of the patient, 
and then only on presentation of a certificate as above. 

d. Nochild who has been exposed to SCARLET FEVER shall attend 
school for a week following said exposure unless he has already had the 
disease. 

e. Nochild from any house where there is a case of SCARLET FEVER 
shall be allowed to mingle with persons from any other house until after 
the removal, recovery, or death of the patient and the disinfection of the 
premises. 


Sect. 2. DIPHTHERIA. a. All persons ill with DIPHTHERIA 
shall be isolated until two successive negative cultures from both nose and 
throat have been obtained. 

b. No child who has been ill with DIPHTHERIA shall return te 
school within one week of being released from quarantine and not until 
a certificate from the attending physician, the Board of Health or its 
agent has been presented. 

c: No well child from a household in which there is or has been a case 
of DIPHTHERIA shall attend school until the patient is released from 
quarantine or until a week has elapsed after the removal of the patient 
but not until one negative culture from both nose and throat has been 
obtained, such culture having been made at least three days after the 
last exposure to the patient. 
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Sect. 3. Every house infected with DIPHTHERIA, SCARLET 
FEVER or SMALLPOX shall have affixed on or near the front and rear 
doors a card, furnished by the Board of Health, stating the disease to 
be avoided; and any unauthorized person removing such a card shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


Sect. 4. a. No child ill with TUBERCULOSIS, who is a menace 
to the health of others, shall be allowed to continue in school. 

b. Whenever a person with TUBERCULOSIS moves out of a house 
or an apartment, the attending physician, if there be one, or the active 
head of the family shall so notify the Board of Health within twenty- 
four hours, and both of the above-mentioned persons shail be held legally 
responsible for violation of this order. 


Sect. 5. No child who has CHICKEN-POX shall be allowed to attend 
school until a period of two weeks has elapsed from the first appearance 
of the eruption and all scabs have disappeared. 


Sect. 6. WHOOPING COUGH. No child with WHOOPING COUGH 
shall be allowed to attend school until the paroxysmal cough 
characteristic of the disease has ceased, and not within six weeks of the 
beginning of the cough. 

No well child from a household in which there is a case of WHOOPING 
COUGH shall be allowed to attend school until two weeks have expired: 
from the date of the last exposure to the disease, unless he has already 
had the disease. 


Sect. 7. No child who has MEASLES and no child, who has not had 
the disease, in a household in which there is a case of MEASLES shall be 
allowed to attend school within two weeks from the appearance of the 
rash in the last case in such household. 


Sect. 8. No child who has GERMAN MEASLES shall be allowed 
to attend school until a period of one week has elapsed from the first 
appearance of the eruption. 


Sect. 9. No child shall be allowed to attend school from any household 
in which there is or has been a case of CEREBRO-SBINAL MENINGITIS 
or of INFANTILE PARALYSIS until a certificate has been presented 
from the Board of Health or its Agent. 


Sect. 10. No child who has MUMPS shall be allowed to attend school 
until a period of three weeks has elapsed from the first signs or symptoms 
of the disease. 


Sect. 11. SPECIAL SCHOOL PERMIT. The Agent of the Board 
of Health may, if circumstances warrant, give to children excluded from 
school by the provisions of the above orders, a special permit to return 
to school as soon as he considers it safe for them to do so. 


Article II. Disinfection after Communicable Diseases. 


Section 1. Such rooms and such articles in any house as, in the opinion 
of the Board of Health, have been subjected to infection or contagion 
from SMALLPOX, SCARLET FEVER, DIPHTHERIA, CEREBRO- 
SPINAL MENINGITIS, INFANTILE PARALYSIS, or TUBER- 
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CULOSIS, shall be disinfected by the Board. The attending physician 
or the Agent of the Board of Health shall decide in each case as to the 
proper time for disinfecting, and shall then notify the Board; but in no 
case of SCARLET FEVER shall disinfection be done in less than five 
weeks from the commencement of the last case in the household (except 
by special permit of the Agent of the Board); and in DIPHTHERIA 
disinfection shall not be done until after at least two successive negative 
bacteriological cultures from both nose and throat have been obtained. 


Sect. 2. Articles which have been exposed to infection, or those which 
have been in contact with a patient within ten days prior to the diagnosis 
of any of the above-named diseases, shall not be sent to any laundry or 


other workshop unless they have been first disinfected by the Board of 
Health. 


Sect. 3. Refuse from the sick-room of a person having any of the 
above-named diseases, shall not be put into any waste receptacle without 
being first disinfected. 


Sect. 4. All books which have been used by a patient having any of 
the above-named diseases, or otherwise exposed to infection, shall not be 
returned to any library, school, or circulating agency, without first being 
disinfected by the Board of Health. 


Article III. Waste Material— Garbage. 


Section 1. All waste material set out for removal by the town shall 
be kept in separate receptacles. 


Sect. 2. One or more of such receptacles shall be used exclusively 
for garbage or swill and shall be water-tight, have tight-fitting covers, 
and be kept clean and free from deposits of garbage. (An underground 
garbage receptacle is urgently recommended.) 


Sect. 8. A second receptacle or receptacles, preferably made of iron, 
shall be used exclusively for ashes, tin cans, bottles, and other incom- 
bustible waste. 


Sect. 4. A third separate set of receptacles shall be used exclusively 
for dry combustible waste, such as paper, old shoes, house-sweepings, 
and such other waste material as it is customary for the town to remove. 

Sect. 5. No person shall overhaul the contents of receptacles of waste 
material set upon the sidewalks to be removed by the town. 

Sect. 6. No person shall throw upon the sidewalk, or into any public 
street or catch-basin, any paper, tin cans, house-sweepings, lawn rakings, 
old shoes, orange peel, banana skin, dead animal or other waste material. 


Article IV. Foodstuffs. 


Section 1. Every person, firm or corporation engaged in the sale or 
transportation of foodstuffs shall cause his wares or those under his charge 
to be properly protected by screens or otherwise against contamination 
by flies, street dust, or other contaminating agency. 

Sect. 2. No foodstuffs intended for sale shall be kept in any room 
used for living or sleeping purposes. 
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Sect. 3. No person, or corporation, individually or by his or its agents 
servants, or employees, shall sell or offer for sale in the Town of Brookline 
any refrozen ice-cream, or ice-cream which contains any artificial coloring 
matter. 

Sect. 4. All glasses or other drinking utensils, used at soda fountains, 
restaurants, or other refreshment stands, shall be sterilized at least once 
each day, and shall be washed and rinsed in running water before each 
separate use thereof. 

Sect. 5. Premises, compartments, receptacles, utensils, or ice chests 
used for the storage, manufacture or sale of foodstuffs, shall be kept cleansed 
in a manner satisfactory to, and shall be opened at all times for inspection 
by the Board of Health. Premises used in the manufacture of foodstuffs, 
confectionery or ice-cream and premises wherein cooked foods, ice-cream 
or soda water are served, shall be properly screened and shall be provided 
with a convenient and abundant supply of running hot water. Rooms or 
compartments used for the manufacture of foodstuffs, confectionery or 
ice-cream, shall not contain a water closet or urinal, nor shall such rooms 
be used for the storage of articles not employed in their manufacture. 


Article V. Milk. 


Section 1. No person, firm or corporation shall engage in the production, 
sale or distribution of milk in the town of Brookline, except in accordance 
with the provisions of the Revised Laws of Massachusetts, and of the Acts 
of the Legislature additional thereto, or in amendment thereof, and in 
compliance with the rules and regulations which are, or may hereafter be, 
adopted by the Board of Health of said town. 


Sect. 2. All persons, firms or corporations engaged in the sale, delivery 
or distribution of milk in the town of Brookline shall furnish the Board 
of Health upon blanks provided for the purpose, a list of the names and 
locations of the dairy farms from which the milk so distributed is obtained, 
and shall, before making any changes in their supply, notify the Board of 
Health of such intended changes. Any person neglecting to comply 
with this regulation or dispensing milk from any dairy whose milk has been 
excluded from the town, shall have his license revoked. 


Sect. 3. All animals producing milk for sale, distribution or use in the 
town of Brookline shall at all times be kept in a clean condition; the 
animals shall not be bedded with sand or other unsanitary materials, and 
horse manure shall not be used in or about the cow run. The cows shall 
be milked with clean dry hands, their teats wiped with a clean damp 
cloth before milking, and they shall not be fed upon garbage or fermented 
brewery grains. 


Sect. 4. No milk shall be produced for sale, distribution or use in the 
town of Brookline from any animal afflicted with tuberculosis, or other 
disease, or from any animal which has not within one year, been examined 
by a registered veterinary and certified to as being free from all diseases 
dangerous to the public health, or from any animal within fifteen days 
before or five days after parturition. 
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Sect. 5. No milk shall be produced for sale, distribution, or use in the 
town of Brookline unless it has been strained, mixed and cooled imme- 
diately after it has been drawn from the cow, in a room or compartment 
approved by the Board of Health. Said milk shall not be strained, mixed 
or cooled in any room which is not provided with tight walls and floors 
of such construction as will allow easy and thorough cleaning, or which 
is not kept constantly clean, or which is occupied in any part by animals, 
or in any room which is used for domestic or sleeping purposes, or in any 
room or location which is exposed to flies, dust or other contaminating 
agencies. 


Sect. 6. No person or corporation shall use any building as a stable 
for cows producing milk for sale, distribution or use in the town of Brookline, 
unless such building is kept clean and is properly ventilated; has at least 
one square foot of unobstructed window glass properly distributed for 
each 500 cubic feet of air space, and not less than 1,000 cubic feet of air 
space for each animal; has a tight floor; good drainage, connecting wher- 
ever practicable with the public sewer, and a supply of pure water. Neither 
privy vaults, water closets, nor horses shall be allowed in any such building 
where cows are kept, unless separated by partitions satisfactory to the 
Board of Health. No swine shall be kept in cellars of such buildings, 
except by special permit of the Board of Health. 


Sect. 7. All dealers, except licensed storekeepers engaged in the sale 
and distribution of milk or cream in the town of Brookline, shall provide 
a separate room, well lighted, ventilated, and properly screened in such 
location as is approved by the Board of Health, in which the bottling, 
handling, and storing of milk is carried on. All such milkrooms or plants 
shall be properly equipped for handling milk in a sanitary manner. Said 
rooms or plants shall have a smooth tight floor with sewer connections 
wherever possible, smooth, tight walls and ceilings, a tank supplying 
running hot and cold water, approved facilities and methods for washing 
and sterilizing milk bottles and all utensils, a bottle filler, and facilities 
for storing milk at a temperature below fifty degrees Fahrenheit. The 
entire room and all appliances shall at all times be kept clean and must 
not be used for other purposes. In no case shall milk or cream bottles 
be filled at any place other than in a properly equipped milkroom. Cover- 
ings used for milk in transit must be kept clean at all times and used for 
no other purposes. 


Sect. 8. No person, by himself or by his servant or agent, or as the 
servant or agent of any other person, firm or corporation, shall in the town 
of Brookline sell, exchange or deliver or have in his custody or possession 
with intent to seil, exchange, or deliver, any milk, skimmed milk, or cream 
which contains more than 300,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, or any 
milk, skimmed milk or cream which has a temperature higher than 50 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

Sect. 9. Any person having any infectious disease, or recently having 


been in contact with any such person, shall not be allowed to milk cows 
or handle cans, measures or other vessels used for milk intended for sale, 
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distribution or use in the town of Brookline, or in any way take part or 
assist in the sale of the same, until the Board of Health is satisfied that 
all danger of communicating such disease is passed. 

Sect. 10. No person by himself, or by his servant or agent, or as the 
servant or agent of any other person, firm or corporation, shall in the 
town of Brookline sell, exchange, or deliver milk, skimmed milk, or cream 
produced upon premises where there is a case of contagious disease, with- 
out the written consent of the Board of Health. 

Sect. 11. Milk cans or jars of milk dealeis shall not be left at any 
house in which there is a case of DIPHTHERIA, SCARLET FEVER, 
TYPHOID FEVER, or SMALLPOX, but the milk shail be poured into 
receptacles furnished by the customers. 

Sect. 12. All utensils used in the handling and selling of milk shall 
be washed and sterilized with steam or boiling water each day before being 
used, and all milk vessels (bottles and cans) which are to be returned 
shali be cleansed as soon as emptied, by the person who pours out the milk. 

Sect. 13. Al! milk sold in the town of Brookline other than from wagons 
shall be delivered to the purchaser in original sealed jars, or from a milk 
cooler which has been approved by the Board of Health. 

Sect. 14. AJl premises, compartments, conveyances, receptacles or 
ice chests used for the production, handling, transporting, or storing of 
milk or cream which is intended for sale, distribution, or use in the town 
of Brookline, shall be kept cleansed in a manner satisfactory to, and shall 
be opened at all times for inspection by the Board of Health. 


Article VI. Horses, Cows, Swine, Fowl, Stables, Etc. 


Section 1. No person or corporation shall keep or allow to be kept 
upon any premises in his or its possession, within the limits of this town 
swine, fowl, or more than one cow, without securing a permit from the Board 
of Health to do so. Such permit shall expire on the first day of May 
annually, unless sooner revoked. 

Sect. 2. No person or corporation shall use any building as a stable 
for horses or cattle, unless such building is properly ventilated; has at least 
one square foot of unobstructed window glass for each 500 cubic feet of 
air space; and not less than 1,000 cubic feet of air space for each animal; 
has a tight floor and roof; good drainage, connecting wherever practicable 
with the public sewer, and a supply of pure water. 

Sect. 3. Manure shall not be allowed to accumulate in the neighborhood 
of barns, and no manure heaps shall be allowed within 100 feet of any 
dwelling unless so covered or screened as not to prove offensive. Yards 
surrounding buildings where cows are kept must be well drained and 
free from standing water and filth. The barns shall be kept as clean as 
possible and the floor shall be sprinkled before being swept. 

Sect. 4. No swine shall be kept in cellars of cow stables, except by 
special permit of the Board of Health. 

Sect. 5. No manure shall be kept in cellars of cow stables, except by 
special permit of the Board of Health. 
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Sect. 6. All premises where animals or fowl are kept shall be open at 
all times to inspection by the Board of Health or its appointed officers. 

Sect. 7. Any person having reason to suspect the presence of glanders 
or farcy among horses or any contagious disease among any domestic 
animals, shall immediately report that suspicion, together with the street 
and number of the premises at which the animal is kept, to the Board of 
Health. (The more ordinary symptoms of glanders and farcy are: A 
discharge from the nostrils, enlargement and hardness of the glands under 
the lower jaw; or nodular enlargement of the skin with or without ulcera- 
tion.) 

Sect. 8. Barns, stables, or any of the contents thereof, which in the 
opinion of the Board of Health have been subjected to infection or con- 
tagion from glanders, farcy, tuberculosis or other animal disease, shall be 
disinfected to the satisfaction of the Board of Health. 

Sect. 9. The manure from stables on or within fifty feet of public 
ways shall not be removed between the hours of sunrise and sunset, except 
by permission of the Board of Health. 

Sect. 10. Manure shall not be transported through streets unless 
properly covered. 


“Article VII. Vaults and Cesspools. 


Section 1. No privy vault, or cesspool shall hereafter be constructed in 
the Town of Brookline without a permit therefor from the Board of Health. 
This shall not prohibit the construction of temporary privy vaults serving 
new buildings; but upon the installation of the necessary piping con- 
necting such buildings with the sewer, any such privy vault shall be abol- 
ished and a tank-fed water-closet substituted therefor. The owner, con- 
tractor or agent shall cause the contents of every such privy vault to be 
covered with lime, fresh earth or ashes twice each day. All privy vaults, 
cesspools and manure pits shall be fly-proof. 

Sect. 2. No privy vault or cesspool shall hereafter be constructed or 
maintained on any lot or premises where a sewer is accessible. All privy 
vaults and cesspools shall be located as directed by the Sanitary Agent, 
and no cesspool shall hereafter be constructed within five feet of any party 
line or fence, within fifteen feet of the line of any street or within twenty 
feet of the door or window of any building used for habitation, except 
by special permission of the Board of Health. No cover shall be placed 
upon or over any cesspool or privy vault until the same shall have been 
inspected by the Board of Health or its Agents. The minimum interior 
dimensions permitted for cesspools hereafter constructed in this town 
shall be six feet deep and six feet in diameter. 

Sect. 3. No rain-water leader, soil waste or drain pipe shall discharge 
into or be connected with any privy vault, nor shall a privy vault, cesspool 
or manure pit be directly or indirectly connected with any sewer. No 
drainage from any stable or other building shall discharge into a manure 
pit. Every manure pit shall be kept dry, and shall be made water-tight. 


Sect. 4. No vault or cesspool shall be emptied by any other than the 
odorless process, nor by carts not of the Odorless Excavating Company, 
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except permission be first obtained from the Board of Health. It is further 
ordered that neither night soil nor the contents ot cesspools shall be dumped 
within the limits of the town. 


Article VIII. Burials. 


Section 1. No public funeral shall be held over the remains of any 
person who has died of SMALLPOX, SCARLET FEVER, DIPHTHERIA, 
CEREBRO-SPINAL MENINGITIS, or INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
without the written permit of the Board of Health, and under such regu- 
lations as may prevent the spread of any of said diseases. The remains 
of any person who has died from any of said diseases shall at once be placed 
in a tight or sealed coffin, and shall not thereafter be exposed to view or 
disturbed except for burial. 

Sect. 2. In the case of death where the deceased had not been 
attended by a practising physician, the certificate of death shall be issued 
by the Medical Examiner. 


Sect. 8. No dead body of any person shall be carried to any 
cemetery, or from one place to another within the town, in any public 
vehicle other than a hearse or undertaker’s vehicle provided for that 
purpose. 


Article IX. Miscellaneous. 


Section 1. All BARBER SHOPS, together with all furniture, shall be 
kept in a cleanly and sanitary condition. Mugs, shaving brushes, razors, 
scissors, clipping machines, pincers, needles and other steel instruments 
shall be sterilized, either by immersion in steam, boiling water or in alcohol 
of at least sixty per cent strength, after each separate use. Combs shall 
be thoroughly cleaned with soapsuds and brush after each separate use. 
A separate clean towel shall be used for each person. Alum or other 
material used to stop the flow of blood shall be applied only on a towel 
or other clean cloth. The use of powder puffs and of sponges is pro- 
hibited, except that a sponge owned by a customer may be used on him. 
Every barber shop shall be kept well ventilated and provided with run- 
ning hot and cold water. No person shall be allowed to use any barber 
shop as a sleeping room. Every barber shall thoroughly cleanse his hands 
immediately before serving each customer. Every barber shop shall be 
inspected at least twice annually by the Sanitary Agent of the Board. 
A copy of this order shall be kept posted in plain view in every barber 
shop. 

Sect. 2. Bodies of deceased animals which cannot be conveniently 
incinerated or buried shall be reported to the Board of Health within 
twenty-four hours after death, or upon discovery of such dead bodies.

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REPORT OF THE AGENT OF THE BOARD 
OF HEALTH. 





Office of the Board of Health, 
Brookline, Mass., January 1, 1916. 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1915. 


Mortality. 

The number of deaths in Brookline from all causes the past 
year was 328, which includes 57 deaths of persons temporarily 
sojourning here, most of whom were patients in various 
Brookline hospitals. There were 13 still-births. The number 
of Brookline residents who died outside of the town was 106, 
some of whom died in hospitals of Boston and other places. 
Adding the latter number (106) to the number of deaths in the 
town (328) and deducting the number of deaths of non-resi- 
dents (57), we have a total of 377 deaths as compared with 
383 during 1914. 

Estimating the population of the town on July 1, 1915, 
to have been 33,777, the 377 deaths gives a mortality of 11.16 
per 1000 inhabitants, as compared with 12.49 for 1914. The 
Massachusetts State Census, April 1, 1915, gives Brookline a 
population of 33,490, which shows that the town has increased 
more rapidly during the past five years than during the preced- 
ing five, and therefore the estimates of the population given in 
our reports for the past four years have been too low, as they 
were based on the rate of increase between the State Census 
of 1905 and the Federal Census of 1910. This also means 
that the death rates, as determined from the estimated popula- 
tion, were too high. 

Of the communicable diseases there were 29 deaths from 
tuberculosis, 5 from diphtheria, 2 from scarlet fever, 2 from 
measles, none from typhoid, smallpox or whooping cough. 

There were 35 deaths from pneumonia and 38 from cancer. 
There were 21 deaths of infants under a year. 

In the report of the Town Clerk on the Vital Statistics will 
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be found a table giving the causes of death arranged in accord- 
ance with the International List of Causes of Death as recom- 
mended by the United States Census Bureau. 

Our mortality records are much confused and their value for 
comparison with other places is impaired by the fact that we 
have a number of hospitals in Brookline with out-of-town 
patients whose deaths have to be recorded here, while many 
of our own citizens go to hospitals in Boston for serious dis- 
eases, and there are therefore many deaths of residents out- 
side the town. 

In enumerating the number of deaths from the different 
communicable diseases it has seemed best to include those who 
died out of town except in those instances where it is known 
that the disease was contracted outside of the town and the 
patient had not been in the town during the illness. 


Communicable Diseases. 
The following table (Table I) shows the number of cases — 
(and deaths) of the principal reportable diseases by months: 
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Table Il shows the number of cases (and deaths) of the 
principal reportable diseases for the past ten years. 
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*The figures for cases are for the fiscal year, February 1 to January 31, 
while the deaths are for the calendar year. 


Diphtheria. 

There were 67 cases of diphtheria reported, with 5 deaths. 
From September 8 to November 11 no cases were reported, 
an unusually long period for the town to be free from the dis- 
ease. Of the reported cases a number were very slightly ill, 
and a few were merely carrier cases discovered as a result of 
routine cultures in households where there had been a clinical 
case. The serious results of diphtheria would be prevented in 
many cases if parents would promptly call a physician when 
their children have sore throats, and if the physicians would 
use antitoxin in large doses in all severe clinical cases without 
waiting to hear the report of the cultures or even when the 
report of the culture is negative. 


Scarlet Fever. 
There were 117 cases of scarlet fever reported, with 2 deaths. 
In March there were 29 and in April 20 cases, mostly in the 
Chestnut Hill section of the town and consequently largely 
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among the pupils of the Heath School. During November 
there were 17 and in December 21 cases, most of these in the 
Village section and attending the different schools of that 
district. Careful investigations have been made to determine 
the source of infection of each case reported, but it has only 
been possible to do this occasionally. Quite frequently it 
has been found that some member of the family had had a sore 
throat a week or two before, and on several occasions an 
examination of those who were thought to have had only a sore 
throat have shown them to be desquamating. 

It has seemed, therefore, very -evident that the unusual 
prevalence of the disease was due to the mildness of many of 
the cases, which resulted in a considerable number being 
overlooked. So many cases have been discovered by the 
merest chance that it seems probable that the unrecognized 
cases have far exceeded in number those that have been 
reported, and scarlet fever is likely to be prevalent in the 
Village section until the warm weather, when the disease usually 
decreases. 

The large number of cases among the Heath School pupils 
during March and April gave rise to a very strong feeling 
among some of the residents of that section that the school 
should be closed. School attendance may have been a small 
factor in the epidemic, but a careful study of the cases as 
they occurred, comparing their grade in the school and their 
residence, made it seem evident that in the majority of cases 
it was the association outside of the school rather than within 
that was responsible for the spread of the disease. Public 
health officials are now very generally agreed that it is best 
not to close the schools during an epidemic; that more can 
be done in a preventive way by thorough medical inspection 
of the schools. 


Typhoid Fever. 

There were seven cases of typhoid fever and for the third 
consecutive year there have been no deaths. Seven is the 
smallest number of cases ever reported to our Board. The 
origin of one case could not be traced, the only opportunity for 
infection outside of the town having been an occasional meal 
in a restaurant. One of the cases was a nurse who had been 
taking care of a typhoid patient in Boston. Two men had been 
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out of town at the time when the disease was probably con- 
tracted. The three remaining cases were children. Two of 
them, a brother and sister — age four and six respectively — 
were taken sick about the same time in October, and the fact 
that they had not been out of town, and not in contact with 
anyone who had had the disease, made it seem probable 
that they had had a common source of infection in some 
article of food. A careful watch was kept for the development 
of other cases, but none were reported for four weeks, when a 
boy of fourteen, living in another section of the town, but 
using milk from the same dairy, was reported. Cases of 
typhoid among children are very unusual in Brookline, 
and this fact alone was sufficient to make us suspicious of the 
milk. With the Milk Inspector, the writer visited the dairy 
in question and took specimens of the blood of all persons living 
on the farm or having to do with the milk. The blood of one 
of the employees gave a positive agglutination reaction. 
This man had had very little to do with the handling of the 
milk but had occasionally assisted in washing bottles. This 
may have accounted for the small number of cases which 
developed. The man was not allowed to continue at the work 
and no more cases occurred. 

The value of typhoid vaccination has now been very clearly 
demonstrated, and it is something to be advised for every 
young adult and for all our citizens who travel or who spend 
their vacations in places where the sanitary conditions are 
poor. Everyone should be vaccinated in a household where 
there is a case of typhoid. 


Tuberculosis. 

There were 54 cases of tuberculosis reported, with 18 deaths 
in the town and 11 deaths of Brookline residents outside the 
town, making a total of 29 deaths. . 

The records of the Dispensary show the present location of 
76 cases of tuberculosis living in homes, of whom 22 are active 
and presumably infectious, 50 are believed to be arrested and 
4 are of the glandular type. On December 31, 1915, 18 patients 
were in sanatoria or hospitals. 

The work of the Dispensary has been along the same lines as 
during the three previous years of its existence. Dr. Charles 
H. Lawrence has been the physician in charge and Mrs. Ella 
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Robertson Jarvis has again done excellent service as the 
tuberculosis nurse. A Clinic has been held in Room 9 at the 
Town Hall, on Tuesdays at 3 p.m. and on Fridays at 7.30 p.m., 
with an average attendance of 6. Mrs. Jarvis made 2,524 
visits in homes where there were or had been cases of tubercu- 
losis. In addition she made 134 visits investigating contagious 
diseases other than tuberculosis. 

One of the chief obstacles to progress in tuberculosis work 
in Brookline has been the absence of adequate hospital accom- 
modations. This difficulty will be remedied within a few weeks 
by the opening of the new tuberculosis hospital. It adjoins 
and is a part of the Contagious Hospital on Newton Street. 
A description of the new building will be found in the report of 
the Medical Superintendent of the Hospital. 

With adequate hospital accommodations near at hand where 
persons with tuberculosis can have the best of care and every 
opportunity for recovery and yet be within easy reach of their 
families and friends, there should come a change in our policy 
of allowing infectious cases to remain in their homes. The 
time is certainly coming when no one with tuberculosis in a 
communicable form will be allowed to live with healthy 
persons under ordinary home conditions. How far we are at 
present justified in going is for us now to decide. On this point 
the writer would repeat the two recommendations made in 
his report of last year, which were stated as follows: 

‘In the first place we should compel the removal to a hospital 
of the careless and incorrigible consumptive; the individual 
who, by his careless habits, especially endangers the com- 
munity. 

“The second measure, and the one which seems to me of the 
greatest- importance, is that the Board should absolutely 
forbid an individual with tuberculosis in a communicable 
form to live in the same household with a child. Childhood 
is the time when the individual is most susceptible to tubercu- 
lar infection. ._The majority of persons who die of tuberculosis 
in Brookline contracted the disease by living in the same home 
with a consumptive during their childhood. The most import- 
ant step in preventing tuberculosis in the years to come is to 
protect the children now. If the parent or guardian has not the 
intelligence to protect the child from tuberculosis, then it is 
the duty of the authorities to see that the child is protected. 
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I should therefore recommend that the Board pass an order 
forbidding a person with tuberculosis in a communicable form 
to live in the same household with a child under 18 years of 
age.”’ 

Measles. 

There were 194 cases of measles reported, with two deaths. 
This disease is very imperfectly reported, the number of cases 
which occurred being probably more than double the number 
on record. Furthermore, the seriousness of the disease is not 
represented by the number of deaths. Measles often leaves the 
patient with some organs damaged and more susceptible to 
other infections, especially tuberculosis and diseases of the re- 
spiratory tract. It is very important that the Board should 
take some action to secure the proper reporting of measles. 
Very often no physician is called, and the parents do not 
realize that it is their duty to report the disease to the Board. 
The fault does not rest with the parents alone, for the physi- 
cians themselves have become very careless about reporting 
measles. Pressure might be brought on both the parents and 
physicians to report the disease, by the Board ruling that 
children who have had measles must stay out of school when 
there is a case in the family, unless there is a record of their 
having had the disease at the Board of Health office. At pres- 
ent a child is allowed to attend school after exposure to measles 
provided that the child has already had the disease, and the 
word of the parent is taken as to whether the child has had it. 
The fact that the child, if exposed, might be again excluded 
from school unless it was on record as having had measles, 
should be an inducement to see that the disease was 
reported. 


Whooping Cough. 

There were 32 cases of whooping cough reported, with no 
deaths. This disease is probably even less satisfactorily 
reported than measles, and what has been said in regard to 
the reporting of that disease can also be applied to whooping 
cough. Whooping cough is especially serious for children under 
two years of age, and no effort should be spared to protect them 
from contracting it. 
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Smallpox. 

No cases of smallpox have been reported since 1903, and 
except for the school children, very few persons have been 
vaccinated since that time, so that the protection against the 
disease is getting less and less in town and we are likely to 
have an epidemic at any time. It is very desirable that our 
residents should keep themselves protected by vaccination 
and re-vaccination, especially if cases should occur here or in 
neighboring cities. 

There were several cases of chicken pox with very extensive 
eruption where the diagnosis of smallpox had to be considered 
very seriously. One of them, which occurred in an unvac- 
cinated adult, was so suspicious that, after consultation with 
the State Inspector of Health and with Dr. Shea of the Boston 
Health Department, it seemed best to isolate him at the 
Contagious Hospital and to vaccinate those with whom he had 
been in contact. The patient himself, however, subsequently 
reacted to vaccination, which proved conclusively that it was 
not smallpox. 

The town at present has no suitable place to-care for small- 
pox patients. The building recently used for a tuberculosis 
hospital has been moved to the corner of the hospital lot, near 
the site of the old smallpox hospital which was burned some 
years ago, and it is urgently recommended that foundations 
be put under this building and that it be put in condition to 
receive smallpox patients. 


Other Diseases. 
The following diseases were also reported:

There were no cases of poliomyelitis or cerebrospinal 
meningitis reported. 


Venereal Diseases. 

In the reports of the past two years attention has been 
called to the importance of taking some measures to prevent 
the serious effects of the venereal diseases. The only steps 
that it has as yet seemed practicable to take have been to 
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offer to make, free of charge, the laboratory tests for this 
disease. During the past year the State Department of Health 
has undertaken to make the Wassermann tests for the local 
boards of health, and the town is now spared the expense 
of these examinations. 

The outfits for these tests are kept at the Board of Health 
Laboratory, and the specimens of blood are sent to the State 
Laboratory at the Harvard Medical School. Only twelve 
of these tests have been made during the past year, which 
shows that the physicians of the town have not as yet come 
to appreciate their value. 


Fly and Mosquito Suppression. 

The work for the suppression of flies and mosquitoes has 
been carried on as energetically as in previous years. There 
was but one case of malaria reported. The heavy and fre- 
quent rains of the past summer made the work of preventing 
mosquito breeding very difficult, and these insects were more 
troublesome than during the previous year. Other municipal- 
ities suffered more than we did, judging from the reports which 
were received. 

Fly traps were used extensively on the sidewalks in the 
thickly settled sections and helped to reduce the number of 
flies. The writer would urge most strongly that the storage of 
manure in pits in the thickly settled sections of the town should 
be forbidden during the summer months and that the manure 
be put in barrels and removed twice a week. Other municipali- 
ties are now insisting on this. There are stables in the tene- 
ment house sections where flies are breeding freely and then 
swarming into hundreds of homes in the neighborhood, 
increasing the discomfort of those who cannot get away during 
the hot weather. Those who live in well screened houses in 
sections of the town where most of the stables have been 
transformed into garages can have no conception of what the 
conditions are during the summer and early autumn, in tene- 
ments in the vicinity of these stables. It is irrational with our 
present knowledge of fly breeding to allow conditions to con- 
tinue, which cause so much discomfort and suffering to several 
thousands of our citizens. It is very certain that in a few years 
no intelligent community will tolerate these accumulations of 
filth in thickly settled neighborhoods, any more than it would 
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now permit privies and cesspools in these districts. It would 
certainly seem wiser for the town to take this stand now rather 
than to insist on the stable owners spending considerable sums 
in improving their manure pits — a measure which will only 
partly remedy the evil. 

The inspections which are made in connection with this 
work are very thorough, and unsanitary conditions are dis- 
covered which otherwise would have escaped detection. The 
citizens now pay much more attention to the condition of their 
back yards and garbage receptacles. As a result of the work 
Brookline is a pleasanter, cleaner and healthier place to live in. 


The Pasteurization of Milk. 

The Agent would again call attention to the protection 
against infectious diseases which is afforded by the pasteuriza- 
tion of milk. In view of the dangers from raw milk I would 
again recommend that the Board require all milk to be pas- 
teurized except the certified and inspected grades. 

The ideal method is to pasteurize the milk in the bottle that - 
is to be delivered to the customer. Our examinations of the 
milk pasteurized by this method have shown very few bacteria. 
Additional protection is afforded by the crown cap used to 
seal the bottles pasteurized by this method, which protects 
the lip of the bottle over which the milk is poured, from 
contamination during delivery. Only a few dealers sell 
milk pasteurized by this method. It is to be hoped that our 
citizens will learn to appreciate the protection which this 
method gives and increase the demand for such milk. 


Infant Mortality. 

There were 21 deaths under 1 year; 5 deaths between 1 and 
2 years, 8 deaths 2 to 5 years; total under 5 years, 34 deaths. 
Of the 21 deaths under 1 year, 14 were due to premature birth, 
congenital conditions and other causes peculiar to early in- 
fancy, depending on prenatal conditions. Of the remaining 
7 deaths under 1 year the causes were given as follows: Gas- 
tritis, gastro-enteritis, marasmus, syphilis, measles, broncho- 
pneumonia and overlying. The number of preventable 
deaths under one year is exceedingly small for a population of 
33,777 and 588 births. 

Our Board has not as yet undertaken any active preventive 
infant work such as is being done by many other municipali- 
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ties, because the field has appeared small and it has seemed 
probable that our energy and funds could be employed in 
other directions to greater advantage. It should not be under- 
stood, however, that no infant welfare work is being done, 
The Brookline Friendly Society through its district nurses 
is doing most valuable work in caring for sick babies, also 
giving advice and looking after the health of expectant 
mothers. The Day Nursery is another important agency in 
protecting the health of our babies. 


Disinfection. 

Many Boards of Health have discontinued the practice of 
fumigating with formaldehyde gas after cases of contagious 
disease, depending on the thorough scrubbing and cleaning 
of the rooms. A careful comparison of the records of these 
boards has shown that there has been no appreciable increase 
in the number of secondary cases after gaseous fumigation was 
abandoned. In Brookline we have been very conservative 
and have continued to use formaldehyde, feeling that our 
citizens would prefer to have unnecessary precautions taken 
rather than have anything left undone which might be of even 
slight protection. 

It seems now, however, to be so well proven that the use of 
soap and water and liquid disinfectants on all infected sur- 
faces can be safely substituted for formaldehyde gas that I 
would recommend that the use of the gas be discontinued. 
It is very important that our citizens should understand 
that the disinfection of rooms is to be continued; that the 
- method only is to be changed from fumigating by gas, to 
scrubbing with soap and water and the use of liquid disinfect- 
ants. 

Educational Work. 


The scope of the work which is now expected of boards of 
health has been much broadened and they should not limit 
their activities to the prevention of infectious and communi- 
cable diseases. A study of our vital statistics shows several 
large group of diseases — non-infectious — which are respon- 
sible for the deaths of many of our citizens. Chief among these 
are diseases of the heart and arteries, kidneys, and brain — 
which have been sometimes called ‘‘the wear and tear diseases.” 
These are often the result of wrong habits and conditions of 
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living on the part of the individual and can only be reduced 
and prevented by education. 

Professor Irving Fisher of Yale has given great stimulus to 
boards of health to undertake the prevention of those diseases 
which cause such a great economic loss. He has pointed out the 
importance of boards of health educating their citizens in 
regard to the proper amounts, ingredients and proportions of 
their food, the serious effects of too much nitrogenous food — 
especially meat — which puts an undue strain on the kidneys, 
the dangers of the excessive use of alcohol, tobacco, tea, and 
coffee, and the importance of a well-balanced daily routine 
with a proper proportion of work, rest, sleep and play. 

Our citizens should be shown the importance of medical 
examinations at regular and frequent intervals just as many of 
them have their teeth examined and re-examined. The early 
discovery of a defect in some vital organ like the heart or kid- 
neys enables one.to adjust one’s life so as to put less strain on 
the weakened organ, which may mean that an individual ° 
will reach a good old age who would otherwise be lost in the 
prime of his life. Our citizens need more information in re- 
gard tocancer. They should know the importance of the early 
recognition of cancer and of consulting a physician in regard to 
all small lumps and abnormalities of the skin and mucous 
membranes. 

The methods by which educational work in these matters 
may be carried on are varied. Literature on the subject can 
be distributed, the local press can be utilized, and also the 
illustrated lecture and moving picture shows. The State De- 
partment of Health is ready to help the local boards along 
these lines and has lectures and moving pictures which it will 
furnish. The possibilities in this direction are very great, and 
I would suggest that work of this sort be undertaken.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH HOSPITAL. 


Brookline, Mass., January 31, 1916. 
To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen: —I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the Board of Health Hospital for the year ending 
December 31, 1915. 

The table herewith presented indicates that we have cared 
for 23 more cases than in 1914, and this too, in spite of the 
closing of the tuberculosis wards for most of the year and of the 
whole hospital for four months on account of construction 
work. During March, April, May, November and December 
our nursing and medical force were kept very busy. More 
than once we reached nearly the limit of our capacity for the 
care of scarlet fever patients. It was a matter of no little 
satisfaction at such times to know that a few more beds were 
available in our new isolation ward. This ward again proved 
its value in the cases of measles, mumps and chicken-pox, 
noted in the table. Specially was this true when, in the 
summer, we were compelled to isolate a man with chicken-pox, 
suspected of being smallpox. With entire comfort and 
safety patient and nurse were isolated till the diagnosis was 
made absolutely certain.

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In spite of the strictest rules and utmost care we have this 
year failed to escape ‘“‘crossed infection.’’ An undetected 
diphtheria ‘‘carrier’’ contracted scarlet fever and brought 
the germs of diphtheria to our scarlet fever patients. A 
scarlet fever patient, remaining very ill, two weeks after 
admission showed the rash of measles. In unknown ways the 
disease passed to others who apparently had no contact with 
the first cases. 

Of course suspected cases are at once isolated and proven 
cases “‘barriered.’’ Again our isolation ward came to our 
aid and immunizing doses of antitoxin checked the spread of 
the diphtheria. 

There have been more than the usual number of ear com- 
plications this year, requiring several times the most skillful 
operations to save life. Our attitude at the hospital, in agree- 
ment, we believe, with your desires, has been to spare no 
expense of surgeon, physician or nurse in the care of patients 
entrusted to us by the citizens of Brookline. 

Within a few days our tuberculosis wards in the new build- © 
ing will be in service. It is not possible to tell what this will 
mean to the consumptives of Brookline. It isa plant of which 
the town may well be proud. But more than that it is a place 
where the sick can be entirely comfortable and have every 
chance for checking the ravages of this dread disease. 

The new building, of brick with sandstone trimmings, con- 
forms in architecture to the other buildings of our Contagious 
Hospital. It is located northeast of the others, and faces 
south at the angle which gives the greatest amount of sunlight 
in the wards. The central portion is a story-and-a-half 
structure with wings on either side, not quite as high. 

In these wings are the wards, one for men, the other for 
women. Each ward is designed to provide abundant space 
for five patients. 

Four rooms in the front of the central portion will be used 
for patients who cannot well be cared for in these wards. 
The front door opens into a cozy assembly room with a fire- 
place and attractive furnishings. 

The corridor into which these rooms open and which con- 
nects the two wards is wide, and affords opportunity for the 
head nurse to be in touch with all parts of the building. 
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Dining room, diet kitchen, bathrooms and record room, 
are also on the first floor of this central portion. Upstairs are 
four rooms for nurses, who will not, however, be expected to 
sleep in them, but are provided with a large sleeping porch over 
the front door. 

The building is practically surrounded by a wide piazza, 
some of it covered. Each ward and room opens onto this 
piazza by a door which permits the passage of a bed. These 
beds are on large roller casters, so that they can be easily and 
quickly moved by nurse or attendant. 

Not every detail of furnishings is as yet installed. We 
shall grow into our use of the new building. Time only 
will tell us what cases to expect and how best to plan for them. 
Brookline is now ready to do its full duty for tuberculosis 
as well as other contagious diseases.

REPORT OF THE BACTERIOLOGIST.

To the Board of Health: 

Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1915. 

The routine work of the laboratory has consisted of: 


(1) The examination of cultures and swabs from suspected 
cases of diphtheria. 

(2) The examination of sputum for ie detection of cases 
of pulmonary tuberculosis. 

(3) The diagnosis of typhoid fever by means of blood 
cultures or by Widal’s reaction. 

(4) The examination of blood for the presence of the plas- 
modium malaria. . 

(5) The examination of smears for the diagnosis of ophthal- 
mia neonatorum, and other gonococcal infections. 

(6) The bacteriological examination of samples of milk 
submitted by the Milk Inspector. 

The necessary outfits for the use of physicians are kept at 
the laboratory and at the following drugstores: At Young & 
Brown’s,* Harvard Square; at the Gammon Drug Co.,* corner 
Beacon and Webster Streets; at the Beaconsfield Pharmacy, 
corner Beacon and Washington Streets; at Graves’,* corner 
Boylston and Hammond Streets, Chestnut Hill. 

- For a small fee, analyses of urine and other microscopical 
and chemical examinations which aid in the diagnosis of non- 
contagious diseases are made for the physicians of the town. 


Wassermann Tests. 


Two years ago our Board of Health offered to make free 
of charge the blood tests for the diagnoses of syphilis and gonor- 
rhea, and an arrangement was made with the Harvard 
Medical School for doing this work. During the past year the 
State Department of Health has undertaken to make these 
examinations for the local Boards of Health and has estab- 
lished a laboratory of its own at the Harvard Medical School. 
Practically the same facilities are offered now as under the 
original arrangement, but the work is done under the super- 
vision of the state and without any expense to the town. 

Thirteen tests for syphilis (of which two were positive) 


*Antitoxin Stations. 
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were made during the past year. The outfits for collecting 
the blood can always be had at the laboratory. If physicians 
desire it, arrangements can be made through the laboratory 
for taking the blood for the test. 

Diphtheria. 

There were 62 swabs and 488 cultures examined from 374 
persons suspected of having diphtheria, and 64 were found 
to be positive. There were 203 cultures from persons who 
were healthy, but who were thought to have been exposed 
to the disease, and among these 8 were found to be ‘‘carriers’’ 
of the diphtheria bacilli. There were 237 cultures for release 
from quarantine. The total number of swabs and cultures 
was 940. There were 92 cultures reincubated and examined 
a second time. 

There are two principal sources of error in the diagnosis of 
diphtheria. In the first place physicians do not make cul- 
tures as often as they should from persons with moderately 
inflamed throats. As a result mild cases of diphtheria are 
overlooked and go about spreading the disease. In the 
second place, too much reliance is put on the cultural method 
of diagnosis in the severe cases and too little regard is paid 
to the clinical signs. Much valuable time is lost in these 
severe cases by waiting for the report of the culture before 
giving antitoxin. Even if the culture is negative antitoxin 
should be given, provided that the case appears clinically 
like diphtheria, for it happens in from five to ten per cent of 
all cases that the first culture for diagnosis will be negative, 
when subsequent cultures show that the diagnosis was diph- 
theria. Various explanations have been offered for the failure 
of the bacilli to appear in the cultures, among which are the 
following: the bacilli may be below the membrane and not 
reached by the swab; that particular strain of bacilli may not 
readily adapt itself to growth on serum; or the bacilli may 
be overgrown by other bacteria which are present. 

Tuberculosis. 

There were 146 specimens of sputum examined for the 
presence of the bacilli of tuberculosis, 28 with positive result. 
Typhoid Fever. 

There were 73 tests made for the presence of the typhoid 
fever or Widal reaction, with specimens of dried blood from 
persons who had symptoms suggestive of typhoid fever. The 
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reaction was present in seven of these. The laboratory also 
offers to make the diagnosis of typhoid fever by the Conradi 
blood culture method and to examine specimens of urine and 
stools for typhoid bacilli, but no material for these tests has 


been sent in. 
Malaria. 


Twenty specimens of blood were sent to the laboratory 
for examination for the presence of the plasmodium malariae. 
There was but one positive specimen. 


Ophthalmia Neonatorum. 

Three examinations were made during the past year, none 
of which were positive. 

Milk Examination. 

There have been examined during the past year, 656 samples 
of milk and cream, and 8 of ice-cream, which were submitted 
by the Milk Inspector. Of 550 samples of milk of which 
satisfactory examinations were made, 468 were below the 
legal limit of 300,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter and 90 
(about 18 per cent) were above; 44 contained 300,000 to 
1,000,000 and 32 were over 1,000,000. The highest count 
was 23,800,000. 

Miscellaneous Examinations. 

There were 127 bacteriological and chemical examinations of 
various kinds made for physicians. There were two animal 
inoculation tests.

Quarantine Inspection. 


Every effort has been made during the past year to reduce 
the number of complaints upon matters pertaining to quaran- 
tine. The chief difficulty was found in the fact that many 
householders do not read the circular of instructions sent 
them by the Board of Health. Consequently, I have found 
it good policy upon a first visit to make inquiries concerning 
the receipt of this circular and to offer any additional explana- 
tion that might be called for. When I started this procedure 
I was surprised at the number of people who admitted that they 
had received the circular, but had neglected to read it. 

The waste from sick rooms, especially in cases located in 
apartments where there were no facilities for burning, has 
been one of the hardest problems with which we have had 
to deal, while the restriction against leaving milk jars is a 
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matter of constant objection from householders. There 
was but one case which appeared to be a willful violation, 
conformity to the regulations being obtained only after I had 
threatened prosecution. While many of the complaints 
investigated were imaginary, because of the importance of 
the work, I have looked into every one presented. 


Disinfection. 

Much additional disinfecting has been done, due in part to 
the excellent work of the tuberculosis nurse in tracing and 
locating incipient cases and also to the fact that we have 
disinfected many extra rooms after tuberculosis, in order that 
there might be no question of future infection. Realizing 
that the most efficacious disinfecting includes thorough cleans- 
ing of rooms and infected articles, I have not only supervised 
such cleansing when possible but have tried to impress house- 
holders with the fact that without such cleansing the use of 
gases is of minor value. 

I have not hesitated to render assistance and advice upon 
matters which do not properly come under the supervision 
of a quarantine inspector, because of their close relation to 
the public health, such as the proper cleansing of rooms, 
clothing, and bedding after cases of non-reportable diseases, 
and advice as to the best means of exterminating house 
vermin. 

As in the past, I have been very glad to offer every possible 
assistance to individuals and societies who were working for 
the elimination of disease in the community. 

While only a small portion of the amount appropriated last 
year for special naphtha cleansing work has been used, I have 
appreciated the assurance that should contingencies arise 
calling for considerable work of this nature, the means for 
its proper accomplishment were at hand.

The usual early spring cleaning-up of all yards, alleys and 
areas needing it was attended to, and throughout the year a 
pretty constant sanitary patrol was maintained in those dis- 
tricts with better results it is believed than ever before. 

Convinced that the common house and stable fly should be 
regarded as a serious factor in the spread of infective diseases, 
especially typhoid fever, diarrhoea, and sometimes certain 
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other diseases, and believing further that the typhoid fly will 
breed in almost any fermenting organic matter; but if given 
its preference will lay its eggs on a pile of horse manure, the 
Board, with these facts in mind, resolved on an active cam- 
paign for the elimination of the fly in the horse stables of the 
populous districts. Thirty of these stables were complained 
of by the Director of Fly and Mosquito Suppression as prolific 
sources of fly-breeding and nuisance. Desiring further and 
more extended information the Board directed the Sanitary 
Agent to make a searching investigation in each individual 
case and report on the full facts. 

This was done, and the Board served formal notice on the 
stable keepers and owners concerned to correct the unsanitary 
conditions complained of within the time prescribed. Five 
stable keepers fully complied with the orders of the Board by 
waterproofing their stall floors, connecting their stable drains 
with the sewer, setting in easily removable stamping pieces, 
abandoning their manure pits and providing metal barrels 
with tight-fitting covers for their stable manure. Two other | 
stable keepers went only part way, that is connected their 
stable drains with the sewer but refused to make their stall 
and stable floors impermeable to moisture or provide wagons 
for the removal of the daily manure. Four stable owners 
preferred giving up keeping horses to making the necessary 
and required changes. Another stable was so badly damaged 
by fire as to be unfit for occupancy, and one was torn down 
by consent of the owner. Sixteen stable keepers did nothing, 
although repeatedly urged to take action by the writer. 

A learned scientist has stated: “The writer once estimated 
that under ordinary city and town conditions more than 
ninety per cent of the flies present in houses have come from 
horse stables or their vicinity, and he is still inclined to think 
that this estimate is probably correct.” If this statement 
is true, and there seems little ground to dispute it, then it 
necessarily follows that the recent anti-fly crusade was not 
undertaken a moment too soon, and its importance as a health 
measure cannot be overestimated. 

The Board gave four public hearings during the year to 
applicants for a license to keep horses. Licenses were granted 
to two of the applicants, one was refused and one withdrew. 
A public hearing was given in the case of a large milk stable 
complained of as a source of nuisance and annoyance. As 
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the complaint was shown to be justified the Board caused 
the stable to be cleaned up and vacated. The Board granted 
a hearing in October relative to the existence of a most pro- 
nounced mosquito nuisance on certain wet and spongy lands 
located partly in Brookline and partly in Newton. Largely 
through the good offices of the Board the various interests 
were reconciled and the lands drained by ditching. It is 
believed that the preventive measures adopted for the exter- 
mination of the pests complained of, if not wholly successful, 
will at least tend to a startling reduction in their numbers. 

The number of smoke nuisances that received attention was 
about the same as last year. As during other years the trouble 
was caused by the use of too much straight soft coal and lack 
of care in firing. A pretty constant watch was kept on the 
chimneys under suspicion, and those in charge of the fires were 
repeatedly cautioned to use more hard coal and greater care 
in their methods of firing. While it is hard work to effectually 
remedy the conditions complained of we are satisfied that 
they have been modified to a considerable extent. 

On complaint of the Tenement House Inspector and under 
the direction and oversight of the Sanitary Agent, six new 
water-closets were installed in tenement houses where there 
were insufficient water-closet accommodations. At the sug- 
gestion of the Tenement House Inspector one property owner 
caused the substitution of six modern water-closets for a like 
number of antiquated, worn-out and defective ones. New 
drainage systems throughout were also installed in the same 
block. On complaint, and at the request of the Sanitary 
Agent, the agent for the property caused a defective and boxed- 
in water-closet to be replaced by a more modern and open 
one. Sundry other work of a sanitary nature was also done 
in this same apartment. 

Mr. Thomas J. Riley, the Sanitary Inspector, has been alert 
and active in the performance of his duties. Under the 
direction of the Board he has caused the abatement or correc- 
tion of a large number of nuisances and other unhealthful 
conditions. Through frequent and sometimes daily inspec- 
tions he has kept the yards and premises in the crowded dis- 
tricts free from rubbish. 

Contractors’ privies still continue to be a fruitful source 
of nuisance and frequent complaint. During the summer 
months the Sanitary Inspector has given much time and 
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attention to the fly-proofing and suppression of these privies. 
He has caused the removal of 57 of such nuisances and the 
substitution of a like number of water-closets. He has also 
brought about the installation of 16 other water-closets in new 
buildings which had no privies. 

The number of house and stable privies inspected during 
the year was six. Four of these were abolished and in three 
instances modern water-closets substituted therefor. In the 
case of the other two privies action was deferred until next 
year. 

The Sanitary Inspector has investigated 132 complaints 
against the garbage collector’s men. Most of these were for 
alleged failure to remove the garbage on the appointed days. 
Where the complaints were found to be justified the garbage 
was removed. He has also investigated all complaints against 
henneries and licensing of same and many other complaints 
of various kinds not deserving of special mention. 

An innovation of the year was a joint inspection in Decem- , 
ber of all of the bakeries of the town by an inspector of the 
Consumers League of Massachusetts and the Sanitary Agent. 
The visitor commented favorably on the general good condition ~ 
of all of the bakeries with one exception, where some unfavor- 
able criticism was made regarding the worn-out appearance 
of certain things in the basement. 

The barber shops of the town have been regularly inspected 
during the year. No untidiness or uncleanliness was noted 
in any of the shops. In both these respects it is believed the 
local shops will compare favorably with the larger ones of the 
metropolis. 

In accordance with the Health Regulations 32 licenses were 
issued to keep fowls. 

During the year the Board granted two permits to build 
and maintain cesspools where no sewer connections were 
available. 

A number of routine matters of importance were attended 
to by this division besides those mentioned above, the de- 
tails of which it seems neither necessary nor expedient to 
report on.

REPORT OF THE TENEMENT HOUSE 
INSPECTOR. 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1915. 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen:— I have the honor to submit my third annual 
report as Tenement House Inspector for the year ending 
December 31, 1915. 

During this time twice as many complaints were received, 
as during the previous year, in regard to unsanitary con- 
ditions existing in tenement houses. The increase may be 
accounted for by the fact that more people are becoming 
interested in good housing conditions, through the publicity 
given the subject by doctors, social workers and the public 
press. 

Through literature and lectures, medical men are con- 
tinually depicting, by means of their experiences, the absolute 
necessity of proper sanitation in order that the people may 
become aroused to the fact that the source of most diseases 
may be traced to unsanitary conditions existing in houses. 

It has been my custom from the creation of this division, 
during investigations, to impress upon the people the impor- 
tance of this work and to incite them to the realization that 
for the work to be successful, in maintaining a high standard 
of healthfulness, it required their hearty co-operation. 

This system has produced beneficial results, as most tenants 
now try to keep their homes in presentable shape; on the other 
hand owners, seeing the improvement manifest, often make 
changes which the tenant would not dare suggest. 

Excepting about nineteen houses, these being of the modern 
type, all frame tenement houses have been investigated and a 
report filed of same, conditions noted and changes made where 
they were found necessary. 

By reason of the increase of special inspections, it has been 
impossible to make a complete canvass of the town of all tene- 
ment houses, but as the remainder to be visited are of the 
better class, there is no dire need of their visitation, unless by 
reason of complaint. Nevertheless, unless actual conditions of 
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the older houses warrant it, these apartment houses will be gone 
over as soon as possible the coming year. 

A great number of the apartment houses have been visited 
under special inspections because of unsanitary cellars, obstruc- 
tion of egresses, disposal of waste materials, etc.; but as regards 
measurement of the suites for cubical area, to ascertain if 
overcrowding prevailed, or defective plumbing existed, there 
probably are no such violations as these houses have been 
constructed under recent building laws. 

The chief violations of the law in these houses which I have 
visited are untidy and hazardous cellars and obstructions 
of egresses. In these buildings janitor service is rendered, 
so that tenants place their waste materials upon the rear stairs 
for removal to the cellars. By this method tenants never 
have occasion, unless to visit their storerooms, which is 
probably seldom, to see the actual conditions in existence. 
The waste material is brought down from each house, then 
deposited in a part of the cellar, while the janitor goes to other 
houses and performs the same operation. What is the out- 
come? The material is not touched until the janitor finds 
time to bundle it, or else place it in large burlap bags, and the 
cellar becomes unsightly, likewise subject to fire. 

The obstructions upon rear egresses in apartment houses are 
caused by lack of available space in suites, and also by the 
fact that if receptacles are not upon rear egresses at the time 
the janitor calls the waste material is not taken away from 
suites, so in order to be sure that the material will be removed 
the receptacles are always to be found with few exceptions 
upon the egresses. Garbage receptacles are included among 
this number, the excuse being that it is not sanitary to main- 
tain them inside; as a matter of fact it is unsanitary to place 
them upon the rear stairs, for being there, their odors penetrate 
all the suites in the house and become a nuisance. If these 
receptacles were fitted with tight covers and thoroughly 
scoured every day, I do not believe there would be any danger 
from them, but in the end there would be a great relief to the 
comfort of the occupants of the houses. 


Partial Inspections. 


Thirty-eight yards were noted during my tours as unsightly, 
because of receptacles becoming overtaxed and waste materials 
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scattered about. Included in this number were some yards 
with defects which, when it rained, caused pools of stagnant 
water to be lodged there, making a breeding place for flies; 
these were all abated and proper drainage provided. 

Ninety cellars were detected untidy with paper and mis- 
cellaneous rubbish, mostly through lack of sufficient recep- 
tacles. Under this head, eighty-one extra receptacles were 
installed. 

There were eleven complaints of odors in houses received, 
such as foul smells from sinks, supposed sewer gases in cellars, 
odors from receptacles and nuisances from dogs. 

Ten cases of dampness in cellars were found, three of these 
being reported; the most serious of them was one where a 
water pipe burst outside the building and water entered 
through a foundation wall to a depth of several inches. 

Only thirteen receptacles were found in an unsanitary 
condition, but as considerable attention is given to this matter 
by another health division, this accounts for the small number 
found by me. 

Eight leaky roofs were reported during the year, two of 
these very defective, and all but one have been repaired. The 
one in question was patched, but as soon as the weather gets 
settled it will in all probability be given a thorough over- 
hauling. 

Fourteen rainwater leaders were found defective, some with 
holes in them, others not of proper length to prevent water 
from washing against foundation walls, and others objec- 
tionable because they became clogged from matters upon roofs. 
These have been corrected with one exception, that being 
given consideration now. 

As is usually the case many water-closets were noted in a 
very unsanitary condition, especially in some of the older 
tenement houses, where they are located in cellars. The reason 
for this is that tenants do not take the trouble to clean them 
on account of the inconvenience in going up and down stairs. 
If these closets were in their suites they would be more notice- 
able and would get better attention. 

One water-closet bowl was found cracked so badly that it 
had to be replaced with a new one. 

This year sixty-three rooms in tenements were noted where 
the ceilings were very unsightly and the walls with plaster 
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broken and stained; these were whitewashed and repapered 


or painted. 
Two cases of overcrowding were noticed and conditions 


remedied. 

While only twelve new buildings were found where lights 
are required all night, nevertheless over eighty reinspections 
of previous buildings inspected had to be made to be sure 
that the law was being lived up to. 

The total number of inspections made in regard to obstruc- 
tions of egresses numbered one hundred and eighty. 

Very often in buildings after they have been constructed, 
when located in blocks, unprotected openings are made in 
party walls as a matter of convenience especially for janitors. 
As this is in violation of the building law such conditions 
when detected are reported directly to the Building Com- 
missioner. Nine of these were reported the past year. 

Under the heading, ‘‘Rooms in Existing Basements,” I 
refer to rooms occupied by maids or janitors, for outside of 
these two classes there are only one or two houses where | 
rooms in basements are utilized, and they only for dining 
rooms and kitchens. The previous law allowed maids or 
janitors to use rooms in basements, provided the rooms met 
with certain requirements, while the present law allows only 
janitors to have rooms in basements, with the exception that 
if maids were using rooms previous to the later law and com- 
plied with the present rules they could still be utilized. 

It was a great improvement when the present law was 
enacted to prohibit the use of maids’ rooms in basements, and 
it was too bad that the law could not have been more stringent 
by stating that all present maids’ rooms in basements be abol- 
ished. While a few of my thirty-seven inspections were 
carried on in connection with existing janitors’ suites, the 
greater part of them were made in relation to unsanitary 
conditions of maids’ rooms. In two of the buildings visited, 
the maids’ rooms were in two large rooms situated in the base- 
ments very close to heaters, with an outside door opening 
directly into the sleeping compartment, and with no privacy 
for the occupants. One sleeping room was an interior one just 
large enough for one cot bed. 

Another bad feature about this matter — also a very impor- 
tant one—is the location of some of these quarters in case of 
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fire, for in most cases they are situated in the front part of 
cellars, and very often the windows are barred with gratings 
that are fastened upon the outside, making the rooms a ver- 
itable fire-trap. When these conditions were found I insisted 
upon having gratings arranged so that they could be opened 
from the inside. 

The past year five new buildings were constructed with 
rooms in basements designated as storage rooms upon the 
plans filed with the Building Department, but upon investi- 
gation I found that rooms were finished off very nicely and also 
that owners contemplated using them for maids’ rooms. The 
owners of these buildings have been duly notified that under 
no condition can they be utilized for sleeping purposes. 

Ten permits were issued the past year by your Board, under 
recommendation from the writer, for the occupancy of rooms 
in basements by janitors. [Two cases were found where rooms 
were fitted up after buildings were completed and owners 
notified that they must be abolished because they did not meet 
with my approval. Two other contemplated suites were 
abolished. 

Three new buildings recently erected were detected by me, 
while under course of construction, to contain rooms which 
did not meet the requirements of the law in regard to size. 
Upon investigation I learned that plans as filed with the 
Building Department had been changed by builders. They 
were notified by me that buildings could not be occupied 
when finished unless rooms were enlarged, and in compliance 
with the law these were finally corrected. 

Two suites where tubercular patients had been living were 
given a thorough cleaning, ceilings whitened and walls painted, 
after one patient had been removed to a sanitarium and the 
other patient had died. 

Several buildings, not tenement property, were reported 
to the Building Commissioner on account of their dilapidation, 
also because they were considered a detriment and menace 
to the neighborhood. The Commissioner and I made several 
joint inspections of these buildings. 

Miscellaneous cases to the number of ninety-five, under 
partial inspections, were made and abated. These included 
many nuisances that were not in tenement houses but which I 
had corrected. 
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During the year considerable extra work was made neces- 
sary on account of new regulations approved by the Fire Pre- 
vention Commissioner. 3 

As most of these laws were in relation to tenement houses 
the enforcement of them was under my consideration. Very 
many investigations were conducted by request of and in 
co-operation with the Chief of the Fire Department. 


Complete Inspections. 


During the complete inspections made this year the con- 
ditions noted were as a rule satisfactory, as the houses visited 
were of a better type than those inspected previous years, a 
good many of them being of later construction. 

The greatest improvements made, under this head, were in 
houses visited the previous year but of which I make men- 
tion now because inspections were not completed then. 

In these buildings, this year, eleven new water-closets were 
installed, replacing worn-out, dilapidated and unsafe closets; , 
six of these were ordered by me and the other five were installed 
by the owner under my suggestion. 

In connection with this work six new sink lines were run, 
replacing old lines that had no ventilation, and four new house 
drains were installed in place of old piping, some of it ‘‘akron 
pipe,’ with running traps between the sewer and house, where 
formerly no traps were provided to prevent sewer gases from 
entering buildings. 

One suite was found unsightly through carelessness upon 
the part of tenant, but was finally cleaned. 

Eighteen rooms with ceilings unsightly were rewhitened. 


Recommendations. 


The following suggestions occurred to me during my inves- 
tigations, and I beg permission to offer them to your honorable 
Board for consideration: 

1. That all ceilings be given a coat of whitewash or similar 
preparation when ordered by the Board of Health. 

2. That when a tubercular patient is reported living in a 
suite, after his or her removal the wall paper of every room 
must be removed to the bare wall, the ceilings whitened and 
the woodwork painted. 
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3. That hereafter no wall paper be allowed to be placed 
upon any wall, unless all old paper has been removed to the 
bare wall and if necessary the inspector called in to see that 
it is done. 

The latter recommendation is a matter which I believe 
should not be done until a permit is issued, because in some 
cases that I have been in touch with I noticed that the old 
paper was not removed, was some times five layers thick and 
infested with insects. 

The following summary will give a more detailed idea of the 
work accomplished during the year:

DIVISION OF FLY AND MOSQUITO 
SUPPRESSION. 





Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1915. 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen: — [| have the honor to submit the annual report 
of the work on fly and mosquito suppression for the season 
April 5 to October 14, 1915. This is my fifteenth annual 
report on mosquito work and my seventh annual report on 
fly suppression. 


Mosquito Suppression. 

This work prevents the spread of malarial fever, for the 
mosquito is the only known carrier of the malarial parasite 
from sick to healthy persons, and it also promotes a safe and 
comfortable outdoor life for our residents. 

‘Five thousand circulars on mosquito suppression were 
distributed in April to the residents of the town. 

The work of suppressing mosquitoes during the months of 
July and August was a difficult task owing to frequent and 
heavy rainstorms. The rainfall for these two months was 
14% inches. Large numbers of new pools and receptacles of 
water formed in unusual places. These numerous heavy 
rains recurring at short intervals critically complicated our 
work by washing away the protective treatments of oil from 
the surfaces of the pools shortly after the oil was applied, and 
by repeatedly filling receptacles with water on private prop- 
erty faster than our inspectors could get around to empty 
them. 

Storm floods overflowed surface water drains and washed 
much mosquito-infested water into Brookline from untreated 
catch-basins and pools outside of our boundaries. Extra- 
ordinary efforts were made to locate these unusual breeding 
places and care for them. 

Mosquitoes swarmed in all the territory adjacent to Brook- 
line during this rainy season. 

Many of our residents failed at this time to co-operate 
with the Board in the care of standing water on their premises, 
and our small force of inspectors greatly needed this assistance. 
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Suppressive work was pushed with redoubled vigor during 
this period with good results. 

Sanitary Inspection. The general inspection of the town 
was started April 21, and when completed the inspection was 
repeated every ten days until the second week in October. 

The object of these inspections was: First, to educate the 
residents of the town as to how mosquitoes breed and how the 
people should co-operate with the Board of Health in sup- 
pressing them; second, to discover and remove mosquito 
wigglers and standing water in receptacles on private prop- 
erty; third, to observe the efficiency of petrolizing by our men 
and note the co-operation of householders in this work. 

There were 58,000 systematized inspections made of about 
4,300 lots of land. The inspections revealed 12,019 water- 
tight receptacles on many different house lots. These recep- 
tacles were disposed of by the householders or by our inspec- © 
tors. Those householders who permitted rain water to remain 
in receptacles upon their premises to breed mosquito larve, 
received a letter requesting more active co-operation. | 

Our field force made 74 inspections of 25 public and private 
dumps. These men gathered 25,541 buckets, pails, cans and 
bottles in which rain water would accumulate. These were 
broken or buried. 

We found and cared for 37,560 receptacles as a result of the 
inspection of house yards, private and public dumps. 

Petrolizing. The petrolizing squad scrutinized the site of 
each pool of water every 16 days for the purpose of applying oil. 
There were 4,923 inspections of 688 pools and ditches of stagnant 
or slowly running water. Of these 688 pools and ditches, 21 
were found in the public streets. There was an increase of — 
272 pools owing to the heavy rains in July and August. 

There were over 27,000 applications of oil to 2,700 catch- 
basins containing water. From time to time a few of these 
basins were found to be without water upon examination. 

The Boston Park Commission cordially co-operated with 
the Brookline Board of Health in this work and authorized 
_ the petrolizing of the waters of the Willow Pond pools and that 
portion of Leverett Pond and the Riverway which is in Boston. 

Draining and Filling. Permanent work is not generally 
done by our men, except where with very little expense the 
trouble can be remedied. 
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This year the drainage of the Reservoir Lane swamp was 
undertaken. This area was a breeding ground for malarial 
mosquitoes. For years the drains have been filled and 
obstructed and the land flooded. By opening up about 2,000 
feet of obstructed ditches, mosquito breeding was suppressed 
in this area. More drainage work is contemplated here, as 
well as in similar areas in the southerly part of the town. 

There was one case of malaria reported to the Board of 
Health from a population of 30,000 inhabitants and this 
was not verified by an examination of the patient’s blood. 


Fly Suppression. 


This work is done to eliminate the fly as an active carrier 
of infection and as a nuisance. 

Five thousand circulars on fly-breeding and the danger of 
fly-borne diseases were distributed to the residents of the town. 

Sanitary Inspection. The fly and mosquito inspections 
-were made jointly, and of the 58,000 combined inspections 
already referred to, 5,196 follow-up inspections were made 
to observe the progress of householders in abating fly-breeding 
nuisances on record. 

The object of these inspections was: First, to educate the 
residents how to recognize and abate the unsanitary condi- 
tions which breed flies; second, to obtain data as to the exist- 
ing conditions favorable to fly-breeding; third, to secure the 
sanitary disposal of all animal and vegetable waste. 

Unsanitary conditions most favorable to fly propagation 
are, exposed and neglected animal, vegetable, fruit and fish 
wastes, and particularly, exposed moist manure of horses, pigs 
and cows. 

Stables. The writer has continued his study of the fly 
maggot, and as a result has recorded valuable data for use 
in applied sanitation. 

The fly maggot is an active migratory larva and can burrow 
with ease through 15 inches of loose earth, and instances have 
been observed where the maggot has burrowed downward 
through 2 feet of loose earth. 

It has been shown that the flies lay their eggs in the manure 
droppings and particles on stable floors. These particles 
of manure, infested with fly maggots, accumulate in floor 
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corners, cracks, crevices and similar defects commonly found 
in many stables. Stall floor treads and, drains of unsanitary 
construction become filled and obstructed with manure and 
urine and remain saturated and filled with this filth for months. 
Flies breed in these filth-filled crevices and cracks, just as well 
as in larger masses of filth, and here the maggots pupate, when 
they cannot burrow through the filth in the floor cracks to 
pupate in the soil or damp refuse beneath the stable. 

Therefore, stable floors, and particularly the stall floors 
and the floors about them, should be made of waterproof 
concrete, with sanitary corners and with no cracks or openings 
except for imbedded sewer connections. Stall treads should 
be removable to permit the daily flushing and cleaning of the 
stalls and fixtures. The stall drains should be formed in the 
concrete floor and connected with the sewer or with water- 
tight cesspools. 

All manure should be stored in water-tight barrels and should 
be removed from the town at least twice every week. The 
use of large wagons should only be permitted where the lower ~ 
part of the wagon bodies is of maggot-tight construction, 
at least 12 inches from the floor of the wagon. 

There were 183 stables examined to determine the presence 
of other fly-breeding conditions, other than the manure heaps. 
Of these 183 stables, 118 were found not connected with the 
public sewer, 57 were connected, and in 8 no examination 
could be made. There were 113 stables with wooden floors 
and stall treads in a more or less defective condition, and in 
these, the cracks and crevices were filled with manure. These 
were conducive to considerable fly-breeding. In addition to 
the 118 stables we found 18 stables without any stall drain- 
age, except by means of holes bored through the floors. 
There were 90 stables reported for having filthy stalls, the 
stable floors of all of them being littered with manure and 
saturated with horse urine. The stall drains and tread cracks 
of these stables were obstructed with filth. The examinations 
further revealed 51 stables without cellars, and of the remaining 
132 stables with cellars, 43 contained stagnant water and 
liquid excrement. 

There were 30 of these stables referred to the Board for 
abatement. The improvements now being made in these 
stables and the condition of their maintenance in the future 
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may be scored upon a score card which is now being drawn 
up by the writer. 

Manure. The inspections revealed 295 heaps of manure 
on private property which varied in quantity from 1% to 1,400 
cubic yards. Of these 295 heaps, 186 were stored in stable 
pits, bins and carts, and 109 were stored in yards and gardens. 

On October 14, 98 manure heaps had been either buried 
or promptly removed from the premises where found, or were 
stored within a dark fly-tight Orton trapped pit or bin. There 
remained 197 manure heaps which were not adequately pro- 
tected from flies, and from which the flies and maggots could 
issue forth. 

The Street Department continues to gather a large quantity 
of fly-blown manure from the streets. This refuse is deposited 
upon our public dumps, and in a few instances upon other 
private property. This unsanitary method of disposing of 
manure from streets should be corrected before the approach 
of another fly season. 

The problem of suppressing the blood-sucking flies is one 
of attacking their breeding places by causing the removal 
of the refuse in which they breed from the municipality at 
frequent intervals. This frequent removal of manure would 
likewise help to suppress about 75 per cent of the non-biting 
house flies. 

The manure heap and the manure pit in thickly settled 
municipalities should be abolished as an anti-fly and an anti- 
rat measure. 

Fly Traps. Orton fly traps were installed on 45 stable 
manure pits and bins. There were 20 of these made strictly 
dark and fly-tight. The remaining 25 pits or bins which were 
trapped, were never satisfactorily darkened or tightened. 

There is a distinct aversion on the part of many stable 
owners to darkening, tightening and trapping their manure pits. 

The experiment of catching the flies in the business and 
tenement house districts with large fly traps was «continued 
in 1915, by the order of the Committee on Public Health. 
One hundred of these traps were set out June 1 in the public 
streets. 

The traps caught larger numbers of flies than were caught 
last year. This method of attack is of value when used in 
conjunction with other methods. 
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Maggot Traps. The maggot trap experiments have been 
continued for the purpose of studying the maggot. Inferences 
of great value have been drawn from these experiments. 

Garbage. There were 1,271 householders reported for man- 
taining fly-breeding conditions. ‘These unsanitary conditions 
were: 569 uncovered and 689 leaking receptacles, 502 garbage 
lockers strewn with garbage and in a foul and filthy condition, 
76 yards strewn with garbage and 556 dirty receptacles, many 
having coatings and deposits of decomposed garbage in which 
fly maggots could be observed; making a total of 2,392 un- 
sanitary garbage conditions. 

On October 14, of the 1,271 householders reported for 
maintaining garbage nuisances, 1,171 householders had 
abated the nuisances on their premises and 100 had failed 
to do so. 

It is interesting to note that there was a substantial in- 
crease of 131 in the number of householders reported for 
garbage nuisances and a decided decrease of 505 in the number 
of yards which had been strewn with garbage as compared 
with last year. 

We desire to encourage the maintainance of water-tight 
receptacles for garbage. The necessity for this precaution 
is indicated when we reflect that a large part of our garbage 
may be fly-infested when it is delivered as supposedly fresh 
food to our kitchens. Often it is fly-infested in our kitchens. 
When fly-blown garbage is placed in a defective garbage 
bucket, after a time, the maggots leave by the defect for the 
adjacent soil. Here they pupate to maturity. 

Privies. Flies breed in the contents of privies, and may 
carry infection thence to healthy persons or their food. There 
were 62 privies found by our inspectors and 56 were re- 
ferred to the Sanitary Agent for abatement. 

Again we repeat, that there is no good reason why house 
builders should be allowed to erect and maintain privies at 
the scenesof their building operations in the future, if a sewer 
connection is available. The sewer connection for a building 
should be made as early as the water service connection, and 
a water-closet should be set up forthwith. 

There were no privies of sanitary construction reported. 
It is impossible to maintain the prevailing type of privy in 
a sanitary condition. We should make every effort to have 
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such privies as are necessary in Brookline conform to the high- 
est type approved by modern sanitarians. 

The Sanitary Agent maintained a vigorous campaign for 
the abatement of these privy nuisances. There were 6 com- 
plaints against householders where numerous deposits of 
human excrement were found and these were referred to the 
Sanitary Agent. 

Miscellaneous. The carcasses of 3 cats, 1 rat and 4 other 
animals were found in a decomposed state. These were 
sprinkled with oil and destroyed. There were 91 heaps of 
grass cuttings and 26 miscellaneous nuisances reported. 

The writer referred 118 complaints to the Sanitary Agent, 
of which 45 were contractors’ privies, 11 were house privies, 
30 were stables and 32 were miscellaneous nuisances. 

Summary. The total number of nuisances reported con- 
ducive to fly breeding was 2,993. Of these, on October 14, 
about 2,459 were abated and 534 remained unabated. Of 
the nuisances remaining unabated, about 310 were nuisances 
in and about stables, where the owners failed to make im- 
provements.

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REPORT OF AGENT FOR THE INSPECTION 
OF MILK AND PROVISIONS. 


Brookline, Mass., January 14, 1916. 
To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen: — As agent of the Board of Health for the 
inspection of milk and provisions, I herewith respectfully 
submit my annual report for the year 1915. 

The work of this division of the health service has been 
performed the past year along the same lines as in former 
years. I have studied methods employed by other munici- 
palities and have found very little that would improve our 
present system. I am positive that the best results are 
obtained by municipalities where, as is the case in Brookline, 
the milk inspector has authority as an agent to take instant 
action, rather than to have decisions vested in a superior 
officer who cannot know all the details of each specific case. 
The man who makes the inspections should carry the authority 
with him.

General. 

In view of the foregoing tabulations which give in con- 
siderable detail the activities of the Department, and the fact 
that detailed records of all work done are accessible at this 
office, it seems unnecessary for me to report further except 
upon the newer factors of the work, and necessary to comment 
only upon such matters as may be of some educational value. 

In enforcing the milk regulations, especially those relating 
to milk production, | have done so along educational lines 
whenever possible. The results obtained in this way have 
been more permanent than if a more literal enforcement 
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had been resorted to. Although it has been necessary at 
times to apply stringent measures in keeping the food and 
milk supplies up to a fairly high standard, I have neverthe- 
less been mindful of the interests of dealers and producers 
and the growing scarcity of a nearby milk supply. I have 
endeavored to encourage and stimulate the sanitary production 
and sale of those products which are vital to public health. 

Through attending the Convention of the International 
Milk and Dairy Inspectors’ Association at Washington, D. C., 
in October, I not only acquired valuable information, but 
was able to confer with the experts at the Federal Bureau 
of Animal Industry upon matters over which there have been 
some differences of opinion between Massachusetts inspectors. 
One of these is the use of sand as bedding. My contention 
that sand gets into the pores of animals, causing irritation 
and desquamation, which are responsible for species of 
streptococci in milk, was sustained by the officials in the De- 
partment. Incidentally, this stipulation of our revised regula- 
tions is considered too stringent by some Massachusetts 
inspectors, and I believe that Brookline and Boston are the 
only municipalities to include this clause. 

A new feature of the work during the past year is the 
publication by the local newspapers of the bacterial and 
average fat contents of milk from all local dealers who sell 
ten cans or more daily. These publications cover periods 
of three months each and different-priced milks are separately 
listed. Not only has the publication of these records been 
looked forward to with much interest by many consumers, 
but it has resulted in greater care on the part of dealers to 
obtain or produce purer milk and to co-operate with me in 
eliminating any condition which might increase the count. 
Therefore, the bacterial content as published quarterly in 
the local press should be consulted by those consumers who 
are solicitous about the purity of their milk supplies. Owing 
to the wide variance in the fat content of cream, it would be 
of decided commercial value to have this product also listed 
for publication, which will be done as soon as I have been 
able to bring the entire supply under more direct supervision. 
Such records as we now have are open for inspection at this 
office and should be consulted by both merchants and con- 
sumers. 
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The usual attention has been given to prohibiting unneces- 
sary noises in the early morning hours by drivers of milk 
wagons; to the proper icing of milk while in local transit; the 
enforcement of cleanly conditions in shops where food prod- 
ucts are sold or manufactured, and the application of various 
other preventative measures. 

I appreciate the attitude of the Board in confirming such 
of my recommendations in last year’s report as came under 
my control. These I have carried out as far as the appropria- 
tion would permit, and I am sure that the good results have 
more than justified the expense incurred. 


Milk. 

I have continued the policy of licensing only those dealers 
whose equipment and supplies were satisfactory and upon 
whom we could depend to co-operate in observing the Health 
Regulations. The refusal to license undependable dealers 
and the cancellation of such dealers’ licenses have in my — 
' experience had far more corrective value than prosecution. 
Regarding the nine licenses refused, I made such decisions 
only after a thorough investigation of conditions under which 
supplies were produced and handled. The three revocations 
were on account of repeated violations of the Health Regula- 
tions. 

An investigation just started has revealed the fact that some 
of our storekeepers do not realize the importance of keeping 
their milk at a low temperature. It seems hard for them to 
appreciate, especially during the winter months when their 
stores are heated, that chipped ice should be kept around 
bottles. In the ordinary store refrigerator, with the ice and 
milk in separate compartments, it is impossible to keep milk 
at a sufficiently low temperature. The regulation covering 
this matter will be strictly enforced after an opportunity has 
been accorded for correction. 

Among the many details of the work, train inspections have 
been of real value. To illustrate, last August I found that 
the Brookline supply of one dealer was being put into an ordi- 
nary baggage car without being iced, whenever it was more 
convenient for the railroad company to do so, while the milk 
dealer was paying the higher rate under the Saunders law 
for refrigerator-car service and had not noticed the imposition 
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that was being practised upon him. Other infringements 
were chiefly dirty cans being returned to farmers, a violation 
of the state law; exposure of milk at receiving stations, and 
the careless stacking of milk cans in cars, thereby causing the 
cream to drip out. 


Cream. 

I have more rigidly enforced the regulations regarding the 
production, storing, and handling of cream than hitherto, 
owing to the decision of the higher courts that the laws 
applying to milk were also applicable to cream. A large part 
of this work has been done in co-operation with the health 
officers of municipalities whose supplies were obtained from 
the same sources. 

It was somewhat hard to make dairymen and dealers under- 
stand that a correction insisted upon where the supply is 
shipped as raw milk some distance before separation, might not 
consistently apply to cream separated by the dairyman after 
milking and immediately collected by the dealer, and vice versa. 
In the former case, shipments are made but once each day, 
thereby leaving one milking in the possession of the dairyman 
for from twelve to fifteen hours, while in the latter instance 
the product invariably receives immediate icing and better 
care at the hands of the dealer. 

I found it necessary during the year to cancel the license 
of one large dealer for failure to comply with our requirements 
regarding the handling of cream. This had a salutary effect 
upon other dealers. Of the nineteen contributing creamery 
plants examined, twelve were found to be deficient in sanita- 
tion, the most apparent defects béing absence of screens and 
detachable sanitary piping. Suggestions were given on the 
methods to be employed in pasteurizing, icing, and sterilizing 
cans, and various improvements insisted upon. Furthermore, 
I have not hesitated to demand care and cleanliness in every 
stage of the handling. One of the plants of a large dealer was 
found in such an unsatisfactory condition that cream there- 
from was permanently excluded. As this action affected some 
eighteen or more contributing dairies, the plant was closed 
and the supply is now going through a creamery which I had 
approved in an adjoining town. 

After a thorough investigation into the quality of cream 
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sold to certain ice-cream manufacturers and bakers in town, 
I forbade further sale of all Canadian products, and also that 
separated from old or sour milk. While this was considered 
harsh by some dealers, I could not see the justice of prohibiting 
the manufacture of ice-cream by certain local merchants 
because of excessive bacterial content when the cream sold 
them contained upwards of 5,000,000 bacteria. ) 

Fully one-half of the dealers neither produce nor make 
their own cream, and it consequently has no connection with 
their milk supplies. The possibility of transmitting disease 
germs through a cream supply is, in my opinion, analogous 
to that of milk, and I would recommend that in cases of con- 
tagious disease the cream supply be reported as well as the 
milk. 

Owing to the fact that the law fixes the legal butter fat 
content of cream at 15%, while it is sold in three grades as 
‘thin,’ “medium,” and “‘thick,’”’ the Brookline supply varying 
in fat from 17.5% to 50%, it is clearly evident that the law is, 
inadequate and should be revised to provide either a butter 
fat standard for specific grades, or a provision obliging dealers 
to give the butter fat content upon the package, thereby 
eliminating the chances for practising deception in its sale. 
When dealers can thus legally vary the commercial value of 
their product for competitive purposes and when this variance 
in fat content is downward, as it usually is, the consumer is 
the ultimate loser. 


Chemical Examination. 


The chemical records for the past year are extremely satis- . 
factory. I have made a cémparison with the records of other 
cities and find our local supply far better in quality than the 
average. The number of samples found low in both butter 
fat and solids, and those in either fat or solids alone, have little 
bearing upon the commercial quality of the supply, for natu- 
rally more samples were taken from those dealers whose milk 
was running low. I found it necessary to bring but two dealers 
before the Court, both of whom were given preliminary hear- 
ings. One dealer made an explanation to the Court showing 
that his bottling machine was responsible for the trouble and 
it-was thought best to defer action, while the other dealer 
was tried, convicted and fined, as he had paid no attention 
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to the notices demanding corrections sent him from this 
office. In all other cases of violation, dealers made such 
prompt corrections as not to warrant prosecution. 


Bacterial Examination. 

As recommended last year, many more bacterial samples 
have been examined than in 1914. Not only did this give 
a better basis for publishing the results, but it kept me in 
closer touch with sanitary conditions requiring attention. 
There were fewer of the samples reported from the Bacterio- 
logical Laboratory as containing pus or streptococci than last 
year. These cases were subjected to special investigations 
in co-operation with the Inspector of Animals, and resulted 
in the elimination of nine cows and the quarantine of six 
others until subsequent samples proved satisfactory. In this 
connection, there were four herds tuberculin-tested. 


Dairies. 


More attention has been given during the past year to the 
physical condition of cattle upon contributing dairies. I 
have had a veterinary examination of every herd where milch 
cows showed any suspicion of disease. Dr. C. W. Delano, 
Veterinary Inspector of the Department, has done much 
additional work on this matter, making such examinations 
as I thought necessary on Massachusetts-New Hampshire 


dairies. In cases where even one diseased cow was found, 


the tuberculin test was applied to the entire herd. In order 
that the farmers might receive partial remuneration for the 
reacting animals destroyed, I had the Massachusetts-New 
Hampshire officials make the test. In the case of the Vermont 
dairies I insisted upon such work being done and certificates 
issued by the state officials. A total of twenty-eight cows 
were eliminated from contributing herds through this action. 
For other work of this nature, I refer to the report of the 
Inspector of Animals. 

The quarantine of cattle in Massachusetts because of the 
foot and mouth disease was not lifted until July first of this 
year, and although both Dr. Delano and myself as special 
state agents made the most urgent inspections upon dairies 
contributing to the Brookline supply, it was not practicable 
to exercise the usual supervision. This left but six months 
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in which to do the year’s work; thus the provisions of Chapter 
744 of the Acts of 1914 were practically inoperative until 
after the quarantine had been lifted. Because of these con- 
ditions, I could not allow the dairymen as much time as some 
of them desired to make the sanitary corrections in those 
cases where such corrections were essential. 

Brookline has for years under its own regulations exercised 
the same supervision over its contributing dairies as the new 
law provides, the only difference being that milk from a dairy 
excluded by Brookline could still be legally sold in any other 
municipality. Chapter 744 provides, by a system of permits, 
that Boards of Health shall have control of the production 
of all milk sold in their municipalities, and further provides 
that when an agent of a Board of Health excludes a supply 
from a dairy it is unlawful for the producer to sell or a dealer 
to purchase such milk until the restrictions have been released. 
In view of this, great care has been taken and frequent inspec- 
tions made in order to prevent injustice being done the pro- 
ducers. Although I have been accused in certain cases of 
too stringently enforcing the regulations, I have made repeated 
visits and tried in every way to have the defects corrected 
before cutting off a supply or revoking a permit, except in a 
few instances where conditions were so hopelessly unsanitary 
as to warrant immediate exclusion of the milk. It should be 
understood that if the new law had been too rigidly applied, 
many dairymen would have been put out of business, with the 
consequent discouragement to production and injury to the 
industry in the New England states. Thus the work during 
the past year has been extremely hard, and I may add, in many 
cases very unpleasant. These conditions have been respon- 
sible for a considerable increase in the cost of dairy inspection, 
which matter I have explained to the Board in connection 
with the estimate of the yearly expenses. The method and 
disposition of the dairyman, as well as his equipment, must 
always be taken into consideration, and I have insisted upon 
such corrections in individual cases as would improve con- 
ditions in preference to applying set rules and regulations. 
This method requires considerable explanation, but I have 
found it most productive in obtaining results. It has been my 
experience, and leading experts agree, that in the matter of 
the sanitary production of milk fully ninety per cent is the 
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dairyman himself, and where careless methods are shown I 
have found it to be good judgment to insist that an up-to-date 
equipment be provided to offset the slackness of the pro- 
ducer, and because of this my scorings and decisions in many 
instances have resulted in unmerited criticism. 

Many of our milk and cream dealers deliver in Boston, 
while a few sell also in Newton. Both of these cities en- 
force very stringent regulations covering the production of 
milk and cream. Through co-operation with their milk 
inspection officials it has been possible to eliminate a great 
deal of duplication, thereby effecting a saving in money and 
effort and admitting of more concentration upon those supplies 
which require more constant supervision, besides allowing 
time for the solving of new problems. It may be of interest 
to give a few examples of this co-operation. In the case of 
a cream supply from New Hampshire supplying both Boston 
and Brookline, the inspectors of Boston made the first scorings 
and ordered sanitary corrections upon the dairies which 
were found deficient. I then made the second inspection of 
the deficient ones, following them up until they had made 
the corrections called for, and reporting to Boston. It was 
found necessary to exclude but one dairy. In the case of 
a large milk dealer who supplied Newton and Brookline from 
dairies in the same district, the Newton agent made the first 
detailed inspection of the Brookline dairies along with his 
own and sent the scorings to me. I followed up those which 
were deficient, made the train and receiving station inspec- 
tions, and sent a report of the Newton dairies to the Newton 
agent. In cases where dealers sold too small a portion of 
their supplies in Brookline to warrant having the supply 
handled separately, the official in the municipality where the 
larger part was sold exercised supervision over the dealer’s 
entire supply, while I did the same where conditions were 
reversed. 

Although it may be true that some of the cities and towns 
of the metropolitan district exercise little or no supervision 
over the production of their supplies, it is nevertheless possible 
that a plan will be worked out during the coming year so that 
all dairies contributing to the supply of the district will come 
under competent supervision. This would also eliminate 
duplication. 
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Referring to the dairies excluded, only four made sufficient 
corrections to warrant the issuing of new permits; four went 
out of business entirely, three are now turning their product 
into butter and the remaining two have not as yet been 
reported upon. Those rejected were mostly cases where dealers 
submitted lists for examination and took on only the ones which 
scored the highest, although a few, while not meeting our 
requirements, held permits from Boards of Health whose 
regulations were less stringent, and consequently it would have 
been unjust to exclude their milk from sale in Massachusetts, 
thereby practically putting them out of business. Those 
discontinued included cases wherein the dealer in order to 
obtain a higher fat content, or to get dairies nearer to shipping 
stations made changes; these have no bearings upon sanitary 
conditions. 


Pasteurization. 


It must be admitted that the proper pasteurization of milk 
and cream is the only adequate protection against the trans- 
mission of disease, but it does not, by any means, render it 
immune from reinfection through conditions which may arise 
after it has been heated. Consumers should not rely wholly 
upon the fact that a supply is pasteurized, for our records 
show that some pasteurized supplies average a higher bacterial 
content than many of raw milk. There is every evidence to 
show that some of the large dealers, while going to great 
lengths in advocating the use of pasteurized milk, will at times 
use supplies that, although from approved dairies, have been 
so exposed as to render them unsaleable as a raw product. 
After such milk has been pasteurized, exposure will cause 
such a rapid multiplication of bacteria as to render it unfit 
for consumption. We can exclude milk and cream from 
unsanitary dairies, but as much of our pasteurized milk comes 
from a considerable distance it is a very hard problem to 
insure its proper care while in transit. There are many factors 
to be guarded against after it has left the producer’s hands — 
lack of ice and improper packing on trains; exposure at receiv- 
ing stations, and various delays in transit, unloading, and 
pasteurizing. It is apparent, therefore, that much of the 
pasteurized milk requires as constant inspection as the raw 
product. 
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The ideal milk supply would be that from nearby dairies, 
because the milk is fresher, good in flavor and rich in fat, and 
the dairies are more easily supervised; provided that im- 
mediate pasteurization when necessary were possible. The 
milk is invariably sold directly by the producer or by small 
dealers who cannot afford to install pasteurizing plants. Such 
milk is produced under more stringent inspection laws, and 
the cost of production is greater than in other states with 
whose products it has to compete. The demand for such 
nearby milk, even at a higher price, would cause a sharp increase 
in its production and further the conservation of a supply 
which is in every way most desirable. 

Those of us who have had to do with the problems affecting 
both the raw and pasteurized supplies, realize that their solu- 
tion is in municipal pasteurization, which we believe will come 
in the near future. I therefore renew my recommendation 
of last year, that the Board consider the advisibility of estab- 
lishing such a plant. I have given considerable attention 
during the year to looking up modern pasteurizing plants and 
such information is available should the Board desire it. The 
infant mortality rate in New York City has been reduced 
from 125.6 to 97 per thousand since the Health Department 
assumed supervision of the pasteurizing of all supplies which 
do not maintain a satisfactory bacterial content. Is it not 
therefore evident that even from a purely business standpoint 
such an investment by our town would result in more health 
conservation than any other? 


Disease. 


Early in August a case of typhoid fever developed upon a 
nearby dairy supplying an adjoining city. The dairy was so 
close to those supplying Brookline that I deemed it advisable 
to co-operate in protecting the milk supply in that particular 
section. During the investigation, all water supplies in the 
district were tested, one pond was ordered fenced off, and 
several old wells filled in, as it was thought that the infection 
was caused by the water supply from one or more of those 
eliminated. During the early fall, rumors of typhoid in the 
dairy district supplying Brookline were responsible for inves- 
tigation in Vermont and New Hampshire. While no cases 
were found upon dairies supplying Brookline, the work was 
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nevertheless of the greatest value. Not only did it show the 
producers how closely we could watch the supply in the coun- 
try, but it demonstrated to my own satisfaction the desirability 
of having the dealers centralize their supplies to one or two 
stations. Early in November, three cases of typhoid were 
traced directly to a certain nearby milk supply. Dr. Denny, 
the Medical Agent, and I immediately made an investigation. 
Blood specimens were taken from members of the dealer’s 
family and his employees. That from one of the men who 
worked about the milk room proved positive. He was re- 
moved from the premises at once and the Board of Health 
in whose city the dairy was located was notified. As they 
got a negative result from the second blood specimen, we 
insisted upon a further examination. This caused a very 
unpleasant attitude on the part of the dealer, but rather than 
cancel his license we agreed to have the State Department of 
Health pass upon the matter, with the result that Dr. Denny’s 
examination was confirmed. The man was permanently 
excluded from the premises and his case is being carefully 
followed up by the Board of Health of his city, in order that 
he may be prevented from handling food or milk supplies 
until negative tests can be obtained. 

Some anxiety was felt during the month of September, when 
it was found that the child of a milk-room employee, upon 
one of our large, high grade dairies distributing their own 
milk, was taken ill with scarlet fever. Through co-operation 
with the Board of Health in whose town the dairy was located, 
such prompt and stringent action was taken that not a case 
appeared among the customers. 

Much additional work of a preventative nature has been 
done, including examining water supplies and excluding those 
found to be contaminated; requiring the medical examination 
of milk-room and dairy employees; tracing the causes of con- 
tagious diseases occurring in the dairy districts; investigating 
the illnesses of persons connected with contributing dairies, 
and various other important work that took much time but 
shows little tangible results. 


Foodstuffs. 


Early in the year, Boston health officials discovered that 
at least one concern was using a powder composed principally 
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of sulphate of calcium in the manufacture of bread sold in 
that city. I immediately made an investigation of Brookline’s 
supply, which was extended to include crackers and pastry. 
All samples submitted to our chemist were reported free from 
adulterations. I was satisfied that the use of this powder 
in bread was not deleterious to health, but on the contrary, 
was composed of the “‘grits’’ which are necessary to the human 
body. Nevertheless, because of the apparent fact that it 
made the loaf larger and heavier by the absorption and reten- 
tion of water without increasing the nutritive value, I was 
firmly convinced that this manner of dispensing grits was far 
too expensive for the poor, unfair to competitors and savored so 
largely of fraud as to not only warrant prohibitive legislation 
but protection against similar concoctions. I therefore did 
all in my power toward having the so-called Curley Pure 
Bread bill enacted. This law, when enforced, absolutely 
assures the purity of our bread supply. 

The few premises in town which are used for the manu- 
facture of food products were given attention in June. Owing 
to the revision of Art. 4 of the Health Regulations, it took 
considerable persuasion to have installed the necessary hot 
water and sanitary equipment required. The work was 
accomplished, however, without recourse to prosecution. 

Prohibiting the sale of mislabeled or adulterated food has 
been done in co-operation with the State Department of Health, 
who made three prosecutions of Brookline dealers, two of whom 
I had repeatedly warned to properly label their cold storage 
products. 

Merchants have been more willing to accept suggestions 
regarding the protection of foodstuffs against contamination 
through flies, dust, and atmospheric conditions. While there 
are a few against whom. prosecutions would not be amiss, 
conditions on the whole have shown marked improvement. 
In the tabulation of foodstuffs examined are included many 
samples which were analyzed upon the complaint of citizens. 
While condemnations include only those articles which were 
destroyed, there were a number of products which I felt 
justified in excluding from sale in Brookline. 

During the summer all restaurants and lunch rooms were 
given especial attention and in cases where they were found 
unsanitary the proprietors were ordered to make necessary 
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corrections. All dirty and dingy walls, ceilings, and cellars 
where foodstuffs were stored, were rewhitened and repainted, 
and I shall see that this is done at least once each year. Fre- 
quent cleansing of ice chests and the proper separation of food 
therein have been insisted upon, adequate covering for garbage 
receptacles provided, and flies eliminated. While some of 
the proprietors were somewhat slow in making the required 
changes, there was but one case which called for a special 
report to the Board ot Selectmen. The proprietor of this 
place was so dilatory and undependable in making the correc- 
tions that I shall ask the Board to revoke the license if the 
premises are again allowed to become unsanitary. 


Laboratory Report. 

Referring to the twenty-seven violations noted of the Pure 
Food Law, six of vinegar were below requirement for acid 
strength, while two contained less than the required amount 
of apple solids. Out of nine samples of ammonia examined, 
only one was up to the United States Pharmacopeeia standard 
of 10% of ammonia gas. The others varied from 1.6% to 
7.4%. This illustrates how little the selling price has to do 
with the actual commercial value. Eight samples of hydrogen 
peroxide were from .02 to .43 below standard. One sample 
of iodine tincture and two of sweet spirits of nitre were slightly 
low, but this is almost unavoidable and indicates no question- 
able practices. 

There were many interesting facts reported by the chemist 
which cannot be classed as violations, but are sufficiently 
deceptive or injurious to warrant supervision and publicity. 
Of these, certain brands of raisins and currants showed evi- 
dence of having been cured by the aid of sulphur fumes, while 
some extracts, although properly labeled, were inferior in. 
quality. There were also several miscellaneous drugs where 
the form of label was not illegal, but very misleading. These 
matters will all receive proper attention, but I would impress 
upon consumers the necessity of reading the labels upon all 
articles of foodstuffs or drugs which are susceptible to adultera- 
tion. Information regarding the brands of foods and drugs 
which are not fully up to the standard may be had at this 
office. 

In all cases of violation notices have been sent and further 
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infraction will be referred to the State Department of Health 
for prosecution. 

In comparing last year’s records with those of this year, 
it is interesting to note that the articles found in violation 
in the former were corrected this year, which indicates the 
value and necessity of supervision. 


Conclusion. 

I again call attention to the need of more office space and 
trust that your Board will soon give this matter consideration. 

I feel that this has been a decidedly successful and pro- 
gressive year. In large measures, this has been due to the 
co-operation of my assistants, and I wish especially to men- 
tion the conscientious service of Mr. William Coughlin, who 
has charge of many details of the work. Considering the 
storms of protest and displeasure which have arisen over the 
cutting off of dairy supplies, the revoking and refusing of 
permits and licenses, and restrictions in various instances 
which I have found it necessary to make, I have never been 
requested by your Board to reverse any decision, and because 
of this evident confidence, I am not only grateful but en- 
couraged in my efforts to procure and maintain the purity 
of our milk and food supplies. 

Upon succeeding pages will be found tabulations showing 
the bacterial and the average fat content of samples taken 
and the average dairy scoring of each dealer’s supply.

A general inspection of all neat cattle, sheep, swine and 
goats was made at the request of the Commissioner of Animal 
Industry early in the year. The condition of animals and 
premises at that time was found to be satisfactory except 
in a few instances and these were later found to have been 
corrected as suggested. 


Contagious Diseases. 


During the past year there have been no cases of tuber- 
culosis in domestic animals in the town. Only a few cases 
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of other contagious diseases have appeared, and these were 
immediately destroyed and the premises thoroughly dis- 
infected. 

An outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease occurred in the Com- 
monwealth early in the year, necessitating a quarantine on 
all farm animals within the state This quarantine caused 
live stock owners much inconvenience and loss, but this was 
small in comparison with the much greater loss sustained by 
those who had the disease to contend with. The disease was 
not only prevented from appearing in the town but also from 
occurring in any of the contributing dairies, by the strict 
enforcement of quarantine regulations. 


Dairy Inspection. 

I have made such examinations of dairy herds as have been 
requested by the Inspector of Milk, and have enforced per- 
manent sanitary corrections in dairies contributing to the 
Brookline supply, as provided by Chapter 381, Acts of 1911. 
In addition to the fifteen tubercular cows destroyed, many 


animals were quarantined temporarily for diseases affecting 
the milk. 


Meat Inspection. 

I have also made such examinations of carcasses, dressed 
fowl, fish, etc., as were requested by the Inspector of Provi- 
sions. Although but one condemnation was necessary, I feel 
that this work is important, as it prevents dealers from offering 
for sale questionable meat and fish products. 

In conclusion I desire to express my appreciation of the 
facilities afforded me by your Board the past year and the 
hearty co-operation of the department officials and others 
who have so materially assisted in making the work effective.

The improvements in the cemetery grounds for which ap- 
propriations of $1,000 were made the last two years, have 
progressed satisfactorily and will make available for sale a 
considerable area of the gounds, which, when sold, will bring 
a large revenue. A careful estimate to complete this work, 
including filling, loam, manure, seeds and labor, shows that 
an appropriation of $2,000 is required, and this Board respect- 
fully recommends such appropriation. 


WALNUT HILLS CEMETERY are 


The Old Brookline Cemetery on Walnut Street, estab- 
lished by the town two hundred years ago, was placed under 
the care of this Board in 1902. Since then, the old wooden 
fence along the side and rear of these grounds has been patched 
and repaired from time to time, but has now become so 
dilapidated that it does not seem economical to try to main- 
tain it longer. The Trustees, therefore, recommend an appro- 
priation for the construction of a fence or wall of a more 
permanent character, and estimate $500 for this purpose. 

For the care of the grounds of the Old Brookline Cemetery 
for the coming year, the Trustees recommend the usual 
annual appropriation of $250.

The Almshouse. 


The almshouse has been in charge of Mr. and Mrs. L. D. 
Perkins, who were appointed in May, 1918, and the manage- 
ment of the institution has been, as formerly, entirely satis- 
factory. The number of inmates at present, twenty-two, 
is less than at the same time last year, but the average daily 
attendance has been larger, and during the entire year a large 
number of persons, thirty-nine, have been cared for either 
continuously or for short periods. 

Of those now in the almshouse five are women. There 
have been three deaths and fourteen persons have been dis- 
charged. A young woman with a baby who has been here 
for more than a year has just left, hoping to find a position 
where she can support herself and the child. 

The new dormitory has proved a most satisfactory and 
important improvement, for without the additional space it 
would have been impossible to accommodate the large num- 
ber of men who have applied for care and shelter. Another 
very useful addition to the men’s department is a sitting 
room and workshop fitted up in one of the buildings formerly 
used for a contagious hospital. This had to be removed 
to make room for the new Tuberculosis Hospital and is now 
placed near the almshouse where it can be used and enjoyed 
by the inmates. 

The expense for maintaining the almshouse is about one 
thousand dollars less than last year, owing in great part to 
the fact that the item for interior repairs has been very small. 
For the coming year an improvement in the heating system 
is contemplated by which heat will be furnished the hospitals 
and almshouse from a central heating plant. 
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Mr. Perkins is constantly improving and developing the 
farm and garden and in that way is able to furnish employ- 
ment for the men and also to add materially to products for 
the table. These include pork, poultry, eggs, fruit and vege- 
tables. 


Outdoor Relief. 


The amount expended for outdoor relief is still increasing 
and for this reason it was necessary at the last town-meeting 
to ask for an additional appropriation of one thousand dollars 
to meet the unexpected demands of the year. Fifty-three 
persons have been aided at an expense of $3,601.00, a few 
hundred dollars more than for the same class last year. But 
it is in the class of mothers with dependent children, Chapter 
763, Acts of 1913, where the largest increase is found, both 
in the number of families aided and the amount expended. 

Last year twenty-eight mothers received such aid and this 
year thirty-seven, with the amount expended increased from 
$4,850.00 to $7,424.00. Of these mothers twenty-eight are’ 
living in Brookline, and of these, twenty-two have a Brookline 
settlement. Of the others, nine in number, we can have little 
control as they are under the supervision of the authorities 
of the place where they live and the town of Brookline is 
merely called upon to make the required reimbursement. 
It would seem that all families requiring aid of this sort must 
by this time have made application and that in future the 
number would not increase materially. 

It is still too early to form a definite opinion of the success 
of the form of aid in question, but as in some cases better 
conditions are observed, those members of the Board most 
closely in touch with such families are hopeful that improve- 
ment will grow more pronounced as time goes on. 


Sick. 


This year thirty-seven persons have been aided on account 
of sickness only, as compared with forty-nine last year. 


Children. 
There are six children at present in the care of the town. 


Of these two are living in institutions. The other four are 
boarded out in families.

REPORT. 


The Planning Board respectfully submits to the town its 
second annual report, covering the year ending December 31, 
1915. 

During the first part of the year the question of proposing 
certain changes in the building law applicable to the Corey 
Hill district, which was pending, was given further considera- 
tion. The matter was finally dropped and the Board voted 
instead to insert an article in the warrant amending the build- 
ing law to prevent the erection of third-class apartment or 
tenement houses in the town. The Board then took an active 
part in the revision of that portion of the building law relating 
to third-class or wooden frame tenement houses. At the 
Annual Town-Meeting the Board submitted a report recom- 
mending the adoption of an amendment prohibiting the erec- 
tion of additional houses of this type, with a dissenting report 
by one member of the Board. The matter was referred back 
to the Board for further consideration, a public hearing was 
held in May, and supplementary reports were submitted to 
the Town-Meeting of May, 1915, which adopted the amend- 
ment as recommended, thus requiring any building thereafter 
erected for or converted into a dwelling for three or more 
families to be of first or second-class construction, that is to 
say, with incombustible exterior walls. 

Several conferences were held with the School Committee 
in connection with the proposed improvements for the High 
School. 

The Selectmen have asked the Board to report upon plans 
for the laying out of streets in the area bounded by Boylston 
Street, Eliot Street, and the Heath School grounds, a locality 
occupied by a number of wooden buildings housing from one 
to three families each, and now reached only by narrow and 
steep private ways open only at one end; and also to suggest 
plans for the treatment of the triangle at the corner of Cypress 
and Walnut Streets. Both of these matters are still under 
consideration. 
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Some study has been given to the improvement of Village 
Square and especially of the approaches from Huntington 
Avenue and Brookline Avenue; and in November a circular 
was sent out requesting suggestions for the improvement of 
this easterly entrance to the town. A copy is attached to 
this report as Appendix A. At the end of the year sugges- 
tions were still being received, and the matter is receiving 
active study. 

A start has been made in the investigation “‘with respect 
to conditions which may be injurious to the public health or 
otherwise injurious in and about rented dwellings.”’ A filing 
card has been worked out incorporating with the data now 
required and secured by the Tenement House Inspector con- 
siderable additional data which will furnish a valuable and 
reasonably comprehensive survey of present conditions 
relating to rented dwellings. Arrangements have been made 
to secure these additional data in connection with the work 
of the Tenement House Inspector; and this work will be 
started immediately. A reproduction of the filing card is 
attached to this report as Appendix B. 

The Board has from time to time given considerable study 
to the question of metropolitan thoroughfares as they affect 
the town of Brookline. No definite recommendations have 
yet been made, but the Board has prepared a diagrammatic 
plan showing certain tentative routes for future thoroughfares. 
The matter is not a local one, however. It is a problem in 
which Boston and the towns to the west and southwest of 
Brookline are also concerned, and as such should be deter- 
mined in co-operation by the several communities of the 
Metropolitan District which are or will be in any way affected. 
To this end the Board is sending copies of the thoroughfare 
diagram to the Planning Boards of Boston, Newton, Needham, 
and Dedham, requesting their consideration and co-operation. 
Copies of the diagram and the accompanying letter are at- 
tached to this report as Appendix C. 

Study has also been given to several street extensions and 
connections with the idea of improving the system of primary 
and secondary thoroughfares within the town, but the Board 
is not yet prepared to submit a general plan for public dis- 
cussion. 
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Building Lines. 

The Board wishes to urge upon the town the importance 
of bringing about the establishment of building lines along 
a great many of the streets of the town which are not now 
thus protected against the erection of buildings out to the 
street line. The town is already well started on that stage 
of development when traffic begins to crowd the narrower 
thoroughfares and when individual dwelling houses set well 
back from the street tend to be replaced by apartment houses 
and other buildings erected on or near the street line. Almost 
every year now sees more numerous and more costly buildings 
erected close to the side lines of streets which are liable to 
prove too narrow for the traffic of the future; and every 
season sees new inroads upon the established character of 
many residential streets through disregard of the customary 
setback which has hitherto maintained a margin of cheerful 
green between the buildings and the sidewalk. 

A third and special difficulty is arising from the erection 
of buildings on or near the street line at corners in such a man- 
ner as to obstruct the view of approaching vehicles. Even 
where a street is likely never to carry much traffic and where 
any general increase of street width would be wholly without 
justification, perhaps especially in such cases, we must reckon 
with the probability of an occasional automobile coming out 
of the street unexpectedly at an excessive speed. Except at 
such obstructed corners it is tolerably safe, and almost every- 
where it is customary, for automobiles to operate at rates of 
speed which become very dangerous at these points. It is 
a general condition imposed by the revolutionary change 
in character of street traffic produced by automobiles that the 
corners of practically every street of moderate width should 
be free from obstruction for a considerable distance back from 
the curb line, a distance very much greater than is needed 
for the mere accommodation of pedestrians on the sidewalk. 
The junctions of Harvard and School Streets, Park and 
Washington Streets, Sumner Road and Boylston Street, 
Davis Avenue and Cypress Street, St. Paul Street and Long- 
wood Avenue, may be cited as examples of corners now un- 
desirably dangerous. The junctions of Marion and Harvard 
Streets, Walnut and Cypress Streets, Aspinwall Avenue and 
Kent Street, are corners which may readily become dangerous 
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if not protected. There are scores or hundreds of corners, 
at present free from obstructions, which would become exces- 
sively dangerous if the owners of the corner lots were to exer- 
cise their present right to build out to the street line. The 
Board is making an examination of all these corners and 
expects, upon the completion of its examination, to submit 
rather wholesale recommendations for the establishment of 
corner building lines. 

The recommendation of building lines along streets which 
are likely to become sufficiently important as thoroughfares 
to require widening at some time in the future depends upon 
the further advancement of the studies which the Board is 
making for a general system of future thoroughfares for the 
town. But as a fairly obvious case Boylston Street may be 
cited. The town has widened portions of Boylston Street 
to eighty feet or over, and through Newton the same thorough- 
fare has been widened to ninety feet; but some stretches of 
Boylston Street are only sixty feet wide, and another con- 
siderable part is seventy. The need of actually widening 
these narrower portions is probably remote, but clearly the 
town ought to guard against the erection of costly and per- 
manent buildings any closer together than eighty feet at the 
least along this great metropolitan thoroughfare. 

It is the expectation of the Board to submit to the Selectmen 
plans and recommendations for building lines along a number 
of thoroughfares. 

In the case of building lines established for the sake of 
safety at corners and for the sake of simplifying a more or less 
definitely expected, even though remote, future widening 
for traffic purposes, the main benefit is to the public at large, 
and the town must very properly pay suitable damages to the 
owners of the lots affected by the building lines. In most 
cases there would be no interference with the present use of 
the land or any immediately prospective use, and the damages 
would be very much less than would result from an actual 
taking of land for street purposes. 

There is a large class of cases in Brookline where the estab- 
lishment of building lines is to be desired in the interest of the 
owners of the abutting property quite as much as in the in- 
terest of the town. On a street like Beacon Street there is 
of course no need to provide for a widening for traffic pur- 
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poses, but if the building setback remains purely voluntary 
the present character of the street will be destroyed at an 
increasingly rapid rate by the projection of one-story stores 
and new apartment houses forward to cover the space between 
the present voluntary building line and the legal street line. 
Most of the buildings, except for the stores at Coolidge Corner 
and Washington Square, have until recently been set back 
15 or 20 feet from the property line, giving the sides of the 
street a generous, dignified appearance in keeping with its 
general layout Recently, however, several builders have 
refused to do their share toward maintaining this quality in 
the street, although realizing upon the value which its existence 
at the expense of others has helped to give to their own 
properties, and the new buildings have crowded forward to 
the street line. A start has already been made in checking 
this movement by establishing building setbacks from St. 
Mary’s Street to Hawes Street. But this is only a beginning. 
Lines should be established throughout the greater part of 
the street. 

The case is not very different with purely minor residential 
streets — streets that will never require widening and will 
seldom if ever be affected by the stimulus of a business develop- 
ment. Until recently the houses have, practically without 
exception, been set well back from the street, leaving generous 
front yards with trees and shrubs and lawns, all to the great 
enhancement of the individual property and of the whole street 
seene as well. But now even on these local streets apartment 
houses three, four, and five stories high are creeping in at the 
street corners and between the older houses, crowding out 
the lawns and trees, blanketing adjacent dwellings, and pointing 
toward the reduction of a once dignified and beautiful street 
scene to a glaring alley between high brick walls. Without 
raising any question as to the economic justification of the 
apartment houses in many such localities, it is safe to say that 
except where lots are abnormally shallow there is no economic 
necessity for building completely out to the street line, even 
with apartment houses; and that if they were all kept back a 
reasonable distance so as to permit the maintenance of a green 
dooryard in front of them and the permanent growth of trees 
in the sidewalk space, the total value of all the property on the 
street would be higher, even if it came to be occupied entirely 
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by apartment houses, than if reduced to the commonplace 
condition of a bare, narrow-looking city street. And during 
the many years while existing private dwellings are destined 
to share such streets with a few apartment houses, the value 
of the former will be maintained at a much higher point, 
whether considered commercially or from the personal point 
of view of the occupants, if the sporadic incoming apartment 
houses are required to keep back from the street line. 

Where considerations of this sort predominate, it is some- 
times possible to get all the abutters to agree to the establish- 
ment of a building line with a waiver of damages; but too 
frequently one or more will look upon the proposition as an 
opportunity to mulct their neighbors or the town by asking 
to be bought off at a substantial price. The Selectmen, in 
order to protect the town from what may be regarded as 
potential blackmail of that sort, have taken the position that 
the town cannot afford to establish building lines in such 
cases unless the abutters agree to waive damages. The policy 
is a reasonable one, but in the meantime the town is tending 
to deteriorate for lack of the general establishment of building 
lines to meet such cases. This unfortunate situation of the 
town appears to be due very largely to the ineffectiveness 
of the existing legal mechanism for determining betterments 
and damages in condemnation cases, and it is to be hoped that 
the simplification and improvement of the existing laws upon 
this subject reported to the Legislature by the special Com- 
mission created by the Legislature of 1914 will be enacted 
and will enable the town to deal effectively, equitably, and 
economically with this aspect of the building-line problem. 
Pending action on this important point by the Legislature, 
the Board is not disposed to recommend an active campaign 
for the establishment of building lines except upon thorough- 
fares and at street corners liable to become dangerous by 
obstruction. 

The statement designated ‘‘Appendix D”’ is of interest as 
indicating in a general way the extent to which the Building 
Law has been used in Brookline since its acceptance in 1896. 
Between 1898 and January 1st, 1916, the law has been applied to 
twenty-one streets and a total frontage of 33,303.63 lineal feet.

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only anominal award. An easement for building lines has been 
taken from one hundred and eight property owners and of 
this number ninety received either no award or merely a nomi- 
nal award for damages. The total cost to the town of build- 
ing lines on the twenty-one streets has been $1,687.00. The 
total area restricted has been 315,709.9 square feet, making 
the average cost to the town for building restriction for all 
building lines about one-half cent per square foot. There is 
but one outstanding suit for damages for establishment of 
building lines and no suit for such damages has ever been 
brought to trial.

The Town Planning Board invites suggestions in writing 
upon any subject within its province to consider and make 
recommendations therefrom. 

The duty of planning boards as defined in the act instituting 
such boards (Chapter 494 of the Acts of 1918) is “‘to make care- 
ful studies of the resources, possibilities and needs of the city 
or town, particularly with reference to conditions which may be 
injurious to public health or otherwise injurious in and about 
rented dwellings, to make plans for the development of the 
municipalities, with special reference to the proper housing of 
its people.’’ A comprehensive definition of city and town plan- 
ning is given by Nelson P. Lewis: 

“City Planning 1s simply the exercise of such foresight as will, 
bermit the orderly and sightly development of a city and its environs 
along rational lines, with proper regard for health, amenity and 
convenience, and also for commercial and industrial advancement.” 

The Board welcomes suggestions as to proposed streets, 
public places, parks, civic centers, improvements in building 
laws, housing or any other matters tending to improve con- 
ditions affecting public welfare or convenience. 

The Planning Board is at present considering improvements 
in the easterly approach to the town and Village Square. 
A reproduction of plan showing the present conditions in 
this part of the town accompanies this letter and the Board 
requests suggestions either in writing or by drawings, which 
should be concise and definite, with the name and address of 
the person making the suggestion, and should be received not 
later than January 1, 1916. 

The suggestions must be offered unconditionally for use and 
-with no obligation on the part of the Planning Board to use or 
pay for any of them. After consideration they will be returned 
if so requested.

LETTER AND DIAGRAM OF MAIN 
THOROUGHFARES. 





Draft of Letter to be Sent to the Planning Boards of Boston, 
Newton, Needham and Dedham. 


Gentlemen: — The Planning Board of Brookline has given 
considerable study to the question of main thoroughfares, 
and has prepared a diagrammatic plan showing the routes of 
certain radial metropolitan thoroughfares, both existing and 
proposed, traversing the Brookline district. As this problem 
is one of interest not only to Brookline but to other towns 
and cities in this section of the metropolitan district, the 
Planning Board takes pleasure in submitting for your con- 
sideration the accompanying diagram and an annotated copy 
of the Boston quadrangle of the U.S. G. S. topographic map. 
At a later date a diagram indicating certain suggestions in 
regard to cross-town thoroughfares will be submitted. 

To the south of Boylston Street, where it runs through the 
middle of Brookline, there is a hilly region traversed only by 
narrow and crooked roads and extending as far as the valley 
in which lie the Dedham Branch Railroad and the settlements 
of Roslindale and West Roxbury. This valley has outlet 
across the Charles River by the newly widened Spring Street. 
From Spring Street in West Roxbury to Boylston Street and 
Needham Street in Newton Highlands, a width of three and 
one-half miles, there is no radial thoroughfare of metropolitan 
importance, and moreover none of the existing streets are so 
located as to make possible the creation of such thoroughfares 
on suitable lines and grades by the process of widening and 
other local improvements. It is doubtless for this reason 
that open rural conditions are to be found in this wedge of 
country extending closer in toward the metropolitan center 
than in any other quarter. The proximity of this unspoiled 
country is greatly enjoyed by many of the citizens of Brook- 
line, and the Planning Board would be in no haste to change 
these conditions; but it is obvious that sooner or later this 
sector of the metropolitan district will cease to be rural and 
must be provided with radial thoroughfares. It would seem 
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to be the duty of the Planning Boards of Brookline, Newton, 
Boston, Needham and Dedham to determine upon suitable 
locations for such future thoroughfares and to guard against 
their obstruction during the process of local land developments. 

The diagram shows existing thoroughfares by solid lines 
and proposed routes by broken lines. The existing streets 
are divided into two classes which are indicated by different 
widths of line: (a) streets 80 feet wide or over — that is 
streets which are not likely to require widening for thorough- 
fare purposes — are indicated by broad lines; and (0) streets 
less than eighty feet in width — that is, streets which in all 
probability will sometime require widening — are indicated 
by narrow lines. Proposed thoroughfares are indicated by 
wide broken lines. 

Through this district two principal new thoroughfares are 
suggested. One, and perhaps the most important, would 
branch from Boylston Street near the corner of Eliot Street, 
running thence in a southwesterly direction southeast of 
Single Tree Hill, crossing Hammond Street about eight 
hundred feet north of Newton Street, crossing Newton Street 
at the Brookline Town Line, thence following the general 
valley land in a nearly straight line to the Charles River, 
crossing the river at a point about midway between Ken- 
drick’s bridge and the railroad bridge and then climbing out 
of the river valley on an easy grade and hitting Causeway 
Street in Needham near the railroad bridge. From here 
direct access would be had to the center of Needham; and 
ultimately the new thoroughfare would probably be carried 
through Needham just south of the village and so to Charles 
River Village, Dover, and on to the southwest. 

The other line would start from Perkins Street and Pond 
Avenue at the north end of Jamaica Pond, thence running 
a little south of west across the Sargent estate, crossing 
Cottage Street, following up the side of the valley to the 
southwest, crossing Clyde Street about six hundred feet 
north of Newton Street, crossing a small corner of the Country 
Club property and so to Newton Street. From there a portion 
of Newton Street and Grove Street, widened and straightened, 
would carry the line to South Street, whence the new thorough- 
fare would run directly to Baker Street at a point about eight 
hundred feet north of Mt. Vernon Street. Via Baker Street 
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direct access would be had to Spring Street and so to Dedham; 
and eventually the thoroughfare might be extended from 
Baker Street across Cow Island and the river valley to West- 
wood, Dover, etc. Going in town this thoroughfare would 
branch at Clyde Street, the construction of Lee Street, already 
laid out, giving a fairly direct connection on a good grade 
with Boylston Street. 

While the route first mentioned is probably the more impor- 
tant in the long run, there is perhaps more immediate use for 
the second, and more danger that it will be blocked by the 
multiplication of small local streets and buildings. This 
process is going on steadily in the West Roxbury district 
beyond the southerly corner of Brookline, and at the same 
time there is developing a constantly increasing stream of 
automobile travel through the narrow and very tortuous 
streets between the corner of Baker and Spring Streets and 
the central part of Brookline. 

If sufficient space is kept open for adequate thoroughfares 
on these two lines or some modification thereof, it is probable 
that the future needs of Brookline and of the region beyond 
can be satisfactorily met without other radial throughfares 
of metropolitan importance through Brookline. It is obvious, 
however, that there should be at least a tentative agreement 
as to the routes between Brookline and the other municipali- 
ties directly concerned. It is, therefore, the hope of the Brook- 
line Planning Board to secure your co-operation, and so to 
determine and establish the lines of future thoroughfares before 
the best lines have been blocked by local developments or 
before thoroughfare streets have been constructed in unsatis- 
factory locations in response to local demands.

REPORT. 


Brookline, January 1, 1916. 


The Board of Park Commissioners submits the following 
report of its operations for the year 1915. 

Practically all of the grounds owned by the town within 
its borders are under the care of the Board and they are main- 
tained, or improved, under authority of three separate appro- 
priations, those for ‘‘Maintenance,” ‘Construction’ and 
“Purchase of land under the Playground Act.” 


Maintenance. 

Insect Pests. The excellent work which has been carried 
on in Brookline for several years for the suppression of the 
gypsy moth has greatly reduced the numbers of this insect 
in all parts of the town, and the public grounds are now com- 
paratively free from it. 

The moth has been suppressed but not exterminated; in 
a few years it will probably be as numerous again as it was a 
few years ago if efforts for its control are given up. When 
the gypsy moths were numerous, spraying was the most 
efficacious method of extermination. As the numbers are 
reduced, less spraying is done and more attention given to 
the painting and destruction of the nests in the autumn or 
winter. 

Thanks to natural causes, the browntail moth, although 
it can still be found in the town, is not sufficiently numerous 
to cause much anxiety at the present time. 

The elm tree beetle, which has been so destructive to elm 
trees in Eastern Massachusetts in recent years, has been less 
numerous during the past year, and although the spraying 
of elm trees in the town is still desirable and often necessary, 
this pest is certainly less active than it was a few years ago. 

The leopard moth, which is one of the most destructive 
of all boring insects, appears to be on the increase in Brookline. 
Large numbers of the larve have been found and destroyed 
in the public grounds during the year. 
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The attention of citizens is especially directed to this insect 
and to the importance of destroying the borers wherever 
they are found. At the Public Library, the Librarian has 
collected bulletins which describe this insect and give informa- 
tion for its destruction. 

During the past year the forest caterpillar and the canker 
worm have been numerous in the woodlands under charge 
of the Board. 

Putterham. The cutting of ditches through the lowland 
of Putterham meadows, ordered by the Selectmen several 
years ago, in the belief that the drainage of these meadows 
would reduce the numbers of mosquitoes in that part of the 
town, has resulted in the shrinking and sinking of the soil and 
in the killing or injuring of the trees on these meadows. 

The trees will have to be renewed, and when this is done 
the ground should be replanted with trees able to support 
the changed conditions of the meadows. Some of this work 
has already been done, and it should be gradually extended. 

For several years a few hundred small pine and hemlock 
trees have been planted every spring through the woods on 
the higher parts of this property and this replanting should 
be continued. 

During the year many trees have been pruned, and dead or 
diseased trees removed. ; 

Early in the year a disastrous fire burned over a large area 
in the section adjoining the quarry on Hammond Street, but 
by a fortunate direction of the wind and the active exertions 
of employees of the town, the most valuable wooded section 
was saved. 

Although the origin of the fire was not traced to the sorting 
and burning of paper at the quarry, the Board entered into 
conference with the Health Department and the Superinten- 
dent of Streets to see if some system could not be devised to 
lessen the dangers of fire in this neighborhood; finally a gate 
was erected across the quarry entrance on Hammond Street; 
the dumping of miscellaneous refuse on the grounds was 
stopped and other precautions taken, such as limiting the 
hours for burning of waste and guarding the process with 
watchmen. It is probable that in the near future some more 
comprehensive and less dangerous manner of dealing with this 
important problem of disposal of waste will have to be pro- 
vided. 


PARK DEPARTMENT. 367 


Brookline Field. Owing to the poor turf surface and the 
slowness with which grass roots develop in shallow soil it was 
impossible to open the football gridiron and the baseball 
diamond to the public during the past year. There is no 
greater source of discouragement to those in charge of play- * 
grounds than the length of time which it takes to prepare 
a grass surface for a finished playground. At the urgent 
request of the football team an exception was made in their 
favor and they were allowed to play their match games upon 
the gridiron but not to use the field for practice. The de- 
mands which have already been made for the field lead the 
Board to believe that in the near future it may prove to be in 
regular demand and if rightly managed a source of revenue 
for the town. Under the head of “Construction,” plans of the 
Board concerning the development of the ‘‘Field’’ are further 
considered. 

Appropriations, $31,800. The maintenance appropriation 
requested by the Board, exceeds that of last year by 
$3,900. The sum is larger, principally arising from the 
plan to purchase a motor truck for use in the maintenance 
of public grounds. The further addition of $1,700 is caused 
by the increased playground areas, the cost of labor, vacation 
payments and increased cost of materials used in the work 
of the Department. 

Purchase of Motor Truck, $2,200. Each year the Park 
Department is obliged to hire a number of teams for various 
purposes. During the past year the cost of teams hired 
from private parties was $1,511.83. 

The Board has increased its estimates fom maintenance 
by the amount of $2,200 to allow for the purchase of a motor 
truck. By the use of such a truck much time and expense 
of teaming will be saved. The public grounds are widely 
separated, and under this condition the advantages of a 
motor truck are particularly obvious. If the cost of deprecia- 
tion and repairs and running expenses are considered the 
Board believes that the balance will still be in favor of the 
truck. , 

Enlargement of Brookline Avenue Playground. Acting in 
conjunction with the Selectmen, the Board acquired early in 
May a piece of land owned by the Holtzer-Cabot Co. on 
Pearl Street, containing 16,351 square feet with buildings, 
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for the sum of $12,500. On June 1 the buildings were sold 
at public auction and plans were perfected for the develop- 
ment of the property in the most advantageous manner; 
finally an arrangement was made with the Water Board for 
an exchange of 5,200 square feet of land forming part of their 
pipe yard for an equal area of the new purchase. The effect 
of this exchange was to unite all of the area, gained by pur- 
chase, into one piece of land extending practically along the 
southwesterly boundary of the old playground, thus lengthen- 
ing it about 45)4 feet. 

This important addition enabled the Board to make a re- 
arrangement of the area devoted to Supervised Play; this 
area was separated from the remainder of the playground 
by an eight-foot Pittsburgh wire fence. It now has an area 
of about three-quarters of an acre, being 269 feet long 
by 110 feet wide. A new disposition was also made of the 
apparatus, swings, tilts, merry-go-round, etc.; these were 
erected along the southwesterly boundary, which was pro-. 
tected by a ten-foot chain-link fence, separating the play- 
ground and water works land for a distance of 380 feet. 

The only portion of Brookline Avenue -playground now 
remaining unfenced is 400 feet of the frontage on Brookline 
Avenue. Last year the Board included the estimated cost 
of a fence for this frontage in their list of appropriations. 
It was strongly advocated by the Playground Commission 
as a protection against trespass by the big boys from across 
the line in Roxbury, and has been included in this year’s 
requests under the head of construction. 

Brookline Reservoir — Covered Channel. ‘The open channel 
for the brook parallel to Dudley Street, which drains a large 
area extending to the Country Club has long been a menace 
to the safety of Brookline Reservoir, owing to its small capacity 
and the increase in the freshet flows caused by the develop- 
ments of the town. After several conferences with the Select- 
men, that Board decided it to be necessary to provide a new 
and ample covered channel around the reservoir, practically 
on the old location of the brook. A special appropriation was 
secured from the town for the construction of a new channel 
as planned by the Town Engineer. This great improvement 
was carried out during the past season. 

To facilitate the work, the surface of the reservoir was 
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lowered five feet. As the town could not control the level of 
the reservoir under any distinct arrangement with the city 
of Boston, which now controls the supply, it was determined 
by this Board to take advantage of the new covered channel 
of the brook and make a connection by which the level of the 
water in the reservoir can be maintained at any height. This 
work has been accomplished. A connection was also made with 
the brook channel at its westerly end by which the water of 
the brook may be used to fill the reservoir. 

Other Work. In addition to the ordinary work of maintain- 
ing the public grounds, such as repairing structures, cutting 
the grass, removing ice and snow from schoolhouse yards, 
etc., the maintenance force has done a large amount of work 
in the planting of grounds, removing shubbery, and at times 
in doing work of grading and resetting of playground appara- 
tus which could not be done to advantage by contract. It has 
also erected high fences and manufactured concrete posts 
where this kind of work could be done at a saving to the 
town. 


Construction, 1915, $10,800. 

The total amount appropriated last year for construction 
was $10,800, of which $10,799.84 was expended, leaving a 
balance of $0.16, as shown in the table of appropriations at 
the end of this report. 


New Construction, 1916, $17,700. 

Brookline Field, $5,200. Since the acquisition of this 
important playground, the Board has given much study to the 
question of its proper development and has made many visits 
to the site in consultation with the Town Engineer and others. 
A plan has been prepared by the Town Engineer for the 
ultimate development of the field, looking forward to the time 
when it might be considered fully adapted to the most im- 
portant uses to which it can be devoted. It is not possible, 
however, to foresee future wants accurately and it is desirable 
to begin slowly by doing only that work which is actually 
required. It is desirable, however, to do this work in such a 
way as not to interfere with the future requirements. 

After mature consideration the Board has decided that the 
present high board fence should be rebuilt and that it will be 
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wise to begin with a portion of it where it is almost entirely 
decayed and is blown down with every heavy wind and where 
its position is not likely to be changed. It has accordingly 
included the sum of $2,200 for rebuilding 1,100 feet of the 
fence from the corner of Highland Road and Pond Avenue; 
thence southerly to the grandstand and westerly to Jamaica 
Road. The fence is to be 8 feet in height, supported by con- 
crete posts and faced with kyanized boards. It has been 
generally agreed by all: who have studied the matter that it 
is desirable to separate the proposed enclosed field from the 
remainder of the land by a high fence and that this will leave 
about one-half of the land for other purposes. The enclosed 
field means the running track, baseball diamond and football 
gridiron, with grandstand, bleachers and other accessories. 

As there has for many years been a demand for a play- 
ground for that part of the town, the Board has come to the 
conclusion that this is the next item of importance; in fact, 
the partial sub-grading of such an area was accomplished ~ 
during the past year. This playground naturally occupies 
the space directly behind the grandstand and will be large 
enough to include a small baseball diamond. For the com- 
pletion of the sub-grading and for covering the area with loam, 
the Board asks for the sum of $3,000, which has been estimated 
by the Town Engineer as required for this purpose. 

Sanitaries, Beacon Street and Clark Playgrounds, $5,500. 
For many years the Board has urged the town to build ade- 
quate sanitaries on the principal playgrounds, but without 
success. The absence of such facilities has in some cases 
amounted almost to public scandal. Last year the Lowell 
playground was provided with a wooden building, which is 
filling important wants in that neighborhood. 

At Beacon Street playground there is an absolute necessity 
for sanitary and other conveniences. In the past, several 
buildings have been planned but none accepted by the Com- 
mittee of Thirty. This year the Board has asked the Engineer 
to plan the simplest and the cheapest building that he 
could devise for this playground. The cost is estimated at 
$3,900 and the Board recommends its construction. 

At Clark playground a smaller building will be appropriate 
and the Engineer has estimated that one can be built for $2,000. 
It does not differ materially from that erected last year on

the Lowell playground. The Board has included that sum in 
its list of appropriations. 

Playground Apparatus, $1,400. The Playground Com- 
mission has asked the Park Commissioners to include in its 
list of appropriations, one for the purchase of playground 
apparatus to be used exclusively by the Playground Depart- 
ment as follows: sand, $75; repairs and painting, $200; base- 
ball apparatus, $250; light apparatus, $150; maintenance and 
erecting, $300; five sand boxes, $300. To these items the Park 
Commissioners have added for tennis nets and miscellaneous 
expenses, $125. Total $1,400. 

Loam at Beacon Street Playground, $500. This appropriation 
is needed to continue the work of grading that portion of this 
playground which settled unevenly, which was begun last 
year. 

Fencing and Gates, $3,800. This appropriation is required 
for the building of iron fences and gates at Brookline Avenue, 
Coolidge, Parsons and Clark playgrounds. This expense has 
been recommended by the Playground Commission. 

School Grounds and Miscellaneous, $1,000. This appro- 
priation is the usual one, made annually to meet any expenses 
in connection with construction that may be required at any 
of the school or other public grounds in the town during the 
coming year. 

Coolidge Corner Branch Library, $300. The trustees of the 
Public Library have, during the past year, acquired a lot of 
land on Harvard Street north of Coolidge Corner for a branch 
library and are arranging for the building of another branch 
library at Chestnut Hill on land under the charge of this Board. 


Under a vote of the town every piece of land owned by the 
town passes at once under the charge of this Board and adds 
to the duties of the maintenance force. Some work of planting 
will be required at the Coolidge Corner Branch Library and an 
item of $300 has been included for planting and improving 
these grounds and putting the stable in suitable condition for 
use by the Park Department. The use of this stable has been 
thoughtfully placed at the disposal of this Board, which will 
use it for storage of tools needed in that part of the town.

REPORT. 


The roadside trees have been pruned and otherwise cared 
for as usual during the past year. Trees have been set out 
’ on new streets and in place of dead trees as occasion required. 
The constantly increasing mileage of town streets makes this 
work greater every year and therefore its annual cost. 

The attention of owners of large tracts of land, who intend 
to develop it, is called to the danger of setting out on new 
streets trees which are not suitable for roadside trees and to 
the additional danger of poor spacing of these trees. It might 
save such owners much trouble and expense if they would 
consult with this Department before setting out any trees. 
Those, too, who are intending to erect buildings should plan 
to place them so as not to interfere with any roadside tree. 

The danger from forest fires in the southerly part of the 
town is increasing constantly at certain times of the year. 
It is due chiefly to carelessness, very rarely to malice. Even 
the possibility of fire, however, makes it necessary to patrol 
the danger area and thereby causes the town considerable 
expense. 

A bird exhibit was held in the Public Library under the 
auspices of this Department and the Brookline Bird Club. 
It was attended by a large number of people, including many 
children. An ornithologist was in attendance during the ex- 
hibition and daily talks to those present were given. It is 
believed the interest in our native birds and their preserva- 
tion was enlivened and increased especially among the children. 

While the bird houses placed throughout the town, and 
especially in the southern part, have been occupied by some 
useful birds, most of them have not. This has been due 
chiefly to squirrels, we are informed by the State Ornitholo- 
gist, who made a careful study of the subject. In spite of 
this difficulty, however, he advises us to continue the policy 
of trying to attract birds in this way. An interesting col- 
lection of stuffed shore birds has been presented to the town 
during the past year by Mr. William L. Sargent of Lexington. 
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This collection is always on exhibition in the office of this 
Department in the Town Hall. Food has been placed for the 
birds as heretofore during the winter months. 

The Committee has asked for an appropriation to enable 
it to set out trees on the streets in that part of the village 
which is between the railroad bridge and the park, in the hope 
that it will enable the Committee to make this entrance to 
the town more attractive. 

For some years the Committee has hoped to start some- 
time a town forest on land belonging to the town around its 
water works in Dedham and West Roxbury, but has been 
deterred by the gypsy moth infestation on this and neigh- 
boring land. Much of this land was covered with oaks which 
were badly infested with gypsy moths. During last winter 
these oaks were cut and sold. 

The Committee now thinks the time has arrived when it 
would be wise to start the proposed forest by planting at 
least twenty acres to white pines every year beginning in 
1916. The cost is estimated not to exceed ten dollars per 
acre. In this way, it is believed, the town might at small 
expense acquire in a very few years a substantial territory 
planted to our most valuable native tree which in time would 
become a source of profit, besides being a protection to the 
town’s property. It would at the same time serve as a bird 
sanctuary, and thus indirectly aid in reducing the number of 
insect pests in the surrounding country. This plan meets 
with the approval of the Water Board.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


January 1, 1916. 


I respectfully submit the annual report of the work done 
and the expense incurred in the Forestry Department for the 
year ending December 31, 1915. 

One hundred and sixty-six roadside trees were planted on 
the more important streets accepted by the town at the last 
annual meeting. 

The work of pruning was begun immediately after spraying 
operations and continued until the latter part of November. 
Twenty-seven miles of roadside trees were carefully pruned, 
and wire guards examined and replaced where necessary. 

Thirty-three roadside trees were removed, ten were dead 
trees, and twenty-three were removed after public hearings 
were held. 

The calls upon the Department for pruning on private 
property is constantly increasing and all requests from citi- 
zens receive prompt attention in their order. Work amount- 
ing to $612.79 was done under this heading, and has been paid 
into the town treasury. 

During the year attention of the gas company was called 
several times to leaking gas mains. One case of serious injury 
resulted at 34 Griggs Road, and the Company paid for the 
cost of removing the tree killed by gas and replacing the hole 
with new material and planting a new tree. 

The woodlands in the south part of the town were patrolled 
during the dry seasons and every precaution was taken to 
prevent forest fires. The number of fires last year were con- 
siderably reduced and I would recommend the continuance 
of this work. The sum of $200 is asked for this purpose. 

There are 350 bird houses in the trees, either on public 
streets or within 100 feet of the street. Careful examination 
of these nesting houses are made three times each year. As 
vet only a small percentage have been occupied by desirable 
birds. During the winter 52 feeding stations are maintained 
throughout the various parts of the town.

Suppression of Insect Pests. 


The work of spraying and creosoting the gypsy and brown- 
tail moths was carried on last year in a vigorous manner. 

The entire town was examined for gypsy moth egg-clusters 
which were creosoted. 

Spraying was done from May 20 to June 15, during which 
time the entire area with the exception of three large estates 
was sprayed. 

The gypsy moth situation is well under control in this 
town. The browntails are more numerous than for three 
years. These nests are now being removed in conjunction 
with the winter work of creosoting. 

The tent caterpillars and canker worm were very prevalent 
last summer. Early spraying of arsenate of lead soon rids 
the trees of these insects. 

More thinning was done last year on the water-works 
land at Cow Bay, Dedham. It will be necessary to. do 
creosoting work and some spraying there this year. 

The leopard moth is still an important enemy to our shade 
trees. The work of removing this larva is a slow and expen- 
sive operation. 
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A second bird exhibit in conjunction with the Brookline 
Bird Club was held last spring at the Public Library. The 
exhibition contained all the devices known for the encourage- 
ment and protection of birds. The attendance, which was 
around 5,000, showed that a large number of citizens are 
interested in this protection work.

REPORT. 


The Brookline Water Board herewith submits its fortieth 
annual report, it being for the fiscal year ending December 
31, 1915. 

As in former years, the reports of the Superintendent of the 
Works ‘and the engineers at the pumping stations, with 
pumping statistics, are appended. 

At the town-meeting held March 4, 1915, Mr. N. U. Walker 
“was re-elected a member of the Board for three years. 

The Board organized with the choice of Nathaniel U. 
Walker as Chairman. Z:. R. Forbes was appointed Registrar 
and Clerk, and F. F. Forbes Superintendent of the Works. 

The extension of street mains during the past year was 
much less than usual, as the greater portion of the new build- 
ings erected were on streets in which water pipes had pre- 
viously been laid. For this reason an unusually large unex- 
pended balance on our extension account has been turned 
back to the town. 

The repairs to the buildings in charge of this department 
have been small. It has been necessary, however, to make 
certain changes at our shop and stable, as the regulations of 
the State Fire Commissioner do not allow horses and auto- 
mobiles to be kept in the same building unless they are sepa- 
rated by fireproof walls. 

A number of plans to relieve this situation were considered, 
among which were the use of the storage building on Pearl 
Street as a stable, the erection of a garage on that portion of 
the stable lot fronting on Brookline Avenue, and the changing 
of the present building. This latter plan, while having cer- 
tain disadvantages, such as inconvenience in washing the 
cars and storage in limited space, was adopted, as it was found 
that a division of the main floor of our present building could 
be made at a much less expense than the other plans con- 
sidered. This change will provide sufficient room for both 
teams and automobiles for some years to come. As the use 
of automobiles increases, as it doubtless will in the future, a 
separate garage should be erected. 
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During the preliminary studies made by the Board of 
Health relative to the erection of the Tuberculosis Hospital, 
the question of utilizing a portion of our high service station 
as a central heating plant for the hospital buildings which 
are near our high service station was brought to the attention 
of this Board. The advantages which would result from this 
arrangement, as stated by the Board of Health, were the 
removal from the immediate vicinity of the hospital buildings 
of the dust and dirt and the noise incidental to handling coal, 
etc., and a considerable saving in the first cost of the establish- 
ment of the plant. It seemed for the best interests of the 
town that such an arrangement should be made, and plans 
covering the necessary changes, agreeable to this Board and 
the Board of Health, were accordingly approved. The hospi- 
tal buildings are now being successfully heated from this 
central plant. The cost of these changes was assumed by the 
Board of Health. 

The Park Commissioners, in making certain improvements 
at the Brookline Avenue playground, requested this Board’ 
to exchange a portion of our pipe yard for an equal amount 
of land fronting on Pearl Street. It was shown that such a 
division of the land would greatly increase the usefulness of 
the playground, and as the storage capacity of our yard 
would remain practically the same, the exchange was made. 


New Filter and Basin. 

At the Annual Town-Meeting the matter of improving the 
water supply of the town, which has been the subject of much 
investigation and study by this Department for several years, 
was considered, and the plans as proposed by this Board 
were adopted, and an appropriation of $200,000 made therefor. 
The general plan adopted for the establishment of a filtration 
system was to construct a covered sand filter of about one 
acre in area; a settling basin having a capacity equivalent 
to one hour’s flow of 400,000 gallons; a clear water basin of 
2,500,000 gallons capacity, and coke tricklers of sufficient 
capacity to supply 10,000,000 gallons daily to the filter beds. 
The plant, after careful investigation, was located on the 
northerly side of the land owned by the town in West Rox- 
bury, it being found that this site was particularly favorable 
on account of its accessibility, and that much of the excava- 
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tion would be in sand and gravel that could be used in con- 
crete work. 

In view of the increasing amount of iron and manganese in 
the supply, work on this project was commenced as soon as 
weather conditions allowed. 

Bids for lumber and Portland cement were solicited and 
opened on April 6, 1915. On April 12 the contracts were 
awarded to G. Fuller & Son for lumber, and to Berry & 
Ferguson for Portland cement, the said parties being the 
lowest bidder in each case. The season was fairly favorable, 
and no effort was spared to complete the main construction 
of the concrete work before it should be stopped by the frost. 
This was accomplished, and when work finally ceased, the 
filters and settling basin, and the clear water reservoir had 
been finished and covered with earth as a protection against 
the severe weather of the coming winter. All the work to 
date has been done by day labor, and as far as practicable by 
citizens of the town. 

The Engineering Department has co-operated with us fully, 
not only in preparing plans, but in furnishing lines and grades 
throughout the entire work of construction. 

The general plan for increasing and improving the water 
supply of the town, as mentioned in our last annual report, 
included the laying of a new force main and driving new 
wells. These extensions have been under consideration during 
the past year, and certain preliminary work in the way of 
securing land adjacent to our present pipe line location in 
West Roxbury has been done, so that there may be no delay 
when the actual work of construction is commenced.

It is the usual custom when preparing annual reports to 
make a brief summary of the more important things which 
have been done, or have happened, and to explain or comment 
on the various tabulations which necessarily form quite a 
part of all municipal reports. With the above idea in view 
the following brief statements are made. 

The Department has been quite fortunate in the care of 
the distributing system, as no leaks have occurred in the 
mains, and only a few in the service pipes. Three hydrants 
were broken by automobiles, but such accidents are beyond 
the control of any department. No repairs of consequence 
have been made on any of the buildings under the control of 
this Department. 

The usual care has been taken of the driven wells, grounds, 
meters, hydrants and other parts of the plant. 

The pumping machinery at both stations has required 
only such repairs as those due to ordinary wear. Detailed 
accounts of the work done at the Low and High Service Sta- 
tions will be found in the respective reports of the engineers. 

The unusual rainfall of the summer months reduced the 
consumption of water for this period considerably, and as a 
consequence 45,618,365 gallons less were used than for the 
preceding year. The rainfall, however, for the entire year 
was below the average. 

The use of automobiles has been more general, and it is 
quite probable that the number of horses can be further re- 
duced in the near future with profit to the Department. 

It will be noticed from the foregoing tabulations that 
very little main pipe was laid, as only two or three petitions 
for street mains were received by the Board. The pipe which 
was purchased last spring is mostly in the pipe yard, and will 
be available for this year’s work. 
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The number of service pipes laid was greater than for any 
other year with one exception since the works were turned 
over to the Water Board. ; 

The most important work of the season was that connected 
with the construction of the new filter. Satisfactory progress 
was made, and it is expected the filter will be in partial use, 
at least, late next fall. After its completion a full report will 
be made describing it in detail. It is quite probable that a 
beginning will be made this year toward increasing the 
supply of water. The new centrifugal pumps for the filter, 
when installed, will draw the water to a much lower level 
than the present pumps can draw it, and this may result in 
a larger yield from the wells. 

The work of a routine nature which should be done when 
spring opens is as follows: 

The High Service standpipe should be painted inside and 
out. Several of the buildings need painting, in part at least. 
A twelve-inch main should be laid in Newton Street, connect- 
ing the Boston High Service with our mains for use in emer- 
gency. Some hydrants should be cut in existing mains where 
many buildings have recently been erected. 

In closing this report, I wish to thank the Engineering 
Department for the hearty co-operation it has given us in all 
matters relating to the engineering work connected with the 
construction of the new filter. Such co-operation is certainly 
for the best interests of the town.

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LOW SERVICE ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


Low Service Pumping Station, 
West Roxbury, Mass., January 1, 1916. 


To the Brookline Water Board: 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to present the fortieth 
annual report of the Engineer for the year ending December 
31, 1915. 

The amount of water pumped during the year was 1,003,- 
815,199 gallons, — 45,413,037 gallons less than last year. 
The pumping time shows an increase of 21 hours and the 
coal consumed for all purposes a decrease of 90 tons. 


Boilers. 
The boilers are in good condition. The grate bars in the 
furnace of Boiler No. 1 have been renewed. 


Engines. 

The pumping engines are in good working order. Engines 
Nos. 1 and 2 have been overhauled, and are moved twice 
every week to keep them in running order. The feed water 
heating coil in the exhaust pipe of Engine No. 4 has been 
renewed. 

As mentioned in my last report the pumps and valve 
chambers of Engine No. 4 need a coat of paint. A new tin 
roof has been put on the machine shop. The lighting plant 
is in good order. 


I subjoin tables showing the record of the pumping engines, 
all of which is respectfully submitted.

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HIGH SERVICE ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


High Service Pumping Station, 
Brookline, January 1, 1916. 


To the Water Board of Brookline: 

Gentlemen:—I have the honor to present herewith the 
report of the Engineers of the High Service Pumping Station 
for the year ending December 31, 1915. 


Boilers. 

Both boilers are in good condition. The fire box under 
boiler No. 2 should be relined. An additional boiler was in- 
stalled at this station in November for the purpose of heating 
all the hospitals and the almshouse. Steam was turned on in 
these buildings the 15th of November. 


Engines. 

I would make the same recommendation as last year, which 
was that a new engine be purchased for this station to take 
the place of engine No. 1, which has been in service for thirty 
years, and will soon be of too small capacity to fill the re- 
quirements of a reserve engine. 

Engine No. 2 is in a good state of repair, and has pumped 
nearly all the water used by the High Service. The amount 
pumped was 16,092,770 gallons less than for the year previous. 


The buildings will need few repairs the coming year. 
The following table shows the record of this station for the 
year just past.

FIFTY-NINTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Phot ee Ole PA bePUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Trustees of the Brookline Public Library present here- 
with their annual report for the year 1915. 

During the year the Board suffered two serious losses in 
its membership. In October Mr. Leslie C. Wead resigned | 
in consequence of his removal from the town. Mr. Wead had 
been a member of the Board since February, 1904. He served 
for ten years as its Secretary. He was a most useful and effi- 
cient member of the Building Committee in the erection of 
the present Library building, and took a leading part in the 
negotiation for and the reconstruction of the new quarters 
for the Coolidge Corner branch. His associates parted from 
him with great regret. At a joint meeting of the Trustees 
and the Selectmen, Mr. D. Blakely Hoar was chosen as his 
successor. 

In December the Rev. Dr. William H. Lyon died. He be- 
came a member of the Board in December, 1899, was for five 
years a member of the Library Committee and gave, during 
his entire membership, faithful service of a high order of use- 
fulness. As his death occurred near the end of the year, 
and near the time of the Annual Town-Meeting, the Trustees 
deemed it best not to fill the vacancy in the usual manner. 

The chief event of an unusual character during the year was 
the transfer of the Coolidge Corner branch from rented quarters 
to a building owned by the town. The change from a deposit 
station in a drugstore to a fully developed branch in a room 
exclusively devoted to library purposes, three years ago, was 
instantly followed by a great increase in the use of the new 


e

quarters; and that growth has been large and continuous to 
the present time, so that the branch has assumed proportions— 
so far as circulation is concerned — approaching that of the 
main library. In the three years that the rented quarters were 
occupied, the increase was so great that the accommodations 
became barely sufficient for the purpose of proper adminis- 
tration. One increase of rent had already been made, and an- 
other was in prospect. Accordingly, the Trustees began to 
consider the question of procuring a permanent home, owned 
by the town. Fortunately a lot of land in a favorable situation 
quite near the business center at Coolidge Corner was found 
to be purchasable at a reasonable price, and at a meeting of the 
Board in May, it was voted to ask the town to appropriate 
$17,500 for the purchase of the lot of land and the house 
thereon at 299 Harvard Street, and $6,500 for alterations and 
equipment. At a special town-meeting the necessary votes 
were passed; plans for reconstruction were made by Messrs. 
Cram & Ferguson, architects; and after proposals by several 
builders the contract for reconstruction was awarded to the 
B. W. Neal Company. The plans have been carried out to the 
satisfaction of the Board, and the building was occupied by 
the Library on December 21. For a description of the building 
and its adaptability to our use, we refer to the report of the 
Librarian. We think the town is to be congratulated upon the 
change, not only because it provides ample accommodation 
for the considerable expansion of the use of that branch that is 
expected, but also because by the method adopted the ex- 
pense has hardly been increased; for the interest on the town 
appropriation is actually less than the amount the town was 
paying for rent. 

The Trustees are now preparing, and hope to present to the 
town at the Annual Meeting, plans for library facilities in an- 
other part of the town where they are greatly needed. Mention 
was made in the last report of such a plan for the Chestnut 
Hill district, but the form of the provision then contemplated 
proved to be impracticable. The suggestion at that time was a 
joint branch to be available to the residents of the district 
on both sides of the town line, in Brookline and Newton. 
A conference with Newton Library officials and residents 
disclosed difficulties, and there were found to be other difficul- 
ties on our side of the line. We were therefore forced to con- 
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sider the plan of a branch exclusively for Brookline, so far 
as control and location are concerned, for there is a crying 
need for library accommodations by a large community, 
consisting to a great extent of persons who are distant from 
the main Library and not too well provided with the means to 
visit it. 

It is most fortunate, therefore, that the town is already the 
possessor of a large tract of land admirably situated for the 
purpose we have in view to serve both the extensive residential 
district on both sides of Boylston Street and the community 
in the neighborhood of Holyhood Cemetery. At the same 
time it is not too far from the Newton line; and we are assured 
that if acceptable terms can be arranged to that end, many 
of the Newton residents will gladly become paying users of the 
branch. The land referred to is nearly opposite the end of 
Dunster Road. There isa fire station upon it, but at the upper 
end there is a fine eminence on which a modest structure 
can be erected. The plans are yet in an inchoate state, but as 
has been stated the Trustees hope to have them in shape for 
presentation at the Annual Town-Meeting. If this plan can 
be carried out, every region of the town will be fairly well 
provided for in the matter of nearness to the main library or a 
branch library and reading room. 

The lecture hall of the Library building is in increasing 
use, as it should be. It was not designed, and under our rules 
cannot be used for any money-making purpose, but for any 
object analogous or contributary to the objects of a library 
the Trustees welcome applications for its use. During the 
past year the Brookline Teachers Club have occupied it for 
their regular meetings; there have been two illustrated lec- 
tures of much interest under the auspices of the Brookline 
Historical Society; many lectures and informal meetings ar- 
ranged by the Bird Club and a lecture on story-telling arranged 
by a group of children’s librarians. The Brookline Civic 
Society has had the use of the hall for an exhibit of fine and 
applied arts by Brookline artists which excited much interest 
and brought hundreds of persons to the Library. That society 
was also responsible for four lectures on musical subjects 
by Mr. Arthur Foote on Sunday afternoons, and for a tea 
given in November to bring its members together in an informal 
and sociable way. Moreover, the west basement was again 
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used for an exhibit by the Forestry Department of the town, 
in connection with the Bird Club. 

For particulars relating to circulation of books, administra- 
tion, and similar matters, we refer to the report of the Librarian.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 





Brookline, Mass., January 1, 1916. 


To the Trustees of the Public Library: 


Gentlemen: I have the honor of submitting my fourteenth 
annual report, the fifty-ninth in the history of the Library. 

The year 1915 presents some striking contrasts to the library 
as I first knew it in 1895. The Librarian had then four assis- 
tants, while we now have sixteen persons on the regular staff. 
There was then no school department, no branches or deposit 
stations, and the Library was open only on week days. The 
total circulation in 1895 did not equal the number of books that 
have been issued in 1915 through the branches and schools. 
The year 1915 marks a large gain in circulation over 1914, — 
more than fifteen thousand volumes, and this is only a part of 
the general increase in the work of the Library. The much 
greater use made of the reference department by the general 
public and by the High School, the increasing use of the Library 
by the graduate student and investigator, make constantly 
greater demands upon the Librarian and staff. The conditions 
which make this better work possible are the splendid equip- 
ment we now enjoy, our unusually fine collection of books, and 
a competent staff. 

Your Board has pursued the wise policy of attracting and 
holding well bred and well trained assistants by paying some- 
what better salaries than most Massachusetts libraries can 
afford. There is still, however, room for improvement in this 
respect even in Brookline. It is a fact which hampers and 
retards the best work in many of our libraries that the salaries 
of the women employees are so low that living expenses can 
only be met by the exertion of the assistant out of working 
hours in cooking, sewing, etc. This precludes the amusements 
and occupations, most of all the reading, which might raise 
their work to a higher level, and prepare them for better posi- 
tions. The ambitious assistant may prepare the supper, wash 
the dishes, and sit down to read the daily paper, but the physi- 
cal strength of most women gives out under the double strain 
of work in the Library and work at home and she is forced to 
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forego the intellectual occupations which would improve her 
mind, her work, and her salary. 


Reference Department. 


Our work for the schools is by no means confined to the issu- 
ing of books from the Children’s Department. The High 
School makes constant demands on our resources of all kinds,—— 
especially on our reference department, — which is at times 
taxed to its utmost capacity. Since the opening of the school 
year the Librarian has counted seventeen sets of books re- 
served at one time in our book room for High School classes 
and debating clubs. The subjects of a few of the school 
debates will show the constant draught made on our books and 
periodicals for such purposes. During 1915 we have had to 
furnish material on woman suffrage, national prohibition, 
restriction of immigration, circumstantial evidence, the ship 
purchase bill, independence of the Philippines, abolishment 
of capital punishment, annexation of Brookline to Boston, 
the exportation of ammunition, the disarmament of nations, 
military training in the Brookline High School, and many other 
subjects of current interest, twenty-four debates in all. It 
will be easily understood that on many of these questions 
the material must be up to the present date. The competition 
for the prize essay on the American Merchant Marine in 
which the Brookline High School participated, filled up our 
Book Room week after week this autumn, so that extra 
assistants had to be scheduled in the evening to look after 
the needs, as well as the manners, of the essayists. 

A few of the many questions brought to the Reference desk 
will serve to illustrate the activities of that department, and 
its need for recent and authoritative material of all kinds, as 
well as of trained and skilful assistants. Material has been 
called for on grades of wool in wool manufacture, statistics of 
emigration from Italy, systems of accounting, election dates 
for towns in Vermont, methods of locating water and making 
wells, systems of taxation, forestry in this and other countries, 
export statistics of the United States before and since the war, 
selling goods in European and other foreign countries, develop- 
ing South American trade relations, methods of refrigeration, 
diagram of a calorimeter, a book on show-window dressing, and 
information on dams and bridges. 
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Children’s Department. 


This department has issued 25,855 books to young readers 
during 1915, and 8,341 volumes to ninety-five teachers in the 
public and the parochial schools. From these school libraries, 
really small and very effective branches of the main Library, 
the teachers report this year a circulation to their pupils of 
19,182 books. 

An increasing number of public and parochial school classes, 
fifteen during the year, have visited the Library for simple 
instruction in the use of its resources. By inquiring of the 
children in these classes what they are reading, what books 
they own, and what they like best, it is the impression of the 
Children’s Librarian that the children of the very poor often 
read books of better quality than those who claim that they 
do not use the Library because they have plenty of books at 
home. In many cases these home libraries consist almost 
wholly of such books as ‘“The Submarine Boys,” ‘The Motor 
Boys”’ and others of the same kind, perhaps thirty books in a 
single series. Careful questioning of these readers fails at times 
to bring out a single book of the standard required by the Li- 
brary. On the other hand, children from the poorer homes are 
often familiar with many classics, and waving hands indicate 
acquaintance with the Robin Hood and King Arthur stories, 
Treasure Island, Alice in Wonderland, Pinocchio and many 
others. 

During the year the Library has had two boys’ clubs and 
two girls’ clubs which have met once a week during the winter 
season. Once a week during the winter a story hour has been 
held by the Children’s Librarian, for children of ten years and 
under, and for a short season two story hours were held for 
boys and girls over ten years. The story hours and clubs 
serve the double purpose of attracting the children to good 
reading and forming a basis of friendship between the story- 
teller and the children. The purchase of a reflectoscope for 
the Children’s Department has proved a great help to Miss 
Lockwood in these story hours. 


Coolidge Corner. 
The most important work of the year 1915 has been the 
removal of our branch at Coolidge Corner to new and larger 
quarters. This was accomplished in December, and the books 
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and other equipment of the branch were moved on the morning 
of Tuesday, December 21, and the branch opened as usual at 
one o'clock in its new quarters. 

We have now on the ground floor a large, cheerful, airy 
reading room, lighted by windows on four sides, and a fine room 
for future use upstairs. This is reached from the main room 
by a stairway near the issue desk, and it will probably be used 
as a children’s department in the near future. A pleasant 
office for the branch Librarian leads from this room. 

The issue of books at this branch has risen from 55,199 in 
1914 to 62,184 in 1915, an increase of thirteen per cent. 
The registration of new borrowers is 927. It has been neces- 
sary during the year to increase the number of assistants 
scheduled at the branch during both afternoon and evening, 
and even during the summer months. This has, of course, 
entailed added expense, and we may confidently expect that 
the increase in this work will continue with the unprecedented 
activity of Coolidge Corner as a business center. 

That it has seemed wise to the Trustees, because of sling 
facts, to defer any extension of hours at this branch will surely 
not be misinterpreted by the public who use it. It has been 
necessary to concentrate a great deal of our forces on Coolidge 
Corner for the past year, and there is urgent need of our trans- 
ferring some of this attention to the Chestnut Hill district in 
1916. 


Sewall Reading Room. 

The reading room in the Sewall Schoolhouse has been kept 
open during nine months of 1915. During three months, from 
February to April, the Library kept this room open every 
week-day evening, sharing with the Playground Commission 
the expense of janitor service. With the autumn of 1915, 
however, Mr. Nason and the Librarian were of the opinion 
that it was enough to keep the rooms open three evenings a 
week and Saturday afternoons. The work has been in charge 
of Mr. Spaulding and Mr. Kjorlaug during the year. During 
its nine months of active life 3,800 books have been issued 
against 3,734 in 1914. Forty-three new borrowers have regis- 
tered. The use of the branch as a reading room has been as 
constant as ever, and even more satisfactory. 
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Boylston Station. 
4,924 books have been issued from this station against 5,162 
in 1914. Sixty-two new borrowers have registered here. 


Statistics. 

During 1915, 230,913 books have been issued for home use 
from the main Library and its branches as compared with 
216,331 last year. These figures include a large increase at 
Coolidge Corner, about 7,000, and a gain of over 5,000 from 
the main desk at the central Library. 

During the year the following number of books were sent 
from the main Library to the branches: Coolidge Corner, 6,204; 
Boylston, 352; Sewall, 542; and 556 to the fire engine 
houses; total, 7,654. 

During 1915, 1,818 adult card-holders were newly registered 
and 607 children. Adding to these, 3,226 adult and 212 chil- 
dren’s cards re-registered during the year, as well as borrowers 
registered and re-registered in 1914, and subtracting cards 
canceled makes a total of 11,207 which is, as nearly as we can 
estimate, the number of cards in actual use. 

The new registration at the branches, included in the figures 
above, is as follows: Coolidge Corner, 927; Boylston, 62; 
Sewall, 48. 

The registration of non-residents occupied in various capaci- 
ties in Brookline numbers 191. This includes 74 teachers, 31 
pupils who pay for tuition in our schools, 68 persons employed 
in business in the town, 18 employees of post-office and town, 
and 5 persons who pay a tax in Brookline on property adjoining 
their places of residence. 

During the year the total gain in books added by purchase 
and by gift was 5,781; 1,599 books were withdrawn and 
replaced; 907 were discarded. The total number of books now 
in the library is 89,663. 

To the Art Department were added 18 Medici prints, 29 
reproductions of the Vasari Society, and 1,020 photographs or 
reproductions from books and magazines. 

The yearly inventory reveals the loss of 277 volumes, of 
which 23 are from the branches; 90 are from the Children’s 
and School Department; 159 from the open shelves, and 5 
from the stack. 
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Of the 225 volumes reported lost in 1914, 17 have been 
returned to the Library. A more detailed statement of the 
inventory will be found in Appendix E. 

The Librarian has turned into the Town Treasury $1,491.13, 
this being the amount received during 1915 in fines for overdue 
books, in payment for lost and damaged books and in the sale 
of ‘“‘reserve’’ postals. 


Music Collection. 

The facilities of our building have made it possible to 
arrange our collection of music to much better advantage 
than formerly. We have classified and made accessible to the 
public a fine collection of chamber music given to the Library 
some years ago by the heirs of Col. William L. Candler. 
This is being steadily used, and we hope that it may suggest 
to some of our musical friends in Brookline the value to the 
Library of gifts of this kind. From Mr. Arthur Foote the 
Library has recently received some very acceptable additions, 
—scores and books on musical subjects, the nucleus of quite 
a collection which Mr. Foote is to present to the Library. 


Gifts. 

The Library has received gifts of books from many persons, 
among them Mrs. F. C. Shattuck, Mrs. James R. Dunbar, 
Mr. H. H. Ziegel, Mr. Leslie C. Wead and Mr. Desmond 
FitzGerald. 


Staff. 

Again this year we have been fortunate in that no changes 
have occurred in the regular staff. Miss Helen M. Thayer, 
who had served the Library most faithfully as an apprentice, 
was regularly appointed in April, 1915. 

During March the New York State Library School sent us 
two students for their annual practice work, Miss Hull and 
Miss Beattie. They were very useful and agreeable additions 
to the staff. 

The Librarian and many of her assistants have been present 
at the exceptionally interesting meetings of the Massachu- 
setts Library Club at Malden, at Northfield and at Newpont, 
Rhode Island. 
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To end a report each year with grateful acknowledgment 
to one’s Trustees becomes at last a meaningless figure of speech. 
I may be allowed, however, after a long term of service to 
say that there are, I believe, few libraries where the professional 
relations of librarian and trustees are so satisfactory and so 
productive of the best results to the Library.

REPORT. 


The School Committee respectfully submit to the town the 
following report for the year ending December 31, 1915. 
On March 8, 1915, the Board organized as follows: 


Homer Albers, chairman; George I. Aldrich, secretary.

At the meeting of January 11, 1915, the Committee was 
notified by Mr. Franklin W. Hobbs that he would not be a 
candidate for re-election and at the meeting of February 8, 
a similar notification was received from Mr. Thomas B. 
Fitzpatrick. The record of the Board meeting of March 8 
contains the following minute: 


‘Learning with sincere regret that Mr. Franklin W. Hobbs and Mr. 
Thomas B. Fitzpatrick have decided to terminate their connection with 
the School Department, their associates upon that Board desire to place 
upon record an expression of their appreciation of the valuable service 
rendered by these gentlemen during a period of more than a dozen years. 
Mr. Hobbs became a member of the Board in 1902, Mr. Fitzpatrick in 
1903. Since the year last mentioned Mr. Hobbs has been Chairman of 
the Board and has performed all duties incident to that position with 
marked success. The community owes much to the sagacity and faithful- 
ness of these officials. The secretary is directed to enter upon the records 
of the Board this appreciation of their valuable service and to acquaint 
both with the action thus taken by the School Committee.” 
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High School Building. Alterations and Enlargement. 

Other than the usual business of the Committee, the most 
important subject has been providing additional accommoda- 
tions for the High School. As stated in our report of 1914, 
at the special town-meeting of December 16 the Board ob- 
tained an appropriation of $1,500 to enable it to procure 
plans and reliable estimates of the cost of providing such 
accommodations. Articles 6, 7 and 8 in the warrant for the 
annual meeting were inserted at the request of the Board. 
The first of these articles provided for an appropriation of 
$210,000, the estimated cost of carrying out the scheme of 
enlargement recommended by this Committee; the second 
provided $9,500 for the purchase of land from the Blake 
estate, and the third authorized the sale of the house and 
stable on the lot of land adjoining the High School premises. 
Upon these articles the Board presented the following report: 


At the special meeting of December 16, 1914, the town placed at the 
disposal of the School Board fifteen hundred dollars with which to pro- 
cure plans and reliable estimates for the cost of providing additional 
accommodations for the High School. The present building, erected at 
a cost of $200,000, was first occupied in September, 1895. Designed to 
accommodate 600 pupils, the building is inadequate for the 669 pupils 
now in attendance. Since the special town-meeting of December, the 
School Board has had several conferences with the Planning Board and 
with Messrs. Andrews, Jaques & Rantoul, architects, under whose direc- 
tion the present building was erected. From a considerable number of - 
possible schemes, the Board has chosen, after diligent study — with the 
approval of the Planning Board — that one which appears to be most 
desirable from the standpoint of administrative efficiency and economy. 
The plan recommended provides for the erection of an assembly hall on 
land already owned by the town to the northeast of the existing building, 
seating 1,200 persons, to be connected with the present building. Such 
hall is imperatively needed for the school, but will also be available for 
other civic purposes. Additional class rooms, recitation rooms, etc., are 
to be secured by erecting an addition at the extreme rear of the school 
building and by utilizing space now occupied by the hall. The interior 
alterations will cost $16,000 and the proposed additions and hall will 
cost $194,000. The existing hall is inadequate for the present needs 
of the school and no satisfactory enlargement is feasible. Desiring to 
spend as little money as possible on interior alterations, inevitably expen- 
sive, and to preserve accommodations for students during alterations, the 
Board is confident that no better solution of the problem can be sug- 
gested. The plan recommended by the School Board provides adequately 
for a school of 1,000 pupils, and it is the opinion of the School Committee 
that for Brookline no larger school is desirable. 
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‘ With the increase of population, the time may come when the town 
will be called on to erect another High School building. In the opinion 
of the School Board, the enlargement of the present building, now recom- 
mended, will provide accommodations for many years to come. It is 
doubtless true that were there no High School building in existence, an 
entirely new structure providing for 1,000 pupils could be erected at a 
cost lower than the original cost of the present building plus the expense 
of alterations and additions now recommended. But the town must deal 
with conditions as they are. As stated in the annual report of the Board, 
the interests of the High School are suffering, and building operations 
should be begun at the earliest possible moment. The plan recommended 
by the School Committee involves the purchase of about 14,715 feet of 
land located in the rear of the lot already owned by the town and the 
removal of the wooden buildings now standing upon it. It is understood 
that this land can be acquired at 50 cents per foot, plus the cost of remov- 
ing the buildings, estimated at $2,150. In view of the fact that 75 cents 
per foot was paid twenty years ago for the original High School site, the 
price first named may be regarded as reasonable. 


At the adjourned Annual Town-Meeting held on March 
16, 1915, the Citizens’ Committee on the Appropriations 
and Articles in the Warrant reported that it was not ready 
to recommend the appropriation asked for, or to accept the 
plan submitted as the best that could be evolved. The town 
passed the following votes: 


Voted, That the sixth, seventh, eighth and ninth articles be 
referred to a Special Committee of seven citizens to be ap- 
pointed by the Moderator after the adjournment of this 
meeting with instructions to request further study of the sub- 
ject-matter of additional accommodations for the High 
School and Manual Training School— this Committee to 
report in print its recommendations as the result of such 
further study to a future town-meeting with as little delay 
as possible. 


Voted, That two thousand dollars be appropriated for the 
purpose of procuring further plans and estimates of cost and 
the said Committee is authorized to procure the same. 

Under the authority of the above votes, the Moderator 
on March 23 appointed the following Committee: J. Ran- 
dolph Coolidge, Jr., chairman; William H. Lincoln, Philip S. 
Parker, Michael Driscoll, Henry B. Sawyer, Renton Whidden 
and Miss Evelyn Walker. 
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This Committee held its first meeting on March 27, and 
after protracted study submitted to the town a report which 
was acted upon by the town at the special town-meeting of 
July 29, 1915, at which time the following votes were passed i 


1. Voted, That the report of the Special Committee of 
Seven appointed to consider additional accommodations for 
the High School and Manual Training School be accepted 
and placed on file. 

2. Voted, To appropriate the sum of one hundred and ten 
thousand dollars ($110,000), to be expended by the School 
Committee to provide additional accommodations for the 
High School by the construction of additions to or making 
alterations in the present High School building, twenty thou- 
sand dollars ($20,000) to be taken from any unexpended 
balances or money in the Treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, and thirty thousand dollars ($30,000) to be included 
in the tax levy for the year 1916. 


3. Voted, That the Town Treasurer be authorized, when so 
directed by the Selectmen, to borrow sixty thousand dollars 
($60,000), appropriated at this meeting to pay for the con- 
struction of additions to the High School building. Bonds 
or notes shall be issued therefor, signed by the Treasurer and 
countersigned by a majority at least of the Selectmen, with 
interest payable semi-annually at a rate not exceeding four 
per centum per annum. Such bonds or notes shall be dated 
January 1, 1915, and shall be made payable in such annual 
proportionate payments as will extinguish the same in twenty 
(20) years from their date. Such bonds or notes shall not be 
obligatory unless there is endorsed thereon an authenticating 
certificate of a trust company or of a national bank to be 
designated by the Selectmen. 


4. Voted, That the Special Committee of Seven appointed 
to consider additional accommodations for the High School 
and Manual Training School be discharged. 


At the same town-meeting the further sum of $2,000 was 
appropriated for furniture and fittings for additional accom- 
modations in the High School. Immediately after this town- 
meeting, the School. Board instructed Messrs. Andrews, 
Jaques & Rantoul, architects, to prepare plans and specifica- 
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tions for such portion of the work as could, presumably, be 
completed before the beginning of another school year. After 
proper advertisements for bids it appeared that the lowest 
among seven bidders was I. H. Bogart & Son of Boston, whose 
bid was $11,600, and to that concern the contract was awarded. 
This contract is dated August 11, a little more than four weeks 
prior to the opening of school on September 13. Credit is 
due the contractors for the rapidity with which the under- 
taking was executed. 

The architects were then requested to at once prepare plans 
and specifications for the alterations, in accordance with the 
recommendations of the Committee of Seven, and upon their 
completion this committee secured informal estimates of the 
cost. These estimates far exceeded the appropriations, and 
the architects were requested to revise their plans with a 
view of reducing the cost. 

On Thursday, January 6, 1916, bids for this work were 
opened and read. Twelve bids were received, the lowest of 
which considerably exceeded the sum now at the disposal of 
this Committee. At present the plans and specifications are 
being revised to determine whether alterations and elimina- 
tions may not somewhat reduce the cost. An invitation has 
been extended to the members of the Special Committee of 
Seven to confer with the School Committee in regard to this 
important matter. While the Board cannot at present name 
the amount, it is evident that it will be necessary to appeal 
to the town for an additional appropriation for the com- 
pletion of these High School alterations. 





SCHOOL OF PRACTICAL ARTS. 


This school was established in September, 1913, and has 
now in attendance a first, a second, and a third year class, 
in all about eighty pupils. The first appropriation for its 
maintenance was $2,000, designed to provide for the last four 
months of the fiscal year 1913. For the year 1914 the appro- 
priation was $5,000, and for 1915 the appropriation was 
$8,000. A school of this type, if adequately maintained, 
involves a large per capita expenditure. Notwithstanding 
this the Board is still of the opinion that no mistake was made 
in the establishment of this school. In spite of the limita- 
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tions incident to the crowded condition of the Manual Train- 
ing Building, the school has accomplished much good work, 
and in our judgment is entitled to the confidence and support 
of the community. The appropriation of $8,000 for 1915 
was considerably smaller than the amount recommended by 
the Director of the school, and proved inadequate. The 
Board is of opinion that $11,000 is a conservative estimate of 
the cost of maintaining this school during 1916 and it, accord- 
ingly, has included this amount in its estimates for the year. 


Schoolhouse Interiors. 

In the summer of 1916, fifteen years will have elapsed since 
the Board, with the approval of the town, adopted the 
policy of selecting annually one or more school buildings for 
thorough and complete interior renovation. This policy has 
involved the appropriation of special grants, to be kept apart 
from all other funds and to be devoted solely to the purpose 
indicated. While the Board has repeatedly expressed to the 
town its satisfaction with the results of this policy, there 
have been a few years when, in view of other special expendi- 
tures, the Board has reluctantly refrained from asking for 
distinct appropriations for interior renovations. Such was 
the case in 1911, 1912, 1914, and 1915. One year ago the 
Board expressed its regret that it deemed it inadvisable to 
ask an appropriation for the Lawrence building which was 
last dealt with in 1905. Adherence to this policy constitutes 
one of the minor reasons why the schools of Brookline are 
expensive. In our opinion the renovation of the Lawrence 
School building cannot be properly longer delayed. We 
therefore recommend that at the annual town-meeting of 
1916 an appropriation of $2,500 be devoted to that purpose. 


Financial. 


At the Special Town-Meeting of December 15, 1915, the 
following additional appropriations were made:

When the appropriations were made, it was the hope of 
the Board that the expenditures for the current fiscal year 
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would not exceed, in the aggregate, the sum appropriated 
at the last annual town-meeting. While the final figures are 
not yet available, it now seems evident that such annual 
appropriation will be exceeded by something less than $1,000. 

Although designated “‘additional appropriation’’ the es- 
sence of the action taken on December 15, 1915, was a mere 
transfer of funds from one school purpose to another which, 
however, the School Board has no power to make. The 
condition of the several appropriations at the end of the fiscal 
year, December 31, 1915, is as follows:

Estimates for 1916. 

As suggested in a preceding paragraph, a considerable in- 
crease is necessary for the School of Practical Arts. The 
increase in the appropriation for the High School and for the 
elementary schools is designed to provide for routine in- 
_creases of small amounts in teachers’ salaries and for the 
additional service necessitated by the gradual increase of 
pupils in attendance. For the ordinary expenditures of 1916 
the Board recommends the following appropriations be made:

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In making the annual appropriation for the maintenance 
of public schools, the town has heretofore passed the follow- 
ing vote: . 

‘“‘All money received for tuition fees or otherwise 
shall be paid into the Treasury and is not appro- 
priated for school purposes.”

By far the largest portion of these receipts is derived from 
the payment of tuition fees for the instruction of non-resident 
pupils. During many years the charge for tuition in the ele- 
mentary schools has been $50 if paid by individuals, and 
$35 if paid by the City of Boston. These rates were estab- 
lished when the per capita cost of instruction in Brookline 
schools was much less than it is at present. On December 
13 this Board adopted an order providing that after the 
expiration of the present school year the rate of tuition in the 
elementary schools shall be uniformly $60 per year. 

Since the appearance of its last report, the Board has given 
much attention to local expenditures for education. The 
Board realizes that such expenditures are unusually liberal and 
that it is responsible for the judicious use of the large sum 
which the town places annually at its disposal. As evidence 
of its attention to this important matter, it asked the Super- 
intendent of Schools to devote to it a portion of his annual 
report. To such report the Board invites the attention of the 
people of the town.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 





To the School Committee: 

In compliance with the wish of the Board, I devote the 
early pages of this report to a discussion of an important topic, 
viz., local expenditures for the support of public schools. It 
is matter of common knowledge that during many years 
these expenditures have been very liberal. Throughout the 
length and breadth of the land I doubt whether an instance 
can be found in which more money is annually expended on 
a corresponding number of public school pupils. People long 
resident in the town, who have kept in touch with local 
affairs, will remember that on several occasions the high cost 
of the schools has been a subject more or less widely discussed. 
In times past such discussion has several times led previous 
school committees to look into the matter with great care. 
Recent months have witnessed a recurrence of such discus-- 
sion, not very general indeed, but quite sufficient to justify, 
if not to demand, a careful scrutiny of the financial aspect 
of local school administration. Having noted one fact as to 
which there is no dispute, viz., that Brookline’s expenditures 
for schools are exceptionally liberal, I call attention to cer- 
tain other facts as to which there will also be general agree- 
ment. School officials, together with other thoughtful and 
intelligent people, are cognizant of the alarming increase in 
public expenditures, national, state and municipal. They 
look upon such increase with the same anxiety and mis- 
givings which all good citizens experience. Their solicitude 
is increased by the fact that their official positions impose 
upon them an exceptional measure of responsibility. They 
are looked to by their constitutents for advice as to the 
amount of money which shall be expended in their depart- 
ment, and they are relied upon to see that such money is 
judiciously expended. As citizens and taxpayers, they are 
influenced by the same considerations which sway their 
fellow-citizens, and as officials they have special reasons for 
wishing to restrict expenditures. With no disposition to 
evade the responsibility which rests upon those who are offi- 
cially charged with the management of schools, it should 
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be remembered that the size or magnitude of the school 
appropriation is determined by the town. While it is true 
that such appropriations have increased year by year, the 
explanation of such increase is to be found, not in the wish 
of school officials that such increase shall occur, but rather 
in the evident determination of an intelligent and opulent - 
community that no educational opportunity which can be 
provided by liberal expenditures shall be lacking to the 
children and youth of the town. 

Again, with no disposition to divert attention from expend- 
itures for education, it may be properly remarked that an 
equally liberal policy prevails throughout the whole realm 
of local disbursements for municipal purposes. If we look 
into appropriations for highways, street lighting, the removal 
of ashes and garbage, for parks and playgrounds, the fire 
and police departments, the public library, the public health, 
the general expense of administration, we shall find ample 
evidence of a determination that so far as Brookline can be 
made a desirable place of residence by a liberal expenditure 
of public funds, such expenditure shall be made. This does 
not imply, however, any readiness to condone extravagance, 
wastefulness, or lack of efficiency in the management of local 
affairs. It does seem clear, however, that there is no reason 
for singling out any one department for special animadversion. 
Should stern necessity or a change of sentiment in the com- 
munity call for retrenchment, such curtailing of expenditure 
should be general. This fact, however, does not free officials 
in every department from the exercise of constant diligence 
to the end that in their respective fields only such expendi- 
tures be recommended as are consonant with sound business 
prudence. As evidence that the present School Committee 
has not been unmindful of such responsibility, I may remark 
that at the Board meeting of February 8, 1915, the Superin- 
tendent was requested to prepare a statement as to local 
expenditures for the support of schools and to forward a copy 
of such statement to each member of the Board prior to its 
March meeting. The records of the Board show that on other 
occasions matters of school finance received consideration. 
I may call special attention, however, to the action taken at 
the Board meeting of September 13, when the following 
resolution was adopted: 
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Resolved, That theSuperintendent be requested to report 
to the Committee by definite facts and figures and in 
analytical detail, why the cost of instruction in the Brook- 
line schools is so much larger than in other Massachusetts 
schools, and as to what measures, if any, can be taken to 
increase the efficiency or the economical management of 
the schools, said report to be made at the November 
meeting of the Committee. 

Further resolved, That the Superintendent be authorized 
to employ a statistician or expert, subject to the approval 
of the Finance Committee, to assist him if necessary.” 


In compliance with this resolution, at the Board meeting 
of November 8, I laid upon the desk of each member a series 
of tables, prepared under my general direction by a competent 
accountant, Mr. Charles W. Hodge. These tables are made 
a part of the present report. In approaching the task imposed 
by the resolution quoted above, I learned that the only data 
available was to be found in the 78th annual report of the . 
State Board of Education. In order that the tables pre- 
yared by Mr. Hodge may be fairly interpreted by those who 
study them, a word of caution and explanation is necessary. 
In obtaining data for its report, the State Board of Education 
sends to each of the 353 cities and towns of the state a some- 
what voluminous document which is headed ‘‘Inquiries to 
be answered in respect to the Public Schools in the Town (or 
OS bai ip 01 Pe wee cre LLL ”» While these inquiries relate to a 
number of other matters, nineteen of them come under the 
caption “‘Expenditures for the Public Day and Evening 
Schools.’” Even a casual study of the data gathered by the 
State Board makes it evident that there is a lack of uni- 
formity in the manner in which these nineteen inquiries have 
been interpreted and answered. This fact does not imply a 
lack of intelligence or accuracy on the part of the large number 
of individuals replying to the inquiries. While there may be 
little doubt as to totals, it is clear that marked differences in 
accounting in the towns and cities of the state, and differences 
in interpretation of the inquiries, result in a lack of uni- 
formity in the details of expenditures. This fact should be 
borne in mind in studying the tables. My directions to 
Mr. Hodge were, in substance, that with no attempt to prove 
or disprove anything, he should go wherever the data in the 
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State Report might lead him. At the Board meeting of 
November 8 these tables received some consideration, but a 
fuller consideration of them was made at an adjourned Board 
meeting held on November 22. At that time, by way of 
supplement to the tables, I submitted to the Board the | 
following communication: 

At the Board meeting of November 8, in compliance with 
the resolution adopted by the School Committee in Septem- 
ber, I submitted a number of tables prepared by a competent 
accountant relating to school expenditures for the school 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1914. As a supplement to these 
tables, the attention of the Board is asked to the following 
remarks: 


(1) The school buildings of Brookline are unusually com- 
modious and well ventilated. This fact in itself increases the 
cost of janitor service and of fuel, but, 

(2) We maintain very high standards in the care of our 
school premises, which involves the employment of an unusual 
number of caretakers, who are, in general, liberally paid. 

(3) Interior repairs are in the hands of the School Board 
and for a decade at least it has been the consistent policy of 
the Board to keep all schoolhouse interiors in first-rate con- 
dition at all times. At least once in every year all heating 
apparatus and all plumbing fixtures are inspected carefully 
and needed repairs promptly made. An impartial comparison 
of our interiors with schoolhouse interiors elsewhere will 
clearly indicate that our expenditures along this line must 
have been liberal. 

(4) Under the free text-book law of Massachusetts, all 
school books and supplies are provided at public expense. 
Our compliance with this law has been liberal. While we have 
guarded against extravagance or waste, it has been our 
policy to provide adequately books and supplies. The former 
have been frequently renewed and the latter of excellent 
quality. Annually in July a schedule is prepared showing 
the supplies to be purchased for use during the ensuing school 
year. This schedule is figured upon by a number of dealers 
and orders placed usually with the lowest bidder. 

(5) The larger part of the annual school appropriation 
goes to pay salaries of the teaching staff. As a condition of 
appointment in Brookline, we have insisted not only on ade- 
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quate technical training, but also on successful experience 
in the classroom. This policy, undoubtedly wise, makes the 
rate of compensation at which teachers begin service unusu- 
ally high. To this statement must be added another, viz., 
that with the exception of Boston and possibly one or two 
other places in the state, the Brookline schedule of teachers’ 
salaries heads the list. 

(6) A persistent and successful effort has been made to 
assign only a reasonable number of pupils to a teacher. Asa 
result, the number of teachers in our employ, when com- 
pared with the membership, is large, the figure for Brookline 
being 23.3. It happens now and again that the number of 
pupils in a given grade is somewhat larger than should be 
assigned to one teacher, say 55 or more. In such cases it 
has been the Brookline policy to divide such pupils into two 
classes, assigning a teacher to each class. It is obvious that 
in every such instance by the assignment of an unduly large 
number of pupils to one teacher the salary of a second teacher 
might be saved. 

(7) At the foot of our educational ladder we have a 
system of kindergartens which has been generously main- 
tained. An adequate number of kindergartners has been 
constantly employed and the material equipment has been 
liberal. The annual expense of maintaining this system of 
kindergartens is in excess of $20,000. 

(8) At the other end of the educational ladder, we have a 
high school occupying a very costly plant. This school offers 
five distinct courses of study, each of which is adequately 
financed. It is matter of common knowledge that the more 
complex the course of instruction in an educational institu- 
tion, the higher will be the cost of maintaining it. In the 
School of Practical Arts we have an institution which meets 
an undoubted need but which is certain to prove more ex- 
pensive than secondary schools of the ordinary type. The 
cost of maintaining that school for the year 1915 is $8,000, 
the largest portion of which might be saved by abolishing 
the school. 

(9) Between the kindergartens and the High School we 
have primary and grammar grades in which not only is due 
attention paid to the older subjects of instruction but in 
which very liberal provision is made for cooking, drawing, 
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manual training, music, physical training and sewing. The 
per capita cost of instruction in the subjects just named is 
approximately $8.00. 

(10) The tables already submitted to the Board were 
compiled from data in the 78th annual report of the State 
Board of Education, published in January, 1915. According 
to that report, Brookline’s position among the 353 cities and 
towns of the Commonwealth, in the matter of per capita cost, 
was number seven. Going back thirty years to the 48th 
report of the Board of Education, published in January, 
1885, Brookline’s position was number eight. The 53d 
report of 1890 gives Brookline’s position as second; the 
58th report, 1895, gives Brookline’s position as third; the 
63d report, 1900, places her as sixth; the 68th report, 1905, 
gives Brookline’s position as third, and in the 73d report, 
1910, her position is third. It is clearly apparent that during 
a period of at least thirty years the expenditures of the town 
for education have been liberal. It does not appear that con- 
ditions today differ materially from conditions which have 
prevailed during this thirty-year period. 

(11) It is matter of common knowledge that Brookline 
as a municipality occupies a unique position. With a popula- 
tion not greatly in excess of 30,000, it has a valuation exceed- 
ing $120,000,000. Among the 3538 cities and towns of the 
state, in the matter of population Brookline’s position is 23d, 
in the matter of valuation Brookline stands fourth, in the 
matter of annual expenditures for all municipal purposes 
her position is twelve or thirteen. In the matter of annual 
expenditures for education, Brookline’s position is fourteen. 
It is evident that the local expenditure for education is in 
no way more liberal than the expenditures for other municipal 
purposes. If we consider highways, sidewalks, street lighting, 
parks and playgrounds, fire department, police department, 
the Public Library, expenditures for administration, we shall 
find that Brookline is in a class by herself. This remark is 
not to be interpreted as justifying wasteful or extravagant 
expenditure. It seems clear, however, that the community 
demands liberal expenditure for all purposes which render 
Brookline a desirable place in which to live. 

(12) Having thus called attention to certain items which 
undoubtedly make the local system of schools a very expen- 
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sive one, it is obvious that a diminution in the cost of schools 
would, of necessity, be effected by decreasing expenditures 
in some or all of these directions. Any very considerable 
saving must, of necessity, be effected in what we may term 
the ‘‘wages fund.’ It would be possible by employing a 
smaller number of teachers, by lowering salaries, or by doing 
both, to decrease the cost of the schools. It is my personal 
conviction that the people of the town would not approve 
either measure. Lesser savings could be effected in various 
other directions, but would, in my judgment, carry with them 
an unwise lowering of standards. 

The resolution adopted by the Board in September directed 
the Superintendent to report possible measures for increasing 
the efficiency or the economical management of the schools. 
As to the first, I think it will be generally agreed that in a 
school department properly organized and adequately sup- 
ported on the material side, an increase in efficiency is to be 
brought about through improvement in teaching. It seems 
scarcely necessary to say that the efforts of all who have to 
do with the instruction of Brookline boys and girls are con- 
stantly devoted to attempts to improve the quality of the 
teaching. 

Regarding the second, as already pointed out, minor 
savings could be effected by a general decrease of expendi- 
tures throughout the realm of incidental expenses, while it 
seems clear that any large diminution in the annual expendi- 
tures for schools can only be brought about through the pay- 
ment of fewer and smaller salaries. 

I do but repeat what is implied in the foregoing if I remark 
that the schools of the town are expensive because there is 
done for them many things which are not done at all for 
schools in general, and because in matters which are common 
to all schools the pecuniary support provided in Brookline 
is exceptionally adequate. There is no lack of ways in which 
the cost of the schools might be reduced, provided no regard 
is had to the effect upon their welfare. To the perfectly fair 
question, ‘‘Are the schools really worth what they cost?” 
I fear that it is impossible to frame a reply either in the 
affirmative or the negative which shall have the cogency of 
a mathematical demonstration. As to this, there always 
have been, there are now, and there will always be differences 
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of opinion. The action in town-meeting through a long series 
of years and the many evidences of confidence and good will 
forthcoming from the community seem to indicate that no 
radical change in policy is called for. In school affairs, as 
always, a shallow self-complacency, resting on no foundation, 
is detestable. On the other hand, fortunate are the schools, 
which through adherence to high ideals, and through quiet, 
faithful, persistent effort, evoke sentiments of pride and satis- 
faction. To whatever extent such result has been attained 
in Brookline, the community is ‘chiefly indebted to the high 
character and efficiency of its teachers. It would be only 
affectation, however, to ignore the fact that some slight 
credit must be given to successive school committees who 
have chosen these teachers with exceeding care, who have 
striven to secure for them adequate compensation, and, in 
general, to surround them with those conditions which are 
absolutely indispensable if teachers are to do the best which 
is in them to do. 
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THE HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING. 


Economy and Efficiency. 

With no wish to re-open discussion of a matter which is 
settled, I venture to express my regret that the reeommenda- 
tions of the School Committee as to additional accommoda- 
tions for the High School and the School of Practical Arts 
were not adopted by the town. It will be remembered that 
these recommendations comprised the addition of a story to 
the Manual Training building, the erection of an auditorium 
on the land already owned by the town adjoining the High 
School lot, the extension toward the rear of the stem of the 
present building, a redistribution of the space occupied by 
the present assembly hall, and the purchase of certain land 
from the Blake estate. The chief objection urged against 
these recommendations was that they involved a heavy ex- 
penditure which, in the opinion of the objectors, was needless. 
In some instances individuals who objected to the plans of 
the School Committee because of the expense involved were 
ready to entertain the idea of the establishment of a second 
high school. Such procedure would have involved not only 
an initial expenditure far in excess of that recommended by 
the school authorities, but would have entailed subsequent 
annual expenditures much greater than those incident to the 
maintenance of a single high school. In judging the wisdom 
of a proposed expenditure, it is proper to consider not only the 
amount of such expenditure, but the value of the results to 
be secured. As between two possible courses, it is not neces- 
sarily true that the less expensive is, in the long run, the more 
economical. It is true that the plans of the School Board 
involved a large expenditure, but it is also true that they would 
have provided accommodations distinctly superior to those 
which will result from the changes now in process of execu- 
tion, and would have met for a longer time the demands for 
more room as the two schools increase in size. Economy and 
efficiency are admirable and every thoughtful person realizes 
that Americans fail woefully in the practice of these virtues. 
It is easily possible, however, to make mistakes in our efforts 
to embody these undoubted virtues in practice. Such mistakes 
are made when we employ analogies between a factory and a 
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schoolhouse which are false and misleading. Those charged 
with the administration of education may undoubtedly learn 
much from the most recent and approved practice in indus- 
trial enterprises, but, granting this, there are essential and 
abiding differences between a factory and a school. In the 
former, a room whose full capacity is a hundred benches may 
be provided with that number and a hundred workmen be 
employed therein during the entire working day. This 
results in a showing of one hundred per cent from the stand- 
point of economy and efficiency. School administrators may 
and should heed the lesson which is thereby taught, but they 
cannot apply it completely to the secondary school. In the 
home and in the school there must be available certain rooms 
which during some hours will not be occupied at all and during 
other hours will not be occupied to their full capacity. The 
same thing holds true of certain appliances both in the home 
and in the school. One’s bathroom, for instance, may be in 
actual use two hours out of the twenty-four, but we do not 
think of rating its efficiency as 8 1-3 per cent and lamenting 
the fact that it falls short of complete efficiency by 91 2-3 per 
cent. One’s dining room is in use during a somewhat larger 
part of the day, but one does not think of using it as a laundry 
during the time that it would otherwise be unoccupied. We 
regard a furnace as indispensable even though it be wholly 
idle during four or five months of the year. These are, of 
course, extreme illustrations, but they may serve to remind 
us that we are not to regard as open to condemnation certain 
rooms or appliances in a school building because they are not 
at all times employed to their maximum capacity. In a second- 
ary school building a physical science lecture and demonstra- 
tion room, with a seating capacity of say one hundred fifty 
is not to be condemned as an extravagance because of the 
limited use made of it. Even more truly may this be said of 
the assembly hall. Up toa recent time it has been the Ameri- 
can practice to assign to each pupil of a high school an indi- 
vidual chair and desk. The former he might occupy only 
during a part of the school session. At other times it might 
be occupied by a different pupil, while at still other times it 
might be unoccupied. The latter was—as a receptacle for 
books, stationery, etc., the scholar’s tools—his exclusive pos- 
session. I do not sympathize with the suggestion that this 
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constitutes an extravagance and am yet to be persuaded 
that book lockers, massed at certain points, to be visited at 
the same minute by pupils in considerable numbers, consti- 
tute a satisfactory substitute for the individual desk. Even 
more skeptical am I as to the wisdom of dividing a pupil’s 
desk by a mid-way partition in order that provision may be 
made for the belongings of two individuals. I doubt whether 
the extremest advocates of economy and efficiency are ready 
to urge that the artisan shall give up the tool chest which 
stands at his bench, or his lathe, and rely upon lockers some 
distance removed. My doubt is even greater as to their 
readiness to ask two workmen to make common use of the 
same tool chest. While the larger part of the changes recom- 
mended by the Committee of Seven and adopted by the town 
are yet to be made, certain parts of the work are completed 
and to this extent the nature of these changes is as clear as it 
will ever be. On this point there will, undoubtedly, be dif- 
ferences of opinion, but I think the following comments are 
entirely fair. To a competent and impartial observer, I am 
confident that the results thus far obtained will be regarded 
as mixed—in part good, and therefore entitled to commenda- 
tion—in part bad, and therefore to be regretted. On the credit 
side of the account may be placed (a) the fuller utilization of 
floor space by changes in the dimensions of classrooms; (0) 
the creation of two additional classrooms, one taken out of 
the art room, the other out of the physical science lecture 
room. Incidentally, it must be remarked that half of one of 
these rooms is poorly lighted; (c) a great improvement in 
the domestic science room; (d) the enlargement of the library. 

On the other side of the account must be noted: (a) a dis- 
tinct loss in commodiousness and attractiveness; (0) less 
adequate means of egress and ingress in case of certain 
rooms; (c) the change in the science lecture room, now greatly 
diminished in size and of unfortunate proportions; (d) the 
diminished size of the Head Master’s office; (e) a similar 
diminution in the size of the reception room; (f ) the substi- 
tution of lockers for desks. 

The town has taken a just pride in the school buildings 
erected in recent years. Without extravagance in expendi- 
ture, the standards of construction have been high, the build- 
ings erected to last, with moderate demands for upkeep, and

commending themselves as spacious, well-lighted, well-venti- 
lated and attractive. These things are notably true of the 
recent Devotion building. Of elementary school buildings 
we have a number and as time goes on we shall have more. 
If wise councils prevail, it will be a considerable time before 
we have more than one high school. In the discussions of 
the past year and the resulting operations there has been a 
distinct possibility that as an outcome we should have a high 
school building falling below the standard, say, of the Devo- 
tion. Desirous as the town undoubtedly is that expenditures 
be kept within reasonable limits, I am confident that it 
would not look with favor on such a result.

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SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Present Conditions, Prospective Needs. 

This fortunate community has but scanty acquaintance 
with such things as over-crowded school rooms or half-time 
attendance. In general it has kept well abreast of current 
demands. Just now, so far from having any congestion in the 
elementary schools, we have unoccupied rooms in the Devo- 
tion, Lincoln, Pierce, Sewall and Winthrop. During recent 
years there has been a notable decrease in the number of 
pupils in attendance at the Parsons and the Winthrop. Where- 
as each of these buildings contained a kindergarten and 
grades I, II, and III, it has come about that in the Parsons 
building we have a kindergarten occupying two rooms and 
grades one and two occupying the two remaining rooms; 
at the Winthrop, also a four-room building, we have only a 
kindergarten. Present indications point to the necessity of 
closing, for the present, one of these buildings. While the 
Winthrop is distinctly the better building, the larger portion 
of the pupils reside on the other side of Washington Street 
and the Board will undoubtedly find it necessary to weigh 
these conflicting considerations. Looking to the future, it 
seems evident that additional accommodations must soon be 
provided at the Runkle. The Driscoll, a building of eight 
class rooms, built to relieve pressure at the Runkle and first 
occupied in September, 1911, has practically reached the 
limits of its capacity. While the kindergarten which now 
occupies two rooms might, under stress of necessity, be re- 
stricted to a single room, it is to be hoped that such restric- 
tion would be only temporary. This year at the Runkle 
grade IX, of fifty-three pupils, too many for a single class, 
is located in the school hall. Of the Runkle group of three 
buildings, the central building was so planned that the school 
hall might at a future time be divided into two classrooms. 

So far, then, as we can forecast the future, the erection of 
a fourth building for the Runkle School will be the next build- 
ing enterprise to be undertaken by the School Department. 
Such building, when erected, should contain an assembly hall 
of ample dimensions, preferably on the street level, a gym- 
nasium at least as good as that provided in the new Devotion 
building, rooms specially planned to meet the needs of a 
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kindergarten, and a reasonable number of additional class 
rooms. I am confident that such project can be carried out 
without impairing the symmetry of the existing group of 
buildings. As set forth in preceding reports, it is the part of 
wisdom to establish new school centres only when circum- 
stances make it imperatively necessary. The Runkle is 
located in a section of the town which is growing rapidly and 
there can be little doubt as to the advisability of increasing 
quite largely the existing accommodations. 


Musical Competition. 

During the school year 1914-1915 occurred an interesting 
and unique event. At my request Mr. Samuel W. Cole, 
Director of Music, submits the following account of it: 

This competition was the direct result of the observations 
made in England during the leave of absence granted by the 
School Committee to the directors of music for the months 
of June and July, 1914. The progress of the competitive 
movement in England, as reported in the English musical 
journals, had been followed with interest for many years. 
The favorable impressions thus created were fully corrobo- 
rated by the opportunity to witness a typical contest in actual 
operation. 

Through the hearty co-operation of the Music Committee 
of the Brookline Civic Society, the first competition took 
place in the hall of the Edward Devotion School on the after- 
noon of May 25, 1915. The following is the program:

The Audience and Chorus 


Mr. Cole’s Introduction. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, Citizens of Brookline, and Fellow 
Supervisors of Public School Music: The purpose of this 
Competition has been stated in the letter of invitation and 
in the local press, as follows: 


“This Competition has for its purpose the follow- 
ing objects: 

1. To set in motion in the United States a series 
of competitions such as are carried out so success- 
fully in England. 

2. To bring to the notice of the citizens of the 
town the kind of work which is attempted in the 
grades below the High School. 

3. To stimulate a greater interest on the part of 
the young people themselves in the finer qualities of 
chorus singing. 

4. By so doing to elevate and refine eeete musical 
taste and perception.”’ 
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The citizens of Brookline who have honored us with their 
presence this afternoon will witness the kind of work we 
attempt in music in the elementary schools; thus the second 
object will have been accomplished. If the result meets with 
your approval, and that approval is made manifest here this 
afternoon, we shall have gone far toward accomplishing the 
third and fourth points for which we have labored. 

But the main purpose of this competition is to set on foot 
a movement for the revival of popular interest in choral 
singing. 

Boston and vicinity have enjoyed a very high reputation 
in matters musical for more than a century. That reputation 
was founded, I believe, on her fine choral singing. Unless 
that feature of our musical life can be revived, we are sure 
to lose the fair fame of the past. 

Musical competitions are a very important feature in the 
musical life of Great Britain. There are competitions be- 
tween choral societies, church choirs and schools. These 
occasions draw out immense audiences and great enthusiasm. 
It is no wonder that Great Britain can boast of the finest 
choral singing in the world. 

The most prominent supervisors of public school music 
in New England have been invited to this occasion in the 
hope that through our combined efforts a like movement 
may be started among us. Fellow supervisors, why could 
you not hold a similar competition in your own communi- 
ties? How interesting it would be to have the winning classes 
of half a dozen towns or cities meet in Boston for a final 
contest. Would not such a result be educational in the best 
sense? 


The following are the rules under which the classes have 
made their preparation for this event: 

1. The classes to appear in their entirety, not 
picked singers. 

2. The preparation for the competition to be made 
under actual and usual conditions; no more and no 
less rehearsals than would obtain if there were no 
competition in view. 
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There have been many exhibitions of public school music, 
but with carefully selected classes. There have been many 
competitions, but with picked singers. This occasion is 
unique, if not unprecedented, because neither the individual 
singers nor the classes have been selected. 

I have maintained for years that this and this only is public 
school music. What I may be able to do with picked singers 
or selected classes is not what the people are paying for under 
the name of public school music. 

I have also maintained that the true criterion of the suc- 
cess of public school music is not what may be witnessed in 
some class or classes in the lower grades before the mutation 
of the voice is encountered, but rather in a reasonable progress 
from grade to grade, and particularly in the upper grades 
where the obstacles to good singing are many and varied. 

At any rate, you have before you today a choral body 
numbering at least 425 singers, 95 out of every 100 of whom 
know enough about music to understand the speech of a 
choral conductor and to sing their part with others in any 
music which is suited to their age. Would you have a greater 
and more tangible result to the individual singer? Then 
take us and public school music more seriously. When 
American Musical Education becomes less superficial than 
it now is, public school music will be recognized as the founda- 
tion to whatever may be attempted later in the line of musical 
training. 

I must call your attention to one or two facts before pro- 
ceeding with the program: There are those in every school 
whose sense of pitch is not perfect; all such who are members 
of these classes are present here today. We leave it for you 
to say whether that problem has or has not been reduced to 
nearly its lowest terms. Had we the same force of public 
sentiment behind the music which exists with reference to 
reading, writing and arithmetic, that problem might be almost 
eliminated. 

It is in order also to state that none of the Principals or 
Assistants has any special interest in the music over other 
subjects; that, so far as I know, no one of them was selected 
for special fitness from a musical point of view. This par- 
ticular year, too, is certainly no more than an average year 
as regards the musical ability of the classes.

“Vigorously and with the keen relish of contest, four hundred and 
thirty children lifted their voices this week in the first musical competition 
of the Brookline public schools, under the auspices of the music committee 
of the Brookline Education Society. The choruses were very well sung 
by the classes from six different schools, the audience shared much of the 
pleasure of the performers, and the success of the contest in advancing 
the ends which it was intended to serve was on all sides conceded. Surely 
this good English custom of bringing the schools into choral contests 
should not be restricted to Brookline alone, and Musical Director Cole 
of the town’s public school system is aiming to secure its extension through- ' 
out eastern Massachusetts. By his invitation the supervisors of music 
from many outlying towns and cities were present at the Brookline contest. 
If the enthusiasm which they then expressed holds good throughout the 
twelve-month, musical competitions of this kind will next year be estab- 
lished in many places. Director Cole further hopes that the winning 
classes from each of these contests will then be assembled in Boston for a 
further competition and the award of a grand prize to the class which 
can sing best among all the schools of the State. The Brookline Educa- 
tion Society has found a good way for stimulating its school children’s 
interest in music and in their ability to find for themselves some enjoy- 
able musical expression, and it is much to be hoped that the Brookline 
scheme will be generally adopted in the way that its founders have 
planned.” 


More than six months have now passed away, during 
which there has been an opportunity to weigh carefully the 
results of the competition. So far as can be learned, the 
outcome has been wholly to the benefit of the schools. Both 
teachers and scholars had an opportunity to witness a per- 
formance which has served to raise the standard of school 
music all along the line. 

The fact that the winning class possessed no unusual voices 
nor unusually musical ears proves that equally good results 
are within the reach of any school which can secure an equa! 
degree of honest, intelligent, loyal co-operation on the part 
of all concerned. 
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The occasion proved conclusively that public school music, 
when thus conducted, becomes a perfect illustration of the 
democratic ideal in community life in which every member 
contributes his full share of honest, intelligent, loyal effort 
for the sake of the community as a whole. Viewed from this 
standpoint, public school music takes on a new value; it 
inculcates good morals, good music, and good citizenship. 


MEN’S WEEK. 


In February, 1913, and in May, 1914, a special effort 
was made to induce the men of the town to visit its schools. 
While the response to our appeals was not overwhelming, it 
was sufficiently encouraging to warrant of the effort. As the 
last school year neared its end, the following invitation was 
sent to every household represented in the schools: 


Brookline Public Schools. 


Men’s Week, Monday, May 10-—Friday, May 14, 1916. 

In February, 1913, and again in May, 1914, an invitation was extended 
to the men of the town to visit the public schools during a designated 
week. While the response was less general than hoped for by the school 
authorities, it seems to justify another attempt. Accordingly: 

With the approval of the School Board, the teachers of the public 
schools and the Superintendent thereof extend a cordial invitation to all 
men of the town to visit schools during the week indicated above. While 
visitors are always welcome, the men of the community have not seemed 
fully to appreciate their responsibilities, hence this special appeal. Noth- 
ing unusual will be attempted during the week now in question. Our 
invitation includes men having no children in the schools, as well as those 
whose households are represented, nor will women be less welcome than 
at other times. 


According to reports subsequently sent me, 359 different 
men responded to the invitation, 120 of whom must be cred- 
ited to the Heath School where an evening session of grades 
IV-LX was held in order to make it possible for men occupied 
during the day to have opportunity to inspect the school 
attended by their children. Inthe Lincoln and Pierce grammar 
buildings, all schoolrooms are now provided with lighting 
fixtures and I hope that in these schools an evening session 
for the upper grades may hereafter be held during each school 
year. In previous reports I have set forth the reasons which 
make it highly important that a large number of men shall 
know something of the schools by personal observation. Our 
schools, in common with all others, are vitally dependent on 
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the confidence and hearty good-will of the community. In 
order, however, that such confidence may be strong and stead- 
fast, it must be based on knowledge. Men’s Week is not 
designed for display; it is in no way a “show” week. We 
wish the schools to be known as they are and, therefore, the 
usual routine is pursued. The response to our invitations in 
1914 exceeded the response in 1913 and the response in 1915 
was still larger. Between the present time and the summer 
vacation another opportunity will be provided in which men 
may show in a practical way their loyalty to the schools. It 
is to be hoped that the number who recognize their obligation 
will exceed the number in any previous year. 
Age Conditions in Grade IX. 

This caption appears first in the Superintendent’s report 
for the year ending January 31, 1902. At that time there 
were five fully graded grammar schools and a table similar 
to that printed below shows that the ninth grade at that 
time comprised 183 pupils. At present we have six fully 
graded schools, the number of ninth-grade classes being eight 
and the total number of pupils connected therewith 267. 
Since the report issued in 1902, each succeeding report of 
the Superintendent has contained a table affording accurate 
information as to the ages of ninth-grade pupils. The table 
printed herewith relates to pupils who will complete the 
grammar-school course in June, 1916. It is inserted largely 
with the purpose of securing continuity of record. Any one 
specially interested in the matter to which it relates is referred 
to comments made in preceding reports on similar tables.

A table similar to the above appeared in preceding reports. 
Its purpose is to give prominence to an advantage enjoyed 
by the local public, because of the small number of pupils 
assigned to each teacher. We have here figures relating to 
ninety-two primary and grammar rooms and showing the 
enrollment in each at the end of the second month of the 
school year, when attendance is at or very near the maximum.

Casting about for some fitting word with which this report 
may be brought to an end, I chance to recall language used 
by President Nichols of Dartmouth College in conveying 
his resignation to the Trustees: 

‘“‘Innumerable and important as are the details and aspects 
of educational administration, they have but one fundamental 
purpose—to bring the right teachers and the right students to- 
gether in the right way and to correlate the moral and 
intellectual efforts of all. The administrator provides the 
conditions: it 1s the teacher who does the work of education.” 

The words are those of Dr. Nichols, the italics are mine. , 
To make generous appropriations for schools is not specially 
creditable to the Town of Brookline, whose pecuniary re- 
sources are so ample that it can do this very easily. It is, 
however, distinctly to the credit both of successive school 
boards and of the townspeople that the all-important truth 
set forth by Dr. Nichols has been so generally and continu- 
ously recognized. To such recognition more than to all 
other causes must be ascribed such measure of efficiency as 
our schools have attained.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

Gentlemen:—In compliance with Article X, Section 6, of the 
Town By-Laws, I herewith submit the eighteenth annual report of 
the Accounting Department. 

During the town’s financial year, ending December 31, 1915, I 
have examined the accounts of George H. Worthley, the Treasurer, 
at the close of each month’s business, and have found them to be 
correct, with the balances, cash on hand and in bank, as entered in 
his books. I have examined and checked all the notes and bonds 
paid during the year and found them properly cancelled. 

I have also verified his accounts as Collector — the taxes collected 
and uncollected and in connection with the latter, those abated by 
the Assessors. The receipts from water rates I have compared with 
the books of the Water Department, and find everything as re- 
corded on the Collector’s books. I have compared the Sewer 
Assessments reported collected with the original entries made by 
the Town Engineer, and find the amounts to be correct. 

His accounts as Treasurer of the Trustees of the Walnut Hills and 
Brookline Cemeteries, of the Wm. H. Lincoln School Fund, and of 
the Warren Tree Fund have been examined, and all are found 
to be as reported by him. 

The accounts of Henry W. Lamb, Treasurer of the Trustees of 
the Public Library, were examined at the close of the year and 
found to be correct, with stock certificates and registered bonds 
standing in the name of the Trustees of the Public Library.
